OTTAWA (CP) -

pendence have generated 
some confusion and un¬ 
certainty In the week 
since he outlined his 
views in a television In¬ 
terview. 

Critics at home and 
abroad have rapped him 
for even discussing the 
possibility of force to 
block what he called any 
illegal move by Quebec 
to secede. Others have 
charged that he was chal 
lenging the right of ail 
Quebecers to determine 
their own political future. 

Trudeau has said In a 
similar context in the 
past that one of his aims

is to cause uncertainty, to 
keep Quebec separatists 
off balance. 

In his television inter¬ 
view New Year’s Day. 
Trudeau made two main 
points. 

He said he would use 
force to prevent any ille¬ 
gal move to Quebec sepa 
ration, saying "there 
cannot be any unilateral 
declaration of Indepen¬ 
dence.” 

At the same time, he 

said: 

“If ever Quebecers by 
an overwhelming majori¬ 
ty decide they no longer 
want to be part of this 
country, then they are 


going to sit down and 
negotiate with the rest of 
the country.” 

But someone other than 
himself would have to do 
the negotiating. 

Former prime minister 
John Dlefenbaker said 
Friday at a news confer¬ 
ence that the comments 
“contributed more to dis¬ 
unity than anything said 
in past years.” 

They poured "gasoline 
on the fires that can con¬ 
sume the nation.”

Striking miners 
storm coal dock 
with dynamite 


ROCKPORT. Ind. (AP) — 
An estimated 400 to 300 strik¬ 
ing coal miners stormed a 
non-union loading dock on the 
Ohio River Saturday night, 
firing guns and setting off 
dynamite which ignited some 
fires, Indiana state police 
said. 

Sgt. Robert McGowen, of 
the state police detachment 
at Jasper, said there were 
reports of "shots fired and 
dynamite being used” at the 
Rockport Dock Co. 

There were no reports of 
injuries. 

Police said three trucks 
and two cars were set on fire 
and another was overturned. 

They said more than 200 
persons were arrested, most¬ 
ly on charges of disorderly 
conduct. 

All available fire depart¬ 
ments in the area were asked 
to go to the dock, McGowen 
said, but the fire departments 
in Rockport and Grandview 
refused. 

The Rockport Dock Co., 
which employs about eight 


persons, has continued to 
operate during the coal 
strike and has been the scene 
of trouble since the strike 
began Dec. 6.

One Royal Roads cadet was missing and another 
was in hospital Saturday after scuba diving under ice 
in Finlayson Arm, about 20 kilometres west of Vic¬ 
toria. 

The two divers were part of a five-cadet diving 
club outing from Royal Roads military college at 
Colwood. , 

The search for the missing 
diver, Officer Cadet Claus D. 
Gorgichuk, 21, of Two Hills, 
Alta., was called off at about 
3:30 p.m. because of dark¬ 
ness. about 2 4 hours after 
the incident was reported to 
Colwood RCMP. The search 
continues today. 

The diver in hospital was 
Keith Johnston. 21. of Regina, 
whose twin brother, Kevin, 
was also on the diving out¬ 
ing. Keith was taken by am¬ 
bulance to the re-compress- 
ion chamber at Canadian 
Forces Fleet Diving Unit Pa¬ 
cific in Colwood after the in¬ 
cident. then was transferred 
to military hospital for over¬ 
night observation. 

On Saturday afternoon, as 
ddrkness descended, a 
search boat circled repea¬ 
tedly in freezing rain In an 
area just off Hall's Boat¬ 
house docks, and returned 
when no trace was found of 
Gorgichuk. 

A steady rain poured on the 
searchers, who included two 
wetsuited cadets front the 
diving party who declined to 
talk about the incident. 

It was believed that both 
the injured and missing 
divers had become trapped 
under the ice. 

Search boat operator Miles 
Kusz said the water depth 
where the cadets were diving 
was about 7.3 metres (23 
feet.) 

Kusz said. “It was quite a 
big ice field.” two to three 
inches thick.

JOINT-RUN WEST BANK CARTER PLAN 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — 
President Carter says he is 
still opposed to creation of an 
independent Palestinian 
state as it could be used as a 
base for subversion against 
Israel. 

He made known his views 
in an interview, released Sat¬ 
urday, with six reporters as 
he flew back to Washington 
on Friday after a seven-coun¬ 
try tour of Europe, Asia and 
the Middle East. 

Carter, who conferred with 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat at Aswan on Wednes¬ 
day, said he believes there 
can be an interim solution for 
the Palestinian problem by 


creating a joint administra¬ 
tion for the Israeli-occupied 
West Bank of the River Jor¬ 
dan and the Gaza Strip. 


He mentioned the possib- 
lity of Israel, Jordan, the Pa¬ 
lestinians and perhaps the 
United Nations participating 


in such an administration for 
an unspecified period, after 
which the Palestinians would 
have the right to determine 


their own future. 

Asked whether he thinks 
such a program can be called 
self-determination for the

BEIRUT (AP) — Palestinian leader Yasser Ara¬ 
fat pledged Saturday that his guerrillas will “fight 
unto death to liberate Palestine, and his top aide 
blasted U.S. President Carter as a vaccinating “ama¬ 
teur.” 

“We are prepared to offer thousands and hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of martyrs to recover Palestine,” 


Arafat, chief of the Palestine Liberation Organiza¬ 
tion, told cheering crowds gathered at Martyrs’ Cem¬ 
etery near the Lebanese capital for Arafat’s unveiling 
of a monument to the unknown Palestinian warrior. 

“We realize Palestine cannot be recovered by 
deals, bargaining or at the negotiating tables,” Ara¬ 
fat said. “Palestine can be restored only by blood, by 
the gun.”

ROCKFORD. III. (UPI) — 
Six children and their dog 
were found slain and horribly 
mutilated Saturday in their 
family’s home in a quiet, resi- 
dential neighborhood in 
Rockford. Their father was 
charged with murder. 

Rockford police, acting on 
a tip from Milwaukee, Wis., 
police, broke down the front 
door of the Simon Nelson 
home. Inside the large, 24- 
storey grey stucco frame 
structure, amidst blood¬ 
stained walls and floors slick 
with blood, officers found tbe 
mutilated bodies of Nelson’s 
six children, David, 3, Rosie, 
5. Matt, 7, Andrew, #, Simon. 
10. and Jennifer. 12. 

Police said Nelson, whose

wife had left him. apparently 
killed the children Friday 
night and then went to Mil¬ 
waukee where he found his 
wife and beat her. Police 
there broke up the fight and 
asked Rockford authorities to 
check on the children, fearing 
something might'be amiss. 

Winnebago County Coroner 
Peter John Seward said pre¬ 
liminary autopsies showed 
the children had been 
stabbed repeatedly and se¬ 
verely beaten around the 
head and face. He said they 
apparently were killed while 


asleep and had been dead 
eight to 12 hours when the 
bodies were found about » 
a.m. Saturday. 

“The perpetrator knew 
what he was doing. He was 
going for vital organs,” 
Seward said. He called the 
killings “so brutal I can’t 
come up with the words to 
describe it. I’ve never seen 
anything like it.” 

Reports indicated the chil¬ 
dren had been mutilated and, 
in some cases, dismembered. 

Police said a ladder to 
enter the second storey. 


where the bodies of two of the 
children and their dog. a 
dachshund named Pretzel, 
were found in a bedroom. The 
bodies of the other four chil¬ 
dren were found in a third- 
floor, attic bedroom. 

Nelson was arrested in Mil¬ 
waukee. where police said 
extradition proceedings had 
been waived and Rockford 
authorities were returning 
home with Nelson in custody. 

Nelson’s only words at the 
extradition hearing was “I 
want to go home." 


Neighbors said the Nelson 
children were generally well 
behaved and that the Nelsons 
had not appeared to have had 
any major marital 
difficulties. 

A teenage neighbor said 
“Mrs. Nelson wis really nice. 
But Mr. Nelson,\he paused, 
“he was different. K \ 

Two classmates of the chil- - 
dren, Chris McCallum and 
Chad Brazle, both 12, de¬ 
scribed Jennifer as “real 
nice?” : 

A man in a'bar frequented 
by Nelson described him as a 
“big man, maybe 300 pounds. 
He always seemed like a 
loner, always uptight.”

fraud by accountants. 

“The name of the game 
in Chicago is baksheesh . 

.. It means payoff, bribe." 
the Sun-Times said in its 
Sunday edition. "This is 
the city of baksheesh." 

The’ Sun-Times and the 
BGA bought the bar. the 
Mirage, on July i. The 
bar was run by reporters, 
photographers and asso¬ 
ciation investigators, but 
the bartenders were hired 
elsewhere and were not 
told about the investioa- 
tion. 

The Sun-Times said 
subsequent stories will 
detail—with names, dates 
and amounts—payoffs of 
$10 to 1100 to city inspec¬ 
tors “who ignore health 
and safety hazards when 
the price is right;" tax

fraud by accountants who 
conspire to cheat on state 
and federal taxes; mis¬ 
conduct by public employ¬ 
ees who use city equip¬ 
ment for private gain;

The newspaper said it 
documented the payoffs 
with photographs that 
also will be published 

The newspaper said the 
bar was used by prosti¬ 
tutes, by "a Cook County 
deputy sheriff who en¬ 
joyed selling beer so much 
he had hardly any time 
left to serve subpoenas", 
and by a state legislative 
assistant “who sold low- 
cal beer, gave illegal gifts 
and fixed parking tick¬ 
ets." 

The Sun-Times said the 
bar contacted 10 local tax 
accountants, and all but 
two recommended tax 
fraud. 

It said the tax fraud 
schemes used by taverns 
is "so widespread it may 
be costing Illinois $18 mil¬ 
lion in sales tax alon^."

*Open ’ mortgages 
could rocket rates 


Diver lost 


TORONTO (CP) — Canadians may face 
13-per-cenl residential mortgage interest 
rales and annual mortgage renewals if the 
federal government outlaws closed mort¬ 
gages, major money lenders said Friday. 

A closed mortgage cannot be paid off 
before its maturity date without a penally 
Under the new bill, the homeowner will 
pay a prepayment penalty only if the gen¬ 
eral interest rate on loans has dropped since 
the money was borrowed 
Ien Rosenberg, president of Parfor Group 
Ltd., a mortgage company, said the leg 
islation might mean a revamping of mort 
gage lending, and the home-owner might not 
have the security of knowing what his inter 
est rate was. 

"It means interest rates w ill go up and the 
lenders will start shortening the mortgage 
term to one year. " he said "The rale w as at 
13 per cent once. It could be there again." 

For a homeowner with a $50,000 mortgage 
at a 10 -per-cent interest rale, an in 
crease to 13 per cent would raise the month¬ 
ly mortgage payments to $050 from $525. 

The government s borrowers’ and deposi 
tors’ protection bill would allow home- 


owners to pay otf new and existing mort 
gages at any time, instead of being locked 
into a five-year closed term. 

Howard Stulberg, president of the Ontario 
Mortgage Brokers Association, said one- 
year terms would be necessary to cover the 
increased costs of more frequently ne¬ 
gotiated mortgages. 

"The difficulty for the borrower is that he 
is subject to changes in the interest rate 
every year,” he said. 

Most mortgage companies borrow money 
on five-year terms at nine per cent inter¬ 
est. They lend the money to prospective 
homeowners at lol, to 10'A per cent interest. 

Jim Donahoe. vice-president of Canada 
Permanent Trust Co., said that as a re¬ 
sult of the new bill there would be a shrink 
age of mortgage money. 

"If the borrowers are given the incentive 
to pay off their mortgage every lime the 
rates drop, we can no longer obligate our¬ 
selves to paying our investors for five 
years.” he said. 

At present, the home-owner has to pay a 
prepayment penalty to a lender if he wants 
to pay off his closed mortgage.

Rhodesia clamps censorship 


SALISBURY (AP) — Rho 
desia’a white-minority gov¬ 
ernment imposed new cen 
sorship regulations Saturday, 
prohibiting foreign and Rho- 
desian journalists from re¬ 
porting anything but the offi 
ciai version of events in the 
black nationalist guerrilla 
war 

The new rules, issued 
under the Emergency 
Powers-Maintenanee of Law 
and Order legislation, are the 
toughest censorship orders 
the government has issued in 
its 12-year existence. They 
were published in an official 
gazette notice. 

An accompanying informa¬ 
tion department statement 
said. "Regrettably there 
have recently been a number 
of breaches of the existing

security clearance proce¬ 
dures of material intended 
for publication or 
broadcast." 

It said "military secrets. . 
which could be to the detri¬ 
ment of our national securi¬ 
ty" had been published. "It 
has therefore become neces¬ 
sary to call a halt to this’ 
practice and this whole mat 
ter will now be controlled bv 
the emergency powers 
regulations." 

It did not describe the 
"breaches." 

In the past, journalists vi¬ 
siting operational areas on 


government-authorized as¬ 
signments have usually been 
required to have their reports 
cleared by military censors, 
and major changes were 
often made. 

The new regulations, which 
went into effect immediately, 
were introduced after a week 
in which black nationalist 
guerrillas seeking to topple 
Prime Minister Ian Smith’s 
regime launched a series of 
bold attacks that government 
sources said seriously under¬ 
mined morale.

Fraud-angered mob amok 


CIUDAD MANTE, Mexico 
(AP) — Troops patrolled the 
streets of this northern Mexi 
co community Saturday after 
about 3,000 demonstrators— 
claiming fraud in the 
mayoral election—burned 
several buildings, includino 
the city hall, tax office, jail 
and some stores. 

The Tamaulipas state at 
torney general’s office said 14 
persons suffered gunshot or 
machete wounds during the 
rioting Friday and early Sat 
urday, but there were no 


deaths. Other reports said at 
least 20 were injured. 

Ciudad Mantes, with a pop¬ 
ulation of 70.000, is 400 kilo¬ 
metres south of the Texas 
border. 

A spokesman for the attor 
ney general’s office said 
order has been restored and 
the state is calm He said 
leaders of the disturbances 
were not politicians but "pro¬ 
fessional subversives" who 
look advantage of a political 


conflict following the Dec. 4 
election. 

He said the demonstration 
began as a protest by sup¬ 
porters of the Authentic 
Party of the Mexican Revolu¬ 
tion. He said the protest had 
no basis since the party's 
candidate for mayor, Jose

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Japan, devastated by two nu¬ 
clear bomb* at the close of 
the Second World War. had 
engaged in atomic weapons 
research throughout the war, 
new studies show. 

The report was confirmed 
Saturday by a leading Japa¬ 
nese nuclear physicist. 

The Jan. 13 issue of Science 
magazine says Japan’s navy 
department was told by 
March. 1943, that scientists 
felt the “atomic bomb would 
be impossible even for the 
United States for the current 
war. ...” 

“So it seems that the scien¬ 
tists viewed the-^Jrojeet as 
extremely long-term at best, 
or, as one of them would later 
write, ‘If not for this war, 
then in time for the next 
one.' ” the article says. 

The article was based on 
independent research by two 
scholars. Herbert York of the 
University of California at 
San Diego and Charles 
Weiner of the Massachusetts 
Institute ol Technology. 

It was also based on re¬ 
search by the magazine into 
what American scientists 
found when they first arrived 
in Japan after the war. and 
on U S. Army records con¬ 


cerning the destruction of 
five cyclotrons in Japan, cun- 
sidered crucial in atomic 
research. 

In Japan today. Prof. Eizo 
Tajima of Rikkyo University, 
who worked on the bomb pro¬ 
ject. said the effort never 
reached a practical stage. 


He said the Japanese effort 
was led by the late Prof. Yo- 
shio Nishina. 

The Science article says 
the Japanese military was 
enthusiastic about the idea of 
7Lan atomic bomb but did not 
follow through with money 
arid materials.

IT WAS A GREAT PITY that the prime minis¬ 
ter’s New Year message to Canadians was so 
overshadowed, if not overpowered, by his earlier 
year-end report to the nation — for It was as 
positive as his first statement was negative. 

Released while he was on a skiing vacation 
in Colorado, Mr. Trudeau’s words to his fellow 
countrymen back home brimmed with confi¬ 
dence in the future and hope for 1978. They 
contained no hint of the despair and frustrations 
so evident in his CTV interview and they con¬ 
tained neither threats nor harsh language. Rath¬ 
er they were a restatement of purpose to which 
all Canadians should willingly subscribe. 

Canadians, he said, are a strong, mature 
people with a genius for “living peacefully 
with our neighbors and creatively with one 
another, 1 ’ and he expressed his confidence that 
they can overcome the challenges facing the 
country and benefit from their ability to do so. 

Casting back in Canada's history, the prime 
minister recalled the dangers and terrors expe 
rienced by our pioneers, how Canadians faced 
the desperate years of the Great Depression and 
the sombre and uncertain days of two world 
wars. “Yet no matter what thp odds, no matter 
how chilling the prospect, Canadians never 
abandoned hope'or stamina. Generation after 
generation of men and women learned to live 
with our fearsome winter climate, painstakingly 
overcame the incredible difficulties posed by 
distance and terrain, and created for themselves 
and their children one of the world’s most 
admired and provident societies. 

“Canada’s character has been moulded one 
part from adversity, two parts from co-opera¬ 
tion, three parts from gritty determination. Our 
finest hours have been the product of difficulty 
and near-desperate circumstances.” 

There have been happier New Year’s days 
than that of 1978. he continued, but there 
have also been many more fearful; but we have 
survived them all and become a stronger more 
mature people in the process. 

“So shall we overcome the challenges we 
face today and benefit from our ability to do so. 
Asked of us is no greater sacrifice than that 
made by millions of Canadians in the past, no 
greater effort than that made routinely by pre¬ 
vious generations. Expected of us, however, is 
no less steadfastness in the pursuit of our goals.” 

Mr. Trudeau’s Churchillian-flavored words 
were good to hear in this time of our adversity. 
Now all Canada needs is a little Churchillian-fla 
vored leadership and we would have it made. 


Getting a grip 

A WISE PERSON once said there’s nothing 
wrong with being afraid — it’s what you do about 
it that matters. 

How true that is, as each of us has found in 
life. When we have kept our cool, we have 
manoeuvred ourselves out of some ticklish situa 
tions. When we have panicked, bigger trouble 
usually followed. 

Why we fall apart sometimes and bear up on 
other occasions is a mystery. But you have to 
conclude that Donald Pratt. 49, of Burlington. 
Ont., was able to tap pure courage recently when 
he found himself in a situation so grim it’s been 
on television more than once 

Pratt, a roofer, was sitting beside the pilot of 
a light plane flying north of Toronto when the 
pilot slumped over'the controls, dead of a heart 
attack. 

Trouble enough, but the plane was in cloud. 
Visibility zero. Total disorientation loo. 

Pratt’s flying experience consisted of six 
hours of instruction 30 years ago and a penchant 
for asking pilots questions. 

Another pilot in the vicinity said he noticed 
“tones of panic” in Pratt’s voice on the radio 
“but that cooled down.” 

Flying on instruments and with some help 
over the radio. Pratt brought the plane safely 
into Toronto International Airport. He said he 
lost control of it two or three times before 
breaking out into the sun. 

Now there’s a man who truly got a grip on 
himself.

Fear of too much give-away to Russia 


LONDON — Discord between the 
United States and her European allies 
was the most notable, or at any rate the 
most noted, feature of the NATO council 
meeting which has Just been held in 
Brussels. The European members are 
apprehensive about the policies of the 
Carter administration. 

They are afraid that, under the In¬ 
fluence of such liberals as Vice-Presi 
dent Walter Mondale and Paul C. 
Warnke, the chief arms negotiator. 
America is giving too much away to 
Russia, for the sake of achieving a new . 
politically showy but practically value¬ 
less, Strategic Arms Limitation Treatv 
- SALT 2. 

Such concessions Inevitably erode 
the already precarious defences of 
Western Europe. 

The immediate cause of alarm was 
America's pledge not to base any stra¬ 
tegic Cruise missiles in Europe during 
the next three years and not to give the 
Europeans, meanwhile, access, to the 
missile technology with which they 
should be familiarizing themselves now 

Mr. Warnke fiats also pledged Ihe 
United States to limit the range of sea 


launched Cruise missiles, some of which 
will be deployed in European waters, to 
370 miles (which makes them '‘tacti¬ 
cal.” not "strategic"). 

This short range would not allow the 
missiles to hit some of the principal 
targets In Eastern Europe, let alone the 
Soviet Union. 

Harold Brown, the U S. Defence Sec¬ 
retary, tried but failed to convince the 
European members of NATO that they 
had nothing to worry about. His speech, 
they thought, was deliberately and dis¬ 
turbingly vague. He admitted that there 
would be “psychological and military 
pressure" to make the three-year 
agreement permanent. 

A senior American official has been 
quoted as saying — anonymously — that 
this whole policy "leaves Europe kind of 
high and dry." which is what the Euro¬ 
pean defence ministers feel too. 

An Englishman, John Taylor, the 
editor of the immensely authoritative 
Jane's A II the World’s Aircraft, was 
even grimmer and more explicit. 

"We have kept the peace by main¬ 
taining the balance of power with Rus 
sia," he said. "That balance of power is

While the masses of Cana 
dians fearfully avoid the at 
tachment of garnishees to 
their pay cheques (modern 
day equivalent of the debtor's 
jail), the Government of Can 
ada, the government that has 
giggled in the face of debts 
whose magnitude no human 
mind can grasp, goes on pro 
viding debtors’ haven to the 
civil servants it employs. 

Under the terms of a privi 
lege adopted centuries ago, 
federal employees and ap 
pointccs are immune from 
the attachment of garnishees 
to their pay cheques. It is 
legally Impossible for any 
creditor to collect from them

on any debt. Including family 
support, by means of a gar 
nishee. 

No doubt. If we tried, we 
could divine in this a certain 
protective, paternal benevo 
lence on the part of the gov 
ernment, an endearing con 
cent for the people it em 
ploys. If we tried. We are not. 
however, disposed to try. In 
stead, we share (he position 
adopted by the Law Reform 
Commission of Canada, 
which has recommended ab 
olltion of the practice. 

The Law Reform Commls 
sion suggests that, as a first 



step, all employees and ap 
pointees of the federal gov¬ 
ernment be subject to the col¬ 
lection of defaulted family 
support payments through 
wage garnishment. Just like 
ordinary Canadians. 

We would dispense with the 
courtesy of a first step and 
proceed In a single bound to 
an egalitarian conclusion 
The Law Reform Commis¬ 
sion argues that people 
"whose remuneration is pay¬ 
able by the Canadian slate 
ought to stand on the same 
footing as others . . ." So they 
should. And that implies the 
withdrawal of all the Crown 
jewels and privileges that 
have been and are accorded 
to federal civil servants: the 
withdrawal of all special pro- 
lection from creditors and of 
all other special benefits not 
available in Ihe private sec¬ 
tor. 

If civil servants are to be 
placed on the same footing as 
everyone else, as they cer¬ 
tainly should be. then there 
can be no defence for index 
ing their pension plans to the 
cost of living. 

Everyone else has to cope. 
So should they 



now being eroded. If nuclear war broke 
out in the 1980s, the West would be 
defeated—-and 1977 may be recorded as 
Ihe year In which the seeds of defeal 
were sown." 

The defeat of the West In a non-nude- 
ar war seems, if present trends contin¬ 
ue, even more certain. 

NATO’s land and air forces In Eu¬ 
rope are outnumbered, two or three to 
one, by the Warsaw Pact forces opposite 


them, and the Communist armies, 
being organized for attack rather than 
defence, are capable of a very quick 
build-up. 

Western Europe, to keep Its people 
fed and its armies in the field, would 
need supplies from across the Atlantic 
at a rate of 6.000 merchant ships making 
the round trip from America every 30 
days. Russia already has 320 nuclear 
submarines available to prey on them. 

The only balancing factor suggested 
lately was the neutron bomb, which was 
specifically designed to halt a mass 
attack by Communist tanks into West¬ 
ern Europe. But the Europeans were 
hesitant about allowing It to be stationed 
on their territory, and President Carter 
has decided not to go ahead with its 
production. 

In terms of manpower, technology 
and resources, the West should be more 
than a match for the Communist em 
pire; but in practice, the Russians are 
becoming superior in both the quantity 
and tbetHudity of their forces. Such an 
imbalance is a much greater threat to 
peace than any build-up' of mutually 
deterrent weapons.

And although everyone who 
lunches or dines in the restau 
rsnjt is aware that because of 
the echo-chamber effect of 
the domes, somebody Is sure 
to be listening, strangely it 
seems of little concern when 
the involuntary eavesdropper 
is several tables removed 

Sounds irrational, but 
that’s the way it is. 

And that’s the way it leads 
Into this piece of political in 
telligence. 

Lunching one recent day 
beneath one of the domes, the 
conversation came drifting 
down ip parabolic reflection 
from another table on the far 
side of it. 

Two members of the Liber¬ 
al cabinet were discussing 
the coming election. 

June or November 

And you know what the de¬ 
ciding factor of timing may 
be? 

Decontrol of wages and 
prices. 

The controls start coming 
off April 1, in phases through 
to the end of the year. 

Now the government is 
very hung up on controls. 

It knows the public strongly 
approves of them as, at least, 
a check against continuing 
inflation 

They know that both busi 
ness and the big unions hate 
them as a drag on the econ¬ 
omy. 

And they know that con¬ 
trols haven’t worked. 

Two months after the con¬ 
trols were imposed back in 
November of 1975, the inna¬ 
tion rate peaked at 12.5 per 
cent. 

There was a decline In 1976, 
touching a low of 5.6 in No¬ 
vember. but due less to con 
trols than to the sagging 
economy and depressed 
World prices. 

, Since then the rate has 
been up to top nine per cent

and on tile way to 10 at year's 
end. 

The government Is acutely 
aware that as controls go 
there is certain to be another 
frenzy of union wage de 
mands. 

Many unions, especially 
the public service, unless the 
government somehow finds 
the guts to restrain them, will 
be trying for "catch-up" in¬ 
creases. 

And as inflation, not Just In 
Canada, but around the 
world, is pointed sharply up, 


the more militant unions will 
be demanding raises antici¬ 
pating price increases before 
they occur. 

The government can’t 
admit its controls failed. 

So it will rationalize remov 
al with the explanation that 
they depressed business, 
shattered confidence and led 
to unemployment. 

There will be the promise 
that if things get out of hand 
after decontrol, some sort of 
modified restraint will be re- 
Imposed. 

Meanwhile, to hear the two 
cabinet members argue 
under the restaurant dome, 
the election will be In June, 
when a few of the controls 
have been removed, with the 
rest being lifted slowly 
through to the year end. 

This will satisfy the public 
that controls are still on. and 
appease business and the 
unions that they are coming 
off. So the government has it 
both ways. 

By October things would be 
too far along for controls to 
be an election factor.

ONE OF THE TOP civil servants In Ottawa Is well 
known in British Columbia, and because he Is well 
known, I have no Intention of blowing his cover re 
statements he recently made to me over the telephone 
and in a letter. He Is a gifted worker, he Is a concerned 
Canadian and much of his concern has to do with what 
he calls the French takeover In Ottawa. He shall 
remain anonymous, at least for the time being. 

"I am terribly concerned about the present situa¬ 
tion affecting Canada and was therefore pleased to 
read in your column some truths about the French 
takeover which Is all too evident from this location. My 
fear Is that Canadians, elsewhere than in Ottawa, do 
not have anv conception of these realities. This, of 
course, is understandable because much of what has 
happened (and is still happening) strains the imagina¬ 
tion and seems impossible. But the tragedy for 
Canada is that these things are real." 

He goes on to write about the hundreds of millions 
of dollars already spent by the federal government on 
®®h(lding of Place du Portage, the massive new civil 
sendee headquarters in Hull, Quebec. The city of 
Ottawa Is understandably hostile, upset and worried 
about this drain of manpower and the emasculation of 
alas base. 

"This Is a typical Issue these days,” he continued. 
"The P.Q. Is able to blackmail or extort millions from 
the federal purse and the government does little to 
stop it. 

“While millions, (like another 8100 million for a 
super highway network around Hull, which Is totally 
unnecessary) pour Into the adjacent province of Que¬ 
bec, the city of Ottawa, Canada's capital, is being told 
no funds are available to ease the traumatic effects of 
moving 25,000 employees across to Hull. 


“IN FACT, every proposal for Ottawa is scrutin¬ 
ised endlessly by various committees. Major projects 
like Rideau Centre,-which would bring private sector 
millions Into Ottawa, are deliberately stalled. 

“The whole business Is a nightmare caused by a 
government feeding on Its incompetence." 

All the above was done with the full knowledge 
that the government has a glut of office space that 
could reach seven million square feet sometime in the

Apartheid struggle 


Biko martyr 
for the cause?

The Steve Blko T-shirt was 
proving to be a popular gift 
Item In the stores here. 

Until the government out¬ 
lawed it. 

Outlawing a T-shirt, espe¬ 
cially a simple white T-shirt 
with a black man’s face on it, 
may seem a bit extreme. Un¬ 
less the action occurs In 
South Africa, a land of ex¬ 
tremes. 

And one of the more ex¬ 
treme people In South Africa, 
or so the government said, 
was Steve Blko, 30, a black 
activist. 

The government — the 
white minority government 
that rules the non-white ma¬ 
jority with a racially segre¬ 
gated policy called apartheid 
— said Blko’s actions were so 
extreme they threatened law 
and order by inciting racial 
hatred. 

So the government arrest¬ 
ed Biko, took him off the 
streets, charging him for¬ 
mally with fomenting vio¬ 
lence in black townships. 

However, his arrest caused 
rioting and the government 
took further action, banning 
black groups and news¬ 
papers. 

Blko died In a Pretoria pris¬ 
on cell Sept. 12, more than 
three weeks after his arrest. 

Conflicting reports on how 
he died prompted demonstra¬ 
tions among several black 
groups and forced the gov- 


The outcome of the Blko 
inquest — an outcome that 
undoubtedly will determine 
what level of racial unrest 
unfolds here in coming weeks 

— rested with Martlnus J. 
Prlns, the magistrate in 
charge of the inquest. > 

His assessment of an inci¬ 
dent that occurred Sept. 7 — 
five days before Biko's death 

— was regarded as crucial to 
the case. 

All five members of the In¬ 
terrogation squad signed 
swom statements in which 
they denied having assaulted 
the black leader. They sug-. 
gested that he suffered his 
fatal injuries In a struggle he 
initiated. 

Sydney W. Kentrldge. the 
Biko family lawyer, told the 
court that the police, in sepa¬ 
rate affidavits submitted be¬ 
fore the hearing opened, did 
not mention that Blko had hit 
his head against a wall. That 
item became central to the 
entire account. 

There apparently was no 
Independent witness to the 
jallhouse struggle In which 
Biko suffered head injuries. 
Nor were there any to events 
during the following days be¬ 
fore he died. 

Testimony brought out by 
Kentridge made It clear that 
authorities went to enormous 
lengths to cover up the cir¬ 
cumstances of Blko’s death. 

But the magistrate refused 
to allow pursuit of the cover- 


ernment to conduct an in- . up charges. He refused a

quest. 

The inquest ended Dec. 2 
when a magistrate ruled that 
there was no evidence that 
any person was criminally 
responsible for Blko’s death. 

The magistrate did accept 
a report that Biko died from 
massive head injuries and 
said they were probably suf¬ 
fered while he was being in¬ 
terrogated by members of 
the security police. 

The conclusion did little to 
quiet the unrest that has pre- 
valed in South Africa since 
the black leader’s arrest. 

The death of Biko shook 
South Africa — and much of 
the rest of the world — as 
much as any event here in 
recent years. 

This, after all, was more 
than an Inquest; this court 
proceeding was supposed to 
be a test of the South African 
government’s contention that 
it has maintained a civilized 
system of law despite Impos¬ 
ing severe restrictions on 
human rights. 

The government was on 
trial here as much as any-. 
body. 

The government and its 
human rights policy called 
apartheid. 

The inquest revealed more 
about procedures of the 
feared security police than 
about the manner in which 
Biko died. 

The government contended 
Biko died of self-inflicted in¬ 
juries; the family alleged 
that Biko was murdered by 
police while jailed. The mag¬ 
istrate said his death was not 
caused bv any act or omis¬ 
sion involving an offence by 
any person. 

Although the government 
denies that South African po¬ 
lice mistreat prisoners, the 
record of recent years indi¬ 
cates that Africans held 
under security laws develop 
unusual and often fatal 
habits, or perhaps even sui¬ 
cidal tendencies, while in 
custody. 

During a parliamentary in¬ 
vestigation of deaths in de¬ 
tention a few years ago, the 
government furnished a par- 
/ tial list of those who died. • 
It included this description 
of one of the cases: 

“An unknown man died on 
an unknown date of causes 
unknown.” 

Said one South African 
upon hearing the description: 

“Someday, some society 
will erect a monument to that 
unknown man." 

An autopsy report released 
at the Biko inquest that said 
several areas of the black 
leader's brain had been dam¬ 
aged and that the “severe 
traumatic brain contusions" 
found by the pathologist, in¬ 
cluding one bruise on the left 
of the forehead that was 
nearly four inches square, 
were incurred three to 12 
days before his death. 

The report, in a unanimous 
submission by a state pathol¬ 
ogist and two independent ex¬ 
perts, said the Injuries had 
caused a failure of blood cir¬ 
culation, leading It) Midney 
failure. 

It also detailed a mass of 
minor burns, bruises and 
abrasions on at least 25 parts 
of the body and estimated 
they were caused 12 hours to 
eight days before death. Biko 
was In detention for 26 days 
before he died. 


Kentridge request to put Jus¬ 
tice Minister Jimmy Kruger 
on the witness stand. Kruger 
had uttered conflicting state¬ 
ments regarding Biko’s 
death. 

When the magistrate 
blocked that line of question¬ 
ing, many observes felt the 
exact cause of Biko's death 
would never be known. 

Meanwhile Steve Biko has 
become a martyr in the 
struggle against South Afri¬ 
ca’s apartheid policies. 


There was a little bit of a dispute Friday between the 
Premier of the Province of British Columbia and your 
honorable (watch the spelling, please) scribe. 

Nothing serious, Just a matter of what was said during . 
the press conference held to announce the date of the Oak 
Bay byelection and the opening of the 1878 session of the 
Legislature. 

In reporting on that conference, I wrote that Premier 
Bennett had said there would be no problems In keeping the 
province moving financially while awaiting approval of an 
Interim supply bill. The phrase I used quoted the premier as 
saying he had been assured he had the authority to start 
spending. 

Bennett dropped In Friday to say he didn’t think he had 
said that, but that if he did, he had not intended to convey 
that Impression. What he had Intended to say was that there 
would be no problems In that first week In April because the 
bills coming would be met in their regular time frame — 
which In government circles is much longer than a week. 

In other words, the government takes much longer than 
a week to pay its bills so there is no problem In running for a 
few days, maybe even a couple of weeks, without sending 
out any cheques. 

As one reporter quipped: “The last time I tried that, I 
had to leave town.” 

Anyway, In the Interests of truth and justice which, so 
the philosophers tell me, always prevail, here’s the verba¬ 
tim transcript of the questions and answers leading up to the 
“who said what when.” 

Colonist: “Mr. Premier, if tradition Is followed and the 
budget comes down a week after the throne speech will you 
be bringing in a bill for Interim supply before your budget is ' 
presented to the house?" v 

Premier “The budget, the bill for interim supply, 
would not be brought down before the budget is presented to 
the house.” 

Colonist: “So you will have a week with the fiscal year 
run out and when we really don't have any money, or at least 
the authority to spend any money?” 

Premier "I am advised by the finance department, and 
experience of two years In government... that there will 
be no problem in meeting supply and (he payments of the 
province. And this Is traditional in other Jurisdictions — and 
of course we did this in the first session of the Legislature 
that we called, this government, where we brought in 
Interim supply after the first of April." 

Colonist: “We'll have a big enough surplus to carry the 
province through the first week?” 

Premier “No, it’s not a matter of a surplus, Mr. Hume, 
as you know. It’s authority to start expenditures in the new 
fiscal year.” 

And with that.#grtleular dialogue out of the way, let's 
turn our attention to the real reasons for the long stall before 
the byelection and the opening of the house. , 

The premier has admitted that the two are tied together, 
mostly by an early promise he made that the house would 
not sit in new session until Oak Bay was represented. Having 
made that statement, the premier then set about designing 
the suit to fit the cut of the cloth. 

He insists that he couldn't really set the byelection date 


until the resignation of Scott Wallace was effective at 
midnight, Dec. 31. That is not a unanimous Interpretation of 
the Constitution Act dealing with resignations. There are 
those who believe that when the act states “the member 
tendering his resignation ... shall be held to have vacated 
his seat, and ceases to be a member of the Legislative 
Assembly” it means exactly what it says. When you resign, 
you’re gone. 

Be that as It may, the premier’s argument that he had to 
wait until after midnight Dec. 31 doesn’t stand up too 
strongly. Obviously he could have set a date earlier, called 
for a full enumeration earlier, and in general left a much 
tidier situation. 

There was good political cause to delay the calling of the 
byelection as long as possible, of course. Every day of delay 
gave Brian Smith another 24 hours to muster support to. 
hopefully, win the nomination for Social Credit. Every week 
of delay gave him glorious opportunity to bolster his troops, 
his image and his machine. 

A political motive is strongly denied, naturally. But the 
denial doesn’t make It disappear. 

Frank Carson, chief rival to Smith and the favorite to 
win the nomination at year end, retuns to the city today after 
a vacation at Palm Springs. He comes back faced with a 
problem. 

As of the end of 1977, Carson had solid support of the 
executive of the Oak Bay Socreds. It is suspected that he still 
has that support today. It is doubtful that he can hang on to 
that support for another month. 

There is little doubt that if Carson pushed now, this 
week, he could get an early nominating meeting and 
probably win it. The longer he waits, the tougher his chore is 
going to be. And the question is: Do you, as a possible MLA, 
start your political fight by forcing an early decision on a 
matter the premier wants settled later? 

Brian Small, a tireless Carson worker, spent a little time 
in the premier’s office Friday afternoon. The topic of 
conversation Is unknown, but you can speculate that they 
were not discussing the Captain Cook Bicentennial. 

There are cynics around who are suggesting that the fix 
is in for the Oak Bay nomination, with Smith the favored 
son. That's a terrible thing to suggest, of course, in a 
community known only for its lofty thoughts and high 
political ideals. 

And the pity of It all is that the other political parties 
appear to have given up the ghost before the battle is even 
joined. Vic Stephens, the Conservative leader, may in the 
long run give the Socreds a good fight, even beat them. But I 
wouldn't bet on it. And at this stage only a gamblerholic 
would bet on the NDP or Liberal dark-horses. 

So, Smith or Carson, with the possibility of assorted late 
challengers emerging, then falling on cue as the votes are 
counted on nomination night. It's a good scenario, one 
calculated to attract maximum attention, stimulate maxi¬ 
mum political energy. 

But don’t regard it as a mystery play. 

The premier says he will NOT campaign in the Oak Bay 
byelection, and that is one promise you can expect him to 
adhere to rigidly. He will not campaign for Brian Smith or 
Frank Carson in the nomination fight, either. 

Not openly, ahyway. Not openly.

The top brass at Victoria 
city hall is to get a healthy 
wage increase, and the way 
the proposal was steered 
through Group B Committee 
last Tuesday was a sad spec¬ 
tacle. 

The only real opposition 
came from Aid. Robin Blen- 
coe, but unfortunately, he 
didn’t have a vote because he 
isn’t a member of that com¬ 
mittee. 

Aldermen Larry Ryan and 
William McElroy, the cham 
pions of the “Little Guy." 
were steamrolled under by 
bureaucratic eloquence. How 
soon they forget who voted 
them in and who is looking to 
them for proper representa¬ 
tion. 

Because, gentlemen, de¬ 
spite what Terry Fitzpatrick, 
personnel director, told you. 
those who will benefit most 
from the increase are the 
ones who get the biggest sa¬ 
laries already. 


It isn't the confidential se¬ 
cretaries who will benefit 
most. Sure, they’ll get the 
biggest increase - six per 
cent, but they also have the 
smallest salaries of the ex¬ 
empt staff. 

It’s the mandarins, from 
the city manager on down, 
earning between $30,000 and 
$12,000 a year who will pack 
another $160 cash onto their 
monthly cheques. 

And, gentlemen, how are 
you going to face the union 
staff who are settling for 
something like a $45 raise? 

Ryan's remark that he 
didn't like it, but saw no 
alternative, isn't good 
enough. If you don’t like it, 
don’t approve it. Sir. 

There is absolutely no jus¬ 
tification for a raise of $2,000- 
plus a year for someone who 
is already earning in excess 
of $40,000. 

And Fitzpatrick’s argu¬ 
ment that unions were also 
asking for the maximum al¬ 
lowed under AIB guidelines is 
indefensible. When you're at 
the bottom of the heap, you 
need the maximum to keep 
pace with inflation which is 
eroding your buying power. 

But when you’re at the top 
and ask for the maximum 


percentage Increase, your re¬ 
quest could be interpreted as I 
irresponsible. 

Another argument used by 
Fitzpatrick also made me 
wince. He bleated that the 
city’s top salaries had once 
placed Victoria third or 
fourth among B.C. muni¬ 
cipalities. Now, he said, the 
city was eighth or 9th, far 
behind some other, less im¬ 
portant municipalities. 

Isn’t that too bad? You 
know what my editors used to 
tell me when I Was younger 
and didn't like the way things 
were dune? If if didn't like it, 

I could bloody well go else¬ 
where. That’s what they told 
me. 

I know, we’ve gone through 
this before and every time I 
take a stand against big in¬ 
creases for the big salary 
earners. 1 run into problems 
at city hall. 

Last time, some of the top 
officials refused to talk to me 
for a while, and I can’t say I 
liked it. I’d much rather be 
greeted with a smile than a 
snarl, but I’d be less than 
honest if I let that Interefere 
with my judgment. 

When the committee was 
talked into backing the salary 
increase proposal, Fitzpa¬ 
trick made a big thing of the 
“huge increases" union staff 
received before the AIB regu¬ 
lations went into effect. 


He didn’t say that the in¬ 
crease of up to 70 per cent 
applied to lousy base sa¬ 
laries, several hundred dol¬ 
lars below what other govern¬ 
ment levels paid. 

You can prove just about any¬ 
thing with figures and statis¬ 
tics. I've got a few of my own 
which may help convince you 
that the proposed increases 
for the exempt staff are out 
of line. 

In 1973, a clerk-typist at 
city hall earned $517 a 
month; a department head, 
such as the engineer or plan¬ 
ner, earned $2,259 a month, or 
$1,742 a month more than the 
clerk-typist. 

In 1978, based on the pro¬ 
posed increases, a clerk-typ¬ 
ist will earn $680 a month, 
compared with $3,516 the 
aforementioned department 
heads will earn. 


The latters' salaries will be 
$2,636 ahead of those for 
clerk-typists. 

That means the spread be¬ 
tween the two levels will have 
Increased by $894 a month. 

Who is failing behind? The 
troops or the leaders? 

One argument often ad¬ 
vanced by those commanding 
the higher salaries is that 
their training should be 
rewarded. They say they 
should get considerably more 


money because in most in¬ 
stances, they didn’t become 
wage earners until long after 
the union staff did. , 

Nothing wrong with that. 
The city manager and the 
city engineer and the planner 
and the solicitor should, in¬ 
deed, have much higher sa¬ 
laries than the clerk-typist or 
the parks worker, but should 
the spread between the two 
continue to increase? I don't 
think so. 


I doubt that city council 
will turn down the proposal. 
Past experience leads me to 
believe that council tends to 
side with senior manage¬ 
ment. But the aldermen 
shouldn't be allowed to do so 
without the glare of publicity. 

And that's why I devoted a 
whole column to the issue, 
despite my fears that it's a 
lost cause. But then, it’s often 
said the only cause worth 
fighting for is a lost one.

"Capitalist exploitation! 
Robber barons! Charging 
what the traffic will bear!”

Is it President 
Carter attacking the oil com¬ 
panies again? 

No. It’s the oil companies 
attacking archaeologists. 

Archaeologists?' You mean 
those indigent scholars who 
devote their lives to crash¬ 
ing around out in the desert In 
hopes of unearthing ancient 
ruins — all In the service 
of science? 

Yes, it’s true. Of course, 
nobody is using the kind of 
language used in the first 
paragraph. But the debate is 
getting intemperate.

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devoted to protecting that 
same earth. The companies 
are losing thousands of dol¬ 
lars awaiting approval of ar¬ 
chaeologists. The archaeolo¬ 
gists are charging $3SO a day 
to check a drilling site for 
possible archaeological 
remains. 

Laws require that any fe¬ 
derally owned land which Is 
to be disturbed by mining 
companies or oil and gas 
drillers first must be checked 
by archaeologists to make 
certain that a valuable site is 
not being destroyed. 

There aren’t enough ar¬ 
chaeologists on the govern¬ 
ment’s payroll to handle the 
jobs. So they are increasingly 
contracted out to private ar¬ 
chaeologists. Only a limited 
number of archaeologists are 
considered qualified by the 
government. 

Not long ago, the archae¬ 
ologists were charging $150 a 
day for their services. Then it 
went to $250. Now some are 
charging $350 a day. (Plus 
expenses, of course.) 

Some oil companies don’t 
like It. They can lose thou¬ 
sands of dollars waiting for 
the archaeologists to show 
up. Then it takes days and 
often months for the report to 
come out. They lose more 
thousands. If it is determined 
that archaeological sites are 
on the property, a job can be

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altered substantially or 
abandoned. 

The seeds were sown back 
In 1908 when the federal gov¬ 
ernment under conservation- 
minded President Teddy 
Roosevelt passed so-called 
"antiquities” laws protecting 
archaeological remains. 

Sixty years later, another 
law (Historic Preservation 
Act of 1966) was passed — 
but. agree sources, it wasn’t 
until the last couple of years 
that enforcement really got 
tough. And that’s when the 
donnybrook erupted in 
earnest. 

In Interviews, people on 
both sides of the Issue — 
and sympathetic souls in the 
middle — spelled out their 
views. 

“It’s costing over $2,000 
per site just to get the OK 
to drill for oil,” complained 


Frank DiGrappa, president 
of Denver’s Teton Energy 
Co., Inc. “They (archaeolo¬ 
gists) walk over two or three 
acres and look them over 
for arrowheads. Most of them 
are goat pastures which 
haven't changed for 22.000 
years. 

"The archaeologists won’t 
admit it. but some of them 
just sit in the car and don't 
even walk over the site. 

“To us (oil and gas drill¬ 
ers), time is money. It can 
take months for us to line 
them up (consulting archae¬ 
ologists) and then two or 
three weeks to write the re¬ 
port. We lose thousands. It’s 
asinine. It's bad enough try¬ 
ing to drill with these commu¬ 
nistic regulated prices.” 

' Before we hear from an 
archaeologist making $350 a 


day. let us hear from some¬ 
body in the middle — a gov¬ 
ernment archaeologist. Beth 
Walton works in the Meeker, 
Colo., office of the Bureau 
of Land Management (part of 
the Interior Department). 
She explained why she can't 
do the surveys herself: “If 
something came in right now , 
I could maybe schedule it 
in 1981 

“We are responsible for 
vast tracts of lands, three 
million acres of area which 
has not been previously ar- 
chaeologically surveyed. 

"We once tried to figure It 
out, and decided a survey of 
our land would take us 178 
years by ourselves.” 

So the Jobs are routine¬ 
ly contracted out to archae¬ 
ologists who are approved by 
the Bureau of Land Manage¬ 


ment. She gets involved after’ 
the survey is done. “In gener¬ 
al, It's working quite well," 
she said. 

On the other side of the 
controversy Is Steven Baker, 
archaeologist, president of 
Centuries Research. Inc., of 
Montrose, Colo. His firm 
charges up to $350 an hour for 
its archaeological counsel¬ 
ing, he admitted — but he 
can't understand what some 
companies are mad about. 

“A mining company does'! 
mind paying $30 to $50 for an 
attorney or an engineer or a 
CPA, but they complain If It’s 
an archaeologist," Baker 
said. 

“Actually, we are a non¬ 
profit, non-stock, federally 
chartered institution." 

We only allow ourselves sa¬ 
laries commensurate with 
federal salaries. We make 


the same as a government 
GS12 or GS13 level, which is 
$20,000 to $30,000 a year. We 
have a staff of seven (in¬ 
cluding three archaeologists, 
bookkeeper, etc.) and 3,400 
square feet of office space 
and laboratory to maintain. 

"And when we certify a 
site with the government, we 
put our heads on the line." 

The difference between 
what the firm nets at $350 
a day and the government- 
level salaries Is donated to 
charity, Baker said, citing 
projects for schools and other 
worthy groups his company 
has funded. "Our surplus is 
put back into public works 
projects," he said.

Montreal Stock Exchange 
(MSE) will begin Jan. 12 to 
trade selected United States 
stocks in U.S. dollars, ex¬ 
change president Robert 
Demers said In an interview 
this week. 

The first Issue to be both 
quoted and traded in U.S. 
funds will be U.S. Steel Corp., 
which is not currently listed 
on any Canadian stock ex¬ 
change. It will be the only 
issue initially traded in a new 
U.S. Dollar Quoted Stocks 
category. 

Demers hopes the move— 
the first of its kind In Cana 
da—will help beef up the 
MSE’s trade volume by en¬ 
couraging local investors to

buy some of their U.S stocks 
on Us floor, rather than in 
New York. 

Demers predicted that by 
next month the 13 U.S. stocks 
listed now in Canadian funds 
on the Montreal exchange 
will join U.S. Steel in the U.S. 
Dollar Quoted Stocks catego¬ 
ry. These include such blue 
chips as Ford Motor Co., Gen¬ 
eral Motors Corp,. IBM, and 
Texasgulf Inc. 

As well, the exchange will 
actively solicit other blue 
chip U.S. firms not now trad¬ 
ing in Canada, Demers said. 

“There's nolhing to pre 
vent us trading British or 
Swiss securities as long as we 
can develop a market,” 
Demers said. 


“If I had people who would 
make a market for Japanese 
securities 1 would do it. But 
I’m not sure there is adc 
quate interest in Japanese 
stocks.” 

Some local Investment 
dealers expressed guarded 
optimism about the move. 

“It will depend on how good 
the market is,” J. M. Baird, 
director of trading for Mac- 
Dougall, MacDougall and 
MacTier Ltd., said. 

"If we can match the price 
here, we’ll do it. If not, we’ll 
go to the States. We can’t 
penalize our clients."

George Mellish. a retired veteran 
of Britain's famous Border Regiment. “I've 
never met a serviceman who didn't enjoy 
It."

U.S.Senator William Proxmire is trying to get his 
share of drudgery. Proxmire, a Winseonsin Democrat 
who is head of the U.S. Senate banking committee, 
has tried his hand at garbage collecting in New York 
city, working at a foundry and has spent a day on a 
Wisconsin dairy farm. He says he wants to under¬ 
stand workers’ problems and has 15 to 20 more jobs to 

try. 

Singer Tiny Tim says he will “never marry again" 
as long as his former wife, “Miss Vicki”, is alive.“She 
has her divorce, but I don’t accept it; as far as I’m 
concerned, we’re married until death do us part,” 
says Tim, who recently completed a two-night en¬ 
gagement at a nightclub at Lexington, Ky. 

Sandy Allen, the world's tallest woman, who is 
visiting Philadelphia, says she does not think she 
would opt to be shorter.“If I could chose to be five 
feet,-eight inches tomorrow, I don’t think that I would 
do it,” said Miss Allen, who is listed in the Guiness 
Book of World Records at seven feet, 7',i inches 
tall.Miss Allen’s height and weight—420 pounds—are 
a result of a tumor on her pituitary gland that caused 
an over-secretion on growth hormones. The tumor 
was not discovered until last year when an operation 
finally stopped her growth. 

The central standing committee of the ruling 
Taiwan Kuomintang (Nationalist party) passed a 
resolution Saturday to endorse party ehairman- 
CMang Ching-kuo as the sixth president of National¬ 
ist China.

year. 

Stuntman Evel Knievel returned to jail five hours 
late Saturday after an all-points bulletin was issued 
for his arrest.He was booked for investigation of 
escape when he surrendered to deputies in the 
Hall of Justice. Authorities said the incident might 
cause him to lose his work-furlough privileges. 

The Cincinnati Symphony has named conductor 
Walter Susskind as its music adviser for the 1978-79 
season. Susskind conducted 14 concerts last season 
with the London Philharmonic and appeared as guest 
conductor of the Orchestre de Paris, the Royal Phil¬ 
harmonic, the BBC Symphony, the Royal Danish 
Orchestra and the orchestras of Oslo and Bergen. 

Actress Linda Blair, arrested last month on drug 
charges, says she is not involved with a countrywide 
drug ring operating out of Florida as police allege. 
'In a copyright story in Saturday’s editions of the 
Bridgeport, Connecticut, Telegram, Miss Blair said 
her arrest on drug charges had been blown out of 
proportion by the news media. She said she was a 
victim of her own fame.Miss Blair, 98, is best known 
for her role in The Exorcist. 

Former' II.S. slate secretary Henry Kissinger will 
lose another privilege left from his days in office when 
two no parking signs are removed from in front of his 
Georgetown home.The signs, which were installed for 
security reasons in 1976, are coming down after a 
neighbor went to court to fight a $5 parking ticket he 
received for parking his car there.

Young ‘ MLAs’ don’t fade away 


Every year In the dog days between Christmas 
and New Year, the activities—and sometimes 
the antics—of the B.C. Youth Parliament hit the 
headlines. 

Like this year, when they debated—and de¬ 
feated—a bill that would have legalized prostitu¬ 
tion. 

Then the youthful legislators, aged between 16 
and 21, ail pack up and go home and aren't heard 
of for another year. 

Actually, the organization doesn't go into hiberna¬ 
tion at all. There's a lot more to being a youth MLA 
than sitting in the B.C. Legislature for five days, 
debating "legislation," as the resolutions are some¬ 
what euphemistically or optimistically called. 

Founded In 1922 by the United Church and until 1974 
restricted to male youths, the BCYP carries on activi¬ 
ties year-round, most of them directed at helping the 
community, some of them purely social. 

Two Victoria members, Andrew Brewin, a Grade 12 
student at Mt. Douglas, and Susanne Tabata, in Grade 
12 at Lambrick Park, were delegated to explain it all 
to the public by this latest parliament. 

If Andrew's name sounds familiar to students of 
B.C. politics, it’s because his father is John Brewin, 
president of the provincial New Democratic Party. 

Susanne became Interested in the youth parliament 
simply because she loves debating and public speak¬ 
ing, an interest she developed through being on stu¬ 
dent council. 

"Basically we're a group of students who aim to 
better the welfare of other youth," Andrew said. “The 
people who we're directly responsible for are those 
aged between eight and 21 years." 

“We receive an education in citizenship, parliament¬ 
ary procedure, group organization, social responsibi¬ 
lities and leadership. 

“We also try to educate others in these matters by 
example and by going to various schools and speaking 
about youth parliament.” 

This year’s 85 young parliament ‘MLAs’ resolved 
that the members on Vancouver Island would get 
Involved in helping young people who are in ‘alterna¬ 
tive school,' meaning the juvenile detention centre, 
Su.-anne noted. 

After screening by the human resources ministry, 
participants will meet with inmates of the home once a 
month for socializing and recreation, and to try to set 
up a “buddy” system. 

A major project of the BCYP is to finance and staff 
Camp Phoenix at George Pringle Memorial Camp at 
Shawnigan Lake to give about 70 underprivileged 
children a summer holiday. 

"Of our total budget of $7,674, $3,200 is going into this 
project," Susanne said. “Young parliamentarians 
pass on what they know about crafts, sailing, and lead 
activities, and give counselling if they've been through 
a counselling program." 

Other activities throughout the year include writing 
to each other, running a monthly newsletter, organiz¬ 
ing a car rally, and hospital visitations.

They will organize a sports festival for young people 
in Vernon May 20 to 22 and a craft weekend in 
Kamloops April 15. 

Today the organization is watched over by the BCYP 
Alumni Society, which also chooses who of ihe 100 or so 
nominees will actually go to sit in the legislature. 
Nomination can be by any youth group, bpt each young 
parliamentarian is responsible for “selling" $60 in 
bonds to the sponsoring organization. 

Each ‘MLA’ is also required to find $70 to put into a 
common kitty for travelling and accommodation ex¬ 
penses for the session.

"Sitting in the legislature and having to debate 
various issues has helped me in my study habits, too. 
Now I think more clearly and put things in point 
form." 

Added Susanne: “You sort of look down on politi¬ 
cians until you do this, then you realize that they're 
people, too. Most of them pretty nice people who try 
hard to do a good job."

Decision soon 
on cabarets 


While he is ‘ delighted" 
that the Victoria General 
Hospital medical executive 
committee strongly supports 
the unification of obstetrics 
and pediatrics in one hospi¬ 
tal. Victoria pediatrician Dr. 
Basil Boulton iscurious about 
one thing — what prompted it 
to change its mind about it 
within less than two months? 

Three members of the ex¬ 
ecutive committee — Drs. 
Don Carlow. W. Billung 
Meyer, and Richard Wait — 
voted against unifying the 
two functions in one hospital 
at a meeting of the health 
services committee of the re¬ 
gional hospital and health 
planning commission on Nov. 
16. 1977. Boulton said. 

The minutes of that com¬ 
mittee meeting, tabled at a 
subsequent meeting of the 
commission, record Wait as 
questioning whether travel 
lime between two hospitals 


But why the change of mind Boulton asks 


was a significant factor; Bil- 
lung-Meyer as saying that “a 
decision had been made and 
the region would have to 
learn to live with it,” and 
Carlow as saying “a divided 
arrangement could be made 
to work functionally, safely 
and satisfactorily,” within 
the budget. 

The defeat of his motion to 
combine the two functions 
later led Boulton, the pediat¬ 
ric representative on the 
committee, to resign from 
the advisory committee. 

Yet, at a press conference 
on Friday at which the medi¬ 
cal executive committee out¬ 
lined its position regarding 
the future of Victoria Gener¬ 
al. Carlow said the commit¬ 
tee “strongly supports the 
concept of unification of ob¬ 


stetrics and pediatrics at the 
new hospital." 

“I just wonder what, be¬ 
tween the 16th of November 
and the fourth of January, 
caused them to alter their 
opinion,” Boulton said. r 

Would the medical execu¬ 
tive committee at VGH be 
likely to "consider all the 
ramifications of child health 
care” in light of the fact that 
it has “not seen fit in the past 
to consider that pediatrics 
and newborn care have an 
important relationsip to each 
other?” he asked. 

Buulton also questioned 
Carlow's role in presenting 
the medical executive com¬ 
mittee’s proposal (construc¬ 
tion of a 469-bed hospital in 
one phase at Helmcken Road, 
and a sub-acute care role for 


the existing Victoria General 
on Fairfield Road), at the 
press conference. 

As medical director of Vic¬ 
toria General, Carlow is an 
administrator, and as spokes¬ 
man for the committee he left 
the impression that the hospi¬ 
tal administration, rather 
than the doctors, was pre¬ 
senting the proposal, Boulton 
said. 

It is improper for the hospi¬ 
tal to make public at press 
conferences proposals that 
drastically affect the plan¬ 
ning process of the region, 
Boulton said. Such proposals 
should be made to the hospi¬ 
tal and health planning com¬ 
mission or to the regional 
board, the course which he 
followed in getting the issue 
of unified obstetrics and pedi¬ 


atric services on the table. 

He also noted that Carlow 
is a member of the health ser¬ 
vices committee, and that 
committee (on which Boulton 
still sits) will be meeting on 
Wednesday to discuss a pro¬ 
posal put forward by Victoria 
alderman Robert Wright, 
which .calls for some acute 
beds to be left permanently at 
the downtown hospital loca¬ 
tion, and a smaller hospital to 
be built on Helmcken Road. 

Carlow's action prejudices 
his ability to consider the 
Wright proposal fairly, and 
implies a lack of confidence 
in the concept of regional 
planning, to which Victoria 
General is officially commit¬ 
ted. Boulton said. 

In spite of all this, he said, 
“I am absolutely delighted 
that pediatrics and obstetrics 
is considered a priority by the 
medical executive 
committee.” 


Esquimau council will de¬ 
cide next week whether to 
proceed with its bylaw ban¬ 
ning cabarets in the munici¬ 
pality, Aid. Larry Mann said 
Saturday. 

Freshmen Aid. Colin Blair 
said he expected council 
would let the bylaw awaiting 
final reading lapse, but Mann 
said council’s action would 
depend on a report from its 
solicitor.

Closures: 
first move 
up to board

The man on the hot seat in the Greater Victoria school 
district for the next few months is likely to be school 
trustee Bud Smith, a dapper businessman serving his first 
term on the board. 

Smith has been entrusted with the chairmanship of ihe 
"process” committee, formed to work out procedures to 
follow in dealing with school closures made necessary by a 
declining enrolment and excess space. 

In an interview Friday, Smith responded to some of 
the main criticisms levelled at his committee's first report in 
December. 

THE TIME outlined in the report — three meetings in 
January — for coming to grips with basic issues such 
as optimum school size and grade organization, and for 
tentatively identifying schools to be closed, is too short for 
adequate study and debate, said one of the report's critics, 
process committee member Carol Pickup. 

Another criticism is that the board will identify schools to 
be closed before actively considering public input. The public 
should be involved before the board starts naming schools, 
some have said. 

“If we go to the public too soon, we run the risk of up¬ 
setting the vast majority of the public for no reason what¬ 
ever,” Smith said in defence of his committee's 
recommendation. 

EVERY SCHOOL in the district would have to be 
considered for closure while the board formulated criteria 
for deciding which schools should be closed, Smith suggested 
By tentatively identifying those schools at an early stage 
those who will not be affected can be set at ease. Smiih 
said. 

There is, he said a strong case for hearing the public 
first, but the lesser of the two evils appears to be letting the 
board debate on its own at first. 

“After all, that is what we're elected to do.” 

What kind of information on the basic educational 
questions will the board have before it at its first meeting 
next Wednesday? Smith was asked. 

While trustees have been given copies of reports done 
by other school districts which have had to close schools 
because of declining enrolment (Vancouver. Highlinc in 
Seattle, Ottawa), no special effort has been made to delve into 
research on school size or grade structures. Smith said. 

TRUSTEES will basically be bringing their own opinions 
on the matter to the board, assisted by the recommenda 
lions of their staff, and information contained in the Faci 
lilies Study '77 report completed last fall. 

The main question will be whether trustees agree with 
the criteria used in that report, he said. 

Quoting from the process committee's first report, Smith 
noted that there is no definitive answer to the basic 
educational questions. 

“For every argument on one side there is a counter 
argument on the other.” 

His personal view is that the issue of school size might 
be one of the least consequential. Smith said. 

“To say we will consider closing school X because it is 
small i9 not nearly as good an argument as closing it be¬ 
cause it is operating at only 30 per cent capacity.” 

If the board were to go along with suggestions in the 
facilities study that about 350 students is the optimum size 
for an elementary school, exceptions will still have to be 
made for successful schools which are smaller than that, 
such as Sundance, South Park, or Strawberry Vale, Smith 
said. 

TOO MUCH stress on the importance of school size would 
imply that these schools, below "optimum." provide inferior 
educations. 

Smith said he will suggest that the board not feel obliged 
to follow education ministry standards of 36 pupils per 
classroom, the basis for the facilities study 
recommendations. 

“To the extent that there is any local control of education 
left in our society, I don't envision cramming our schools to 
meet the paper capacities of the ministry." 

Smith stressed that, although given a major respon¬ 
sibility in charting the course of school closures, he is dedi¬ 
cated to the neighborhood school concept. 

“There are lots of people who extol the virtues of coun¬ 
try living, but in the country children often have to catch a 
bus before dark and they don't get home until supper 
time. One of the advantages of urban life is the neighbor 
hood school, where a kid can walk to school and often come 
home for lunch. 

“We are not going to give up that advantage without a 
hell of a fight.” 


He’s top observer of variable stars

Stargazing is an occupation as old as mankind, and just 
about as fascinating. 

Nearly everybody has a passing interest in astronomy 
and most people can pick out a constellation or two and 
find the Pole Star. 

A mere handful take their interest further and plunge a 
few hundred or a few thousand dollars into a telescope 
to get closer to the heavenly bodies. 

Most amateur astronomers do their starwatching and 
planetgazing purely for pleasure. 

Perhaps one in a hundred or one in a thousand decides 
to do more than idly peer through a scope into the night 
atmosphere, and do something that adds to the sum 
total knowledge of mankind. 

Such a man is Chris Spratl of 1431 St. Patrick in Oak 
Bay. He has just been honored by the American Asso- 
elation of Variable Star Observers for making the grea¬ 
test number of observations of any of the 600 members in 
the year ended Sept. 30. 

The average person Is probably dimly aware that 
some stars fluctuate in brightness over periods of time, 
some regularly and some Irregularly. The AAVSO is an 
organization of amateurs spotted all over the world which 
observes some of the more interesting and prominent 
variable stars on a regular basis. 

“You couldn't possibly observe them all,” says Spratt. 
“there are about 26,000 known or suspected variables. We 
look at about 1,200 on a regular basis.” 

Some variables are rotating binary stars, others pul¬ 
sating neutron stars or novas, while the reasons for varia¬ 
tion in brightness of many Is a mystery. 

Nearly all variable stars are too faint to see with the 


naked eye, but many can be seen with good binoculars. 

If enough observations are made by enough astron¬ 
omers, both professional and amateur, someone will even¬ 
tually be able to theorize the reasons for the variations 
and perhaps shed some light on a fundamental question 
for mankind: the origin of the universe. 

The observers are directed to certain stars by regular 
bulletins from the head office of the AAVSO in Cambridge. 
Mass., which incorporates requests from professional as¬ 
tronomers around the world who are studying them. 

For example, it was discovered recently that many 
variable stars are also variable x-ray sources, and x-ray 
astronomers at California Institute of Technology are or¬ 
biting an experiment aboard the HEAO-I satellite. 

AASVO observers are maintaining a continual Watch on 
selected eruptive variable stars, and they telephone Cam¬ 
bridge whenever an outburst occurs. 

One such star, one of Spratt's favorite viewing ob¬ 
jects, is known to astronomers as SS Cygni, and is is 
being closely monitored by many observers, including 
the CalTech scientists. 

Professional astronomers do not limit themselves to the 
visible spectrum. Some study radio waves emitted by stars, 
others the infrared spectrum, while yet other astronomers 
break the visible starlight into its components by spec¬ 
trograph __ 

All such observations need AAVSO light curves as an 
aid to research, and the dedicated work of amateurs such 
as Spratt is invaluable to them. 

Most clear nights will see him out in his backyard with 
his eight-inch Schmidt-Cassegrain telescope and star charts 
purchased from the AASVO, making observations. He fig¬ 
ures he might spend three hours a night checking the 
brightness of 20 to 50 variable stars. 


Of course, he scans the sky for other interesting phe¬ 
nomena too. and he was among the first to sight a comet a 
few years ago. He also occasionally attaches his trusty 
old Pentax SlA to the telescope for some star photography. 

He estimates the brightness, or magnitude, of (he 
variable stars on his list by comparing them with stars of 
known brightness nearby. The estimates are recorded 
on cards, sent in to AASVO headquarters, and compared 
with estimates made by other members, then plotted by 
computer on graphs. 

Spratt, who is 35. joined the organization when he was 
19. after buying his first telescope. "I got turned onto star¬ 
watching when I was nine. I got a look at Saturn through the 
74-inch David Dunlap telescope at University of Toronto and 
was so impressed I've been peering through them ever 
since.” 

The hobby has its minor hazards: The full moon is so 
bright it washes out all the faint stars in the sky: occa¬ 
sionally neighbors will accidentally leave an outside light 
on. making observations difficult; and then there was 
the time at Cattle Point when a policeman demanded to 
know what he was doing. 

“Once he found out, he kept coming back asking to look 
at Jupiter or Saturn or whatever," Spratt recalls. 

He treasures a small card signed by the director of the 
AASVO, Janet Mattel, saying "congratulations for being 
our top observer of the year for fiscal year 1976-77. Keep 
up the good work and many thanks." 

He has no idea how many hours went into that, but he 
does know he made 6,335 estimates, nearly 1,000 more 
than the next-nearest observer. 

“1 guess it was just a combination of good weather and 
my having the spare time to do it,” he said. “Actually, I 
was surprised to find out I had topped the list."

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New Sidney lanes 
open and thriving

Few people get rich in the 
newspaper business but 
opening a bowling alley 
doesn't leap to mind as an 
alternate route to a fistful of 
dollars. 

Glen Wilson, a former com- 
positor at the Daily Colonist 
and a veteran of two me¬ 
dium-sized prairie news¬ 
papers. didn't leave his post 
at Victoria Press to amass a 
fortune. 

He just wanted to be his 

own boss. 

So Wilson and wife Betty 
opened Wilson Bouladrome 
two years ago and Victoria's 
second fivepin-only alley has 
prospered. As a result, the 
Wilsons have expanded into 
Sidney, opening Miracle 
Lanes last Monday morning. 

The modest-sized lanes, 
featuring five fivepln alleys 
and five billiards tables, fills 
a need. There hasn't been 
bowling in Sidney since Sid¬ 
ney Lanes closed to become a 
grocery store, 15 months ago.

Skalbania, a Vancouver mil¬ 
lionaire real estate deve¬ 
loper, was part-owner of Ed¬ 
monton Oilers of the WHA. 

"He called me last week 
but I turned it down,” Crozier 
said. “I'm trying to get some¬ 
thing more stable. I'd like to 


go back to the NHL or to a 
WHA club I feel will be merg¬ 
ing with the NHL down the 
road.” 

Crozier. former NHL 
coach-of-the-yeah with Buffa¬ 
lo, left the Sabres ih 1974. He 
assumed the manager-coach 
role with the Blazers but the 
franchise shifted to Calgary 
the following year. 

He said he has been in 
touch with certain NHL 
clubs—but nothing is 
concrete.

The 
outlay almost killed the 
Pacers, who had to stage a 
season ticket sales dkive to 
stay in operation. 

"The crazy NBA guys 
made four teams (Indiana. 
Denver, San Antonio and 
New York Nets) weak sisters 
and those four teams are only 
going to gel weaker with the 
TV arrangement." he said 


"Los Angeles is going to 
play on national television 
here Sunday and the Pacers 
won't get a dime. The other 
teams get about $500,000 a 
season from TV revenue and 
you can buy five $100,000 
players for that," he said. 

He also said the Racers 
lose some revenue while 


playing at the Market Square 
sports centre. 

"It Just doesn’t make any 
sense that the Racers don't 
get any parking money or 
concession revenue.” Skal 
bania said. “We have the 
worst arena lease in all of 
hockey and we have to pay 
12\ cents out of every dollar 
we take in to the arena."

The British crown colony is 
divided Into three parts: 
Hong Kong Island, the Kow¬ 
loon peninsula and the New 
Territories. If you stay in a 
Kowloon hotel, shopping for 
nearly everything is right at 
your doorstep. On Hong Kong 
island, shopping Is still with¬ 
in walking distance, and 
transportation is cheap. 

With the Hong Kong dollar 
at about 21 American cents, 
street cars are 40 Hong Kong 
cents; taxics only HK $2 for 
the fPrst mile and 20 cents for 
each additional fifth of a 
mile. And the Star Ferry be¬ 
tween Hong Kong Island and 
Kowloon is about six Ameri¬ 
can cents. 

Jewelry shops are so nu¬ 
merous. it seems inconceiv¬ 
able that they could all sur¬ 
vive. 

The ground floor of one 
large hotel has no fewer than 
five jewelers next to each 
other.

Besides a watch, I decided 
to buy my first ring In many 
years and chose a gold-plated 
ring with (low-priced) Tai¬ 
wan jade. 

While the shops are a con¬ 


stant temptation, there are 
other sights on tours or on 
your own. 1 took a friend’s 
suggestion to get around the 
island by public bus. 

First stop was surburban 
Aberdeen. 

I was window-shopping as 
usual, but without being high 
pressured by merchants 
Kowloon-style. when I be¬ 
came aware that a young 
woman was addressing me.

PLEASANT HILL, Ky. — 
The Shakers were a simple, 
hardworking people. They 
believed in confession of sins, 
separation from the world, 
common ownership of pro¬ 
perty and celibacy. 

Although their utopian reli¬ 
gious order went out of exis¬ 
tence in the first part of this 
century, its cultural heritage 
has been preserved in the re¬ 
stored Shaker village of 
Pleasant Hill in central Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The village is open to the 
public and features a score of 
restored houses, shops and 
other buildings. A unique as¬ 
pect of the village is that it 
allows visitors to stay over¬ 
night in the restored village. 
There is also a restaurant 
serving genuine Shaker fare. 

Shakers got their name 
from the trembling that oc¬ 
curred during their devotion¬ 
al dancing. Officially, the 
sect was the United Society of 
Believers in Christ’s Second 
Appearing. 

It was founded in 1805 and 
was one of the more success¬ 
ful utopian societies in this 
country. 

The Shakers were self-suf¬ 
ficient, inventive and imagi¬ 
native people. They made 
lasting contributions In agri¬ 
culture and mechanical 
fields, and designed many 
work-saving, functional tools. 
Their furniture, household 
utensils, clothing, architec¬ 
ture and agricultural ma¬ 
chinery earned them respect 
from those outside the colo¬ 
ny. 

The entire village reflected 
the religious beliefs of com¬ 
munal celibate living. All vil¬ 
lage residents lived in one of 
five family living houses, 
each holding from 50 to 100 
men. women and children. 

Although both sexes were 
treated equally, they were 
kept apart in all aspects of 
their lives.

Behind the living quarters 
were a dining room and kit¬ 
chen on the first floor and a 
meeting room and infirmary 
on the second. The building, 
constructed in 1824-1834, now 
contains exhibits on Shaker 
life and custom/;. 

Across the rbad from the 
three-story structure is a 
two-story meetinghouse built 
in 1820. It was in this spiritual 
center of the village that (he 
shaking, whirling dances 
took place. 

The white clapboard build¬ 
ing has been called an engi¬ 
neering achievement be¬ 
cause of its 60xt0-foot unsup¬ 
ported room span. The whi¬ 
tewashed walls with dark 
blue trim and highly polished 
black ash floors epitomized 
the simple beliefs of the peo¬ 
ple. Above the hall were the

living quarters of the min¬ 
istry, a ruling body of two 
elders and two elderesses. 

Even when the Shakers 
were working, they were kept 
apart. In the East Family 
Sisters Shop women did the 
weaving, spinning and sew¬ 
ing for the village, and made 
willow baskets, palm leaf 
bonnets, hats and silk 
scarves for sale to the outside 
world, as well as for their 
own use. Women in simple 
Shaker drdsses demonstrate 
the crafts for visitors 
throughout the day. 

The cooper’s shop was 
strictly for men. Here they 
fashioned cedar pails, buck¬ 
ets and churns, making as 
many as' 2,000 a year. Mod¬ 
ern-day coopers use Shaker 
tools and methods to dupli¬ 
cate the wares of the early 
villagers. 

In another nearby building 
the brethren manufactured 
broom handles, packaged 
and boxed garden seeds and 
printed labels and catalogs 
for the medicinal herbs, 
seeds, preserves and brooms 
sold in Kentucky and the 
river markets. Customed 
guides can be seen sewing up 
tile straws of the whisk in the 
broom maker's shop or using 


some of the other old tools in 
the building. 

Other restored buildings 
include the shoemaker’s 
shop, where once 500 pairs a 
year could be produced; the 
water house, built in 1833 to 
make Pleasant Hill the first 
town in Kentucky to have a 
public water system; the 
farm deacon's shop, the first 
structure built in the village 
in 1817 and once used as a tav¬ 
ern; the carpenter’s shop, 
which was also used as a 
blacksmith and wagon shop; 
and the frame dependency, 
used as a carriage house. 

Tours of the restored vil¬ 
lage are self-guided, and 
usually take one to two hours. 
There are guides attired in 
Shaker dress at all major 
buildings to give visitors a 
glimpse of Shaker history 
and to answer questions. 

There are two gift shops in 
the village which deal in na¬ 
tive Kentucky crafts as well 
as reproductions of Shaker 
furniture and household 
items, books and food.

MONTREAL — This is the 
land of fierce Canadian na 
tionalism and equally fierce 
French indentificalion, if no! 
separatism. 

Make no mistake about 
Montreal. 

Although it is physically lo¬ 
cated between the headquar¬ 
ters of the French Separatist 
stronghold In Quebec City 
and the mure British-Canadi 
an influence in Toronto, Mon¬ 
treal leans mnrc toward its 
French heritage and Quebec. 

About 65 per cent of Mon¬ 
treal’s three million resi¬ 
dents are of French descent 
and 25 per cent of Anglo- 
Saxon origin, with the other 
10 per cehl divided into color¬ 
ful pockets of Greeks. Span 
iards. Portuguese and other 
ancestries. 

When Jacques Cartier 
stepped ashore here in 1J35, 
the French beachhead was 
established, and despite tu¬ 
multuous times that followed, 
the influence of the fleur-de- 
lis has remained 
Still, Montreal is no Paris 
and most of the people visi¬ 
tors deal with can speak Eng 
lish. Whether they will or not 
is something else. They, like 
the Parisians, but with less 1 
insistence, want the whole 
world to speak French. 

Although it can happen 
here, the aloofness, the arro¬ 
gance. sometimes even the 
hostility of the Parisian 
French are not apparent in 
Montreal. 

This is a friendly city that 
is welcoming with open arms 
the increasing number of vis¬ 
itors who are responding to 
American Airlines' new 
direct service from several 
population centres. 

Flights have been booming 
during the summer and indi¬ 
cations arc strong that the 
business is going to hold up 
during the winter. 

Winter comes on strong 
here with temperatures that 
occasionally dip (o as low as 
15 degrees below zero, but 
Montreal is equipped to han¬ 
dle it. (The snow removal 
program costs about $25 mil¬ 
lion a year, although last 
year’s 65 inches of snow was 
about half the usual amount.)

(real has an ample supply of 
all of those. 

Each of the 36 boarding 
stations was designed by a 
different architect and mak 
ing a rolling visit to all of 
them is a worthwhile project 
all its own. It isn’t exactly 
like a tour of art galleries, but 
it certainly is a satisfying ap¬ 
plication of art to a functional 
purpose. 

Businesses in one of the 
world's largest underground 
shopping centres, the Place 
Ville-Marie, reflect the 
French influence, the British 
input and the rest of Mon¬ 
treal’s cosmopolitan make¬ 
up. all at once. 

Seemingly, you can find al 
most everything and any¬ 
thing in this shopping area 
but there is much, much 


more of Montreal to be seen 
than that. 

There are at least two fine 
vantage points from which 
the city, the St. Lawrence 
River, the sites of the World's 
Fair and the 1976 Olympics, 
can all be seen. One is from 
Mount Royal (which Is what 
Montreal means) and the 
other is from an excellent 
restaurant and lounge called 
the Altitude 737, atop the 
Place Ville-Marie office 
building, known also as the 
Royal Bank building. 

There Is a guided tour 
available, for a fee, on an 
observation deck above the 
Altitude 737 and the land 
marks will be pointed out. It’s 
worth the price unless you 
have a friend who knows the 
city and can point out what 
should be seen. 

But. like many cities which 
have discovered the econom 
ic benefits of restoring their 
older sections for the plea 


sure of visitors. Montreal can 
best be seen close up — pre¬ 
ferably on foot, along with the 
downtown traffic. 

Old Montreal is rich in 
color and history and the ties 
to the French motherland are 
more clearly seen here than 
elsewhere. 

There are restaurants ga 
lore, shops, enough history to 
satisfy all who care for it. 
bright flowers and old 
churches that increase the 
contrasts of the city because 
of their locations in the midst 
of a land of high-rise office 
building*. 

Notre Dame de Montreal 
Church is not as impressive 
on the outside as that in Paris 
but it is spectacular on the 
inside. 

It is not to be confused with 
the older and more historic¬ 
ally rich Notre Dame de Bon 
Secours. which is the oldest 
chapel in town and is known 
as the Sailors Church.

BONN — Th? decline of the 
Canadian and U.S. dollars on 
European money exchanges 
will help convince 10 to 15 per 
cent more West Germans to 
vacation in North America 
this year, travel agents pre¬ 
dict. 

Horst Egon Schulz, a 
spokesman for Deutsches 
Reiseburo, the country's lar¬ 
gest agent for tours to North 
America, says his biggest 
problem lies in convincing 
West Germans that some hol¬ 
iday expenses, such as food 
and hotel costs, are actually 
lower in the United States 
and Canada than at home. 

Schulz said about 65.000 
West Germans travelled to 
the United States in 1977 on 
charter Rights arranged by 
\his firm. This year the num- 


ber could climb a high as 
100,000, he said. 

The declines of the Canadi¬ 
an and U.S. dollars cut deep 
into the travel budgets of 
North American tourists in 
Western Europe. But the de¬ 
clines are a bonanza for West 
German travellers, whose 
marks buy almost 11 per cent 
more U.S. dollars than they 
did at the beginning of last 
year. And then there’s a de¬ 
cline of almost 10 per cent in 
the value of the Canadian 
dollar against the U.S. cur¬ 
rency. 

The windfall has prompted 
one chain of travel bureaus, 
Hapag-Lloyd Rcisoburo, to 
launch a promotional cam¬ 
paign extolling the beauties 
of such spots as Niagara 
Falls.

its report is expected to be 
delivered to Devore within 
two weeks. A determination 
will be made then whether to 
seek indictments against 
anyone. 

A medical examiner’s re¬ 
port on Vorhies’ death has 
been completed but its find¬ 
ings have not been released 
at Graybeal's request, pend¬ 
ing the grand jury probe. 

Graybeal had said pre¬ 
viously he would seek the 
special grand jury probe to 
"settle rumors” about the 
cause of Vorhies’ death, ini¬ 
tially attributed to a heart 
ailment.

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Artificial insemination abuse decried in U.K. 

Lesbian moms stir row 


LONDON <AP) — A newspaper report 
that some British lesbian couples have 
babies by artificial insemination stirred 
sharp protest Friday from persons con¬ 
cerned about the children's health and 
home life. 

Dr. Rhodes Boyson. a Conservative 
MP, declared: “To bring children into 
this world without a natural father is 
evil and selfish. This evil must stop for 
the sake of the potential children and 
society, which both have enough prob¬ 
lems without the extension of this horri¬ 
fic practice." 

Defenders of lesbian births besieged 
the London newspaper Evening News, 
which carried the birth report In a 
front-page story Thursday. It claimed 
10 such births have occurred in Britain. 

Two dozen men and women staged a 
sit-in and threw stench bombs in the 


newsroom and chanted such slogans as 
"Sisters, we shall not be moved," “Les¬ 
bian women unite, this is a women's 
fight” and “Every woman has the right 
to have a child." 

The group dispersed only after Eve¬ 
ning News editor Louis Kirby agreed to 
meet the demonstrators. Afterward 
Kirby said he offered to publish the 
protesters' reply to the newspaper 
series on lesbian births but refused a 
demand to discontinue the investigative 
series. 

"We were reporting matters which we 
consider to be of public interest," he 
added. 

The Evening News alleged a top Lon 
don doctor had helped 10 lesbians to 
have children through artificial insemi 
nation. A lesbian organization. Sappho, 
identified the doctor as gynecologist 


David Sopher. who runs a private clinic 
in London’* fashionable Belgravia quar¬ 
ter. 

Jackie Forster, a founding member of 
Sappho, said to her knowledge Sopher 
had helped at least six lesbian coOples 
have children by artificial insemina¬ 
tion. 

Sopher, holder of a diploma In obstet¬ 
rics from the Royal College of Obstet¬ 
ricians and Gynecologists, was reported 
by his cliaic to have "gone away" and 
could not be reached for comment. 

Several MPs, the majority of them 
members of the opposition Conservative 
party, condemned the use of artificial 
insemination to provide lesbians with 
children. Sir George Young said he re¬ 
gards such activities as "unnatural and 
immoral."

You may think that where 
everyone sits Is only Impor¬ 
tant at dinner parties and 
International peace confer¬ 
ences, but Greater Victoria 
school board watchers know 
that seating arrangements 
are critical there too, and It 
is always Interesting to see 
how school trustees seat 
themselves at Inaugural 
meetings of the board, when 
new trustees Interrupt the 
normal seating pattern. 

Last year for instance, the 
seating arrangement initial¬ 
ly proposed by board chair¬ 
man Susan Brice pitted the 
“education" versus “fiscal 
responsibility" (for want of 
better terms) trustees so 
clearly against each other, by 
3f 

putting them on opposite 
sides of the room, that some 
trustees howled and the seat¬ 
ing arrangement had to be 
changed. 

The inaugural meeting this 
past week was equally inter¬ 
esting. The way trustees 
seated themselves there was 
as revealing as If they had 
pasted labels on themselves, 
in most cases. 

So for you, dear reader, we 
offer this seat-by-seat analy¬ 
sis of the crucial moment 
when school trustees file Into 
the room for the inaugural 
meetinifYnd decide where 
they are going to sit. 

Labels always make things 
easier to understand, and in 
this case, trustees conven- 
ieatly labeled themselves 
••right-wing” and “left- 
wing." by sitting on one side 
or another of the U-shaped 
board table. 

On the right wing (viewed 
from the spectators' side), 
we had Bud Smith, a blue- 
suited business college 
owner, nailing down his old 
spot last year at the end of 
the table. The next space, 
occupied by Lavinia Green¬ 
wood last year, was empty 
the longest. It was obviously 
most appropriate for new 
trustee Glyu Williams, a 
blue-suited accountant, but 
Williams was indecisive 
about whether he should sit 
between Smith and Peter 
Dorazlo. the blue-suited busi¬ 
ness manager of Victoria 
Press. Eventually Susan 
Brice, wearing a beige suit, 
took the spot. 

She was there only tempo¬ 
rarily, however. After secre¬ 
tary-treasurer Cart Warner 
had conducted the election 
for chairman, Mrs. Brice 
moved to the head of the 
table, exchanging places with 
Williams, who took his right¬ 
ful place along pinstripe row. 

The final trustee on that 
side was Dr. Mark Fisher 
who, interestingly enough, 
had sat on the left side during 
1971. Fisher occupied the seat 
vacated by Peter Bunn, and 
proved that he might take the 
irascible Bunn's place in 
more ways than one—a* the 
only trustee to vote against a 
motion requiring unanimous 
consent Fisher scotched Mrs. 
Brice's plans to discuss the 
board's committees at the in¬ 
augural meeting. 

On the left, we have three 
new trustees who are fairly 
certain to challenge the busi¬ 
nessmen's approach to edu¬ 
cation. At the extreme left, 
first of all. we had John 
Young, a controversial fig¬ 
ure in education who was 
successful, on a recount, in 
his third attempt to get elect¬ 
ed to the school board.

Try winter skiing at Green 
Mountain. Mount Arrows- 
mith or Forbidden Plateau. 

January is the big month 
for winter Chinook and steel- 
head fishing, and it provides 
some of the most brisk salm¬ 
on activity of the year. The 
hard-fighting Chinooks may 
be taken by bottom bumping 
in SOoke to Oak Bay waters, 
in Sidney, Deep Cove, Saan¬ 
ich Inlet and Finlayson Arm 
waters, In Cowichan Bay, 
Sansum Narrows, Union Bay, 
Comox and Campbell River. 
This is the best month for 
winter salmon fishing off Vic¬ 
toria waterfront and Con¬ 
stance Banks and Nanaimo's 
Northumberland Channel is 
a good bet. 

More than 100 Vancouver 
Island rivers provide winter 
steelheading sport and each 
one is at its best in January 
and February. 

This month we will try the 
Sooke. Coldstream. San 
Juan, Cowichan and Koksi- 
lah. 

For trout this month fish 
the small creeks, like Col- 
quitz. Craigflower and Shaw 
nigan. For searun cutthroats 
try No. 5 Cowichan spinner 
under the Gorge-Tillicum 
bridge. 

For a real adventure try 
winter camping in Strath-

ing on Donner and other high 
level lakes. 

FEBRUARY 

For something different 
this month travel to Camp¬ 
bell River and try trolling a 
medium-big grey ghost, or 
other light-colored bucktail 
fly, with less than one ounce 
of weight, for winter Chin¬ 
ooks in the eight to 18-pound 
class. 

Later in the month try jig¬ 
ging for herring in the Gorge 
and then use them for bait for 
chinook fishing along the log 
booms in Esquimau Harbor, 
with four to six ounces of 
weight. 

You can also bucktail for 
big grilse in Finlayson Arm 
and Indian Bay, troll or 
mooch off James Island and 
Northwest "Bay, through 
Lambert Channel between 
Denman and Hornby and off 
■the mouth of Ladysmith Har¬ 
bor. and try casting with 
Pirk, Pirken, the Sildas, 
Deadly Dicks, Buzz Bombs, 
and the like, off Ten Mile 
Point and Saanichton Spit. 

While in the Campbell 
River area try steelheading 
in Black Creek, the Oyster, 
Quinsam, Campbell River, 
Gold and Salmon River. 

Try Cowichan Lake with 
Rapala plug near surface for 
big cutthroat trout. Use bob 
ber and worm for trout on 
warmer days in low lying 
lakes like Dougan. Kemp and 
Somenos. A March Brown, or 
similar colored fly, works 
well this month for trout, 
especially in Shawnigan Lake 
and Fairy Lake, and some¬ 
times in Kemp. 

REMEMBER. Vancouver 
Island streams are closed to 
cutthroat angling Feb. 15 to 
Mar. 31. 

Check out Spectacle Lake 
in January and February for 
skating and snow hiking. 

MARCH 

In March we start making 
some camping and picnick¬ 
ing trips to the provincial 
parks before the summer¬ 


time Gestapo-slyle gates go 
on. Rathtrevor, Honeymoon 
Bay. Goldstream and Mira¬ 
cle Beach are among our fa¬ 
vorites at this time of year. 

Easter comes Mar, 24 to 27 
weekend, a time for hiking, 
but a little early for the West 
Coast Trail. Try the Gold 
stream trails. Including 
Mount Finlayson, Thetis 
Lake Park. Durrance Lake 
and Pease Lake McKenzie 
Bight trails and Matheson 
Lake. We like to explore the 
Nitinat logging roads at Eas¬ 
ter. 

March brings more steel¬ 
heading and winter chinook 
fishing and some grilse fish¬ 
ing. 

The rivers fill up with 
fresh-run steelhead, inter¬ 
mingling with kelts which 
have spawned and are mend¬ 
ing. hungry to take a lure, 
but absolutely no good for 
eating - fun to catch. 

We would fish steelhead In 
the mid-island rivers, like 
the Nanaimo. Englishman; 
Little and Big Qualicums, 
and lower reaches of the Che- 
malnus behind Hicks Farm 
at Westholme. This'is the 
month to fly fish for steel¬ 
head on the Quatse. Keogh 
and Marble River in the 
North Island area. 

For winter Chinooks try 
moving to Pedder Bay, 
Becher Bay (at the Head and 
drift fishing along the log 
booms in the Bay), and 
Sooke. For the coho grilse, 
which will have started mov¬ 
ing off their winter nursery 
grounds, try Tent Island, 
Thetis Island, and Five Fin¬ 
gers Island off Nanaimo. 

For trout try Cowichan's 
Marble Bay with fly, and 
keep working Quamichan 
and Somenos Lakes with bob¬ 
ber and worm. Flatfish and 
fly. Don't neglect Prospect 
and Elk Lake, or Weston on 
Salt Spring. Home Lake and 
Taylor and Twin Arms on 
Sproat Lake. 

APRIL 

Be sure to get your new 
freshwater fishing licence 
and steelhead punchcard be¬ 
fore you go fishing this 
month. Watch for new fishing 
regulations, especially on the 
Cowichan, as quite a few 
changes are expected this 
year. 

April Is the awakening 
month, when trout start to 
move in the lakes and rivers, 


when steelheaders shift to 
trout fishing, and saltwater 
anglers start to turn their 
attention to the bluebacks 
and coho grilse, which are 
reaching the two to four- 
pound good-eating and sporty 
fly fishing size. 

Kelseyilay, Rock Bay, and 
Northwest-Nuttall Bay are 
good bluebacking bets. 
Search San Juan Bay for the 
arrival of big Chinooks. This 
Is the month those 20 to 50- 
pound Chinooks start to show 
at Beechey Head. Pedder 
Bay and Secretary island. 

April brings Daylight Sav¬ 
ing Time. 

King Fisherman Contest 
starlsApr. 29. with a CP Air 
Fiji holiday as grand hidden 
weight prize this year. 

We tour the whole Island 
this month to visit King Fish¬ 
erman weigh-in stations. 

This is wildflower time to 
make trips to places like 
Francis and Freeman King 
Parks to enjoy the blooms. 

Try a fishing-camping trip 
to Nanaimo's Boomerang 
Lake or to the Campbell - 
Buttle Lake areas where you 
can bobber and worm fish for 
trout. 

MAY 

May is the hot month for 
trout fishing, with Cowichan 
Lake producing the big ones 
and Sayward Lakes the most. 
It is also big chinook fishing 
time at Pedder-Beeher-Sooke 
and these Chinooks will be 
passing through these waters 
Mhtil September, with June 
and Early July peak time for 
the real biggies. 

Blues start moving from 
Nanaimo to Northwest-Nut¬ 
tall Bay waters and by end of 
month they are reaching 
five-pound size In the French 
Creek, Qualicum, Bowser, 
Deep Bay waters. Fish them 
with any lure with red in it. _ 

Small-mouth bass fishing' 
gets hot this month in Lang¬ 
ford, Elk, Beaver. Prospect, 
Matheson. St. Mary, Quern 
nell and Spider Lakes. 

Watch for the black ant 
hatch from May 5 on and try 
to get to a river or a lake 
within an hour or two after 
the hatch starts if you want 
fabulous fly fishing. , 

Victoria Day holiday week¬ 
end - May 20,21 and 22 - sees 
some low .tides, ideal for 
inter tidal area exploring at 
Botanical. Sombrio, China 
and other beaches and for a 
West Coast Trail hike. Lpw 
tide at Sooke May 22 is .9 feet 
at 9:15 a.m.DST. earlier at 
Port Renfrew and West Coast 
Trail, later at Victoria and 
Fulford. Camping hikers who 
may camp on a beach should 
beware of extreme high tides 
in the midnight hours.

Chocolate painting 
is a delicious craft 
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Edie Greenberg has been 
teaching gourmet cooking for 
years. 

She aims for the unusual, 
and recently taught her stu¬ 
dents "chocolate painting” in 
candy molds. It’s a decep¬ 
tively simple craft, and the 
results are colorful as well as 
delicious. 

Supplies are things you 
generally would have around 
the house anyway, except for 
candy-candle molds, which 
are sold at craft supply 
stores. „ / 

Get out a few small jars 
(baby food size work well), a 
pan to hold hot water (an 
electric skillet is ideal) and 
some inexpensive paint 
brushes. 

The chocolate is white, sold 
In buttons by cake decorating 
supply shops. 

It’s colored with paste food 
colors (water-based food 
colors don't work), thinned if 
necessary with a little hard¬ 
ened coconut oil (also from 
the cake decorating shop). 

Fill a baby food jar about 
three-fourths full with choco¬ 
late, add as much paste color 
as you need to get the right 
shades, then paint a feature 
on the candy mold. After 
each feature is painted, place 
the molds In the freezer for a 
few minutes to harden the 
chocolate. Then go on to the 
next color. 

When all the features have 
been painted, fill in the back¬ 
ground with melted choco¬ 
late. The class uses butter¬ 
scotch chocolate buttons 
which really gives a luscious 
taste. The button chocolate 


retains its gloss when it hard¬ 
ens, making it (he best for 
candy-making, Greenberg 
said. 

That’s it. essentially. If you 
want candy suckers, stick a 
paper or wood candy stick in 
the chocolate before cooling 
it to hardness. After the 
candy cools, Invert the molds 
over a platter or cooky sheet. 

You may want to add small 
dots of chocolate for eyes or 
other features, using a pastry 
bag and fine decorating tip 

There are a few rules for 
melting chocolate, Green¬ 
berg said. 

First, never melt it over 
boiling water. "I make the 
students take it away from 
the stove, so they won’t get 
the water too hot." 

Boiling water cooks the oil 
in chocolate, turning it bitter 
and causing white spots to 
develop when it cools, she 
said, 

It’s also important to keep 
water out of the chocolate. 

The same molds can be 
used for sugar, candles and 
candies, Greenberg said, as 
long as they're washed well 
before use. For sugar mold¬ 
ing, mix four teaspoons of 
water and water-based food 
coloring to the darkness you 
want. Blend In a plastic bag 
with two cups of granulated 
sugar until color is well dis¬ 
tributed. 

Pack the sugar firmly into 
a mold. Scrape off excess 
with sugar. Place mold over 
a clean cardboard or plastic 
board and tap gently to loos¬ 
en. Allow sugar to dry and 
harden before placing in a 
serving dish or paper. Size of 
mold will determine drying 
time. 


Butter can go into the 
molds, too. Mix paste color 
with softened butter, then 
pack the mold as above. 

Chill in the freezer until 
butter is hard, then unmold. 

Greenberg also showed her 
students a surefire way to 
keep the kids occupied — egg 
yolk painting. You can use 
any sugar cooky recipe. Cut 
out only 12 shapes at a time so 
the cookies don’t dry out. 

For egg yolk paint, blend 
well one yolk and one-fourth 
teaspoon water. Divide the 
mixture among several small 
custard cups. Add a different 
food coloring to each cup. 
Paint cookies with small 
paint brushes. If paint thick¬ 
ens on standing, add a few 
drops of water. 

Here’s the cooky recipe 
Greenberg uses: 

PAINTED COOKIES 

\ cups shortening (half 
butter) 

1 cup sugar 

2 eggs 

I tsp. vanilla 
2^1 cups flour 

1 tsp. baking powder 

I tsp. salt 

Mix shortening, sugar, 
eggs and vanilla. Cream 
thoroughly. Measure flour; 
stir with baking powder and 
salt. Blend into creamed 
mixture. Chill at least one 
hour. Roll dough one-eighth- 
inch thick. 

Cut shapes with cooky cut¬ 
ter. Place on greased baking 
sheet. Paint designs on cook¬ 
ies. 

Bake six tonight minutes, 
until delicate In color. The 
painted portions will be 
glossy.

What he was saying is that 
he discounts one-third for the 
damage, and for the work 
required of his employees 
in sorting the mishmash. 

For ordinary collecting. It 
Isn’t necessary to buy expen¬ 
sive albums for mounting 
current stamps in order of 
issue. In fact, many collec¬ 
tors I know have switched in 
recent years from albums to 
$2.98 or $3.98 looseleaf ring 
binders with blank pages, 
available at any stationery 
shop or department store, for 
mounting their sideline col¬ 
lections and duplicate collec¬ 
tions. You need stamp 
hinges, of course, for the

turned for help to our allies 
and friends.

The party members, in¬ 
cluding former president F.d- 
ward Ochab, said in the letter

quire a new approach. 

The letter, dated last Octo¬ 
ber, asked party leaders to 
open a dialogue with the peo¬ 
ple. “It requires a frank con¬ 
frontation of views, of mem¬ 
bers of other political parties 
and of the non-aligned peo¬ 
ple,” the letter said. 

The government attempted 
to make some economic ad¬ 
justments in June, 1976, by 
raising food prices, but with¬ 


drew the increases after a 
series of protest riots. 

Besides the Communist 
party, Poland has two other 
political organtiattons. the 
United Peasant party and the 
Democratic party._

disease 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter) — 
The Mediterranean is rife 
with cholera, polio and hepa 
litis while mercury and sal¬ 
monella poisoning are on the 
increase, a Swedish report 
says. 

The Swedish Academy of 
Sciences journal Ambio. in 
what is claimed to be the first 
comprehensive survey of poi 
sons in the Mediterranean, 
says mercury concentrations 
in two species of tuna fish are 
above levels considered safe 
for eating. 

It says there are hundreds 
of thousands of salmonella 
poisoning cases in the area 
every year 

The jump In Infectious dis¬ 
eases in the Mediterranean 
basin has many causes, the 
study says, but adds that the 
main one is the sheer number 
of tourists which often cause 
a breakdown in sanitary faci¬ 
lities. 

One third of all world tour¬ 
ists—well over 60 million an¬ 
nually—go to the Mediterran¬ 
ean. mostly in June, July and 
August, and by 1990 officials 
expect a deluge of 150 million, 
Ambio reports. 

The journal says tourists 
should be encouraged to 
move inland, to stagger holi¬ 
days and to take rented ac¬ 
commodation instead of hotel 
rooms. 

It says that while sewage Is 
the main health hazard, in 
dustrial pollution from the 
Rhone and Po rivers and 
coastal industry come next, 
producing "almost a biologi¬ 
cal desert’ in some offshore 
areas-.- 

StMpen countries are work¬ 
ing in a United Nations pro¬ 
gram to clean up the Medi¬ 
terranean and a new agree¬ 
ment to combat sea pollution 
is expected shortly. Ambio 
says.

He succeeded in ducking 
out of every question about 
his brother, once telling the 
interviewer: “I can’t talk any 
more.

But 
Stella Parton, Dolly Parton’s 
sister, has a worse inferiority 
complex than I do ” (Dolly 
Parton is a country and west 
rrn singer).

FRUIT TREE PLANTING 

(H.S., Colwood) 

The practice ol placing a large flat 
stone under each fruit tree as you plant 
it, as advised by your neighbor, is old 
hat nowadays. 

This was done In the old days before 
the modern rootstocks were introduced, 
and it served a useful purpose in pre¬ 
venting the growth of a long, deep tap 
root. This, In turn, brought the tree into 
bearing earlier in life. 

Apple and pear trees nowadays are 
almost always grafted onto a dwarfing 
or semi-dwarfing rootstock which per¬ 
forms the same function, but much 
more efficiently. In fact, a stone slab 
would more than likely stunt and hinder 
their development. 

About the only time we use the flat 
stone slab these days is when planting a 
wall-trained fig. Figs are too vigorous to 
grow against a wall unless their roots 
are restricted in some way. 

MENZIE'S SPIRAEA 

(J.B., Victoria) 

The excellent sketch you made of 
your mystery shrub leads me to believe 
it is probably Spiraea Menziesi, named 
for Archibald Menzies, the naval sur¬ 
geon and botanist who accompanied 
Capt. Vancouver on his voyage to the 
Pacific Northwest in 1790. Menzies 


Street In Victoria is named for this 
sea going physician. 

This Is an exceptionally fine native 
shrub, eventually reaching a height of 
about five feet, and It is quite suitable 
for an Informal, untrimmed hedge; the 
flowers make a pretty sight in August 
and September. 

It is an easy plant to propagate from 
hardwood cuttings taken and inserted in 
sandy soil during Its leafless, dormant 
period. Make these slips 9 to 12 Inches 
long, dust the lower end with n hormone 
rooting powder, shake off any excess, 
and Insert in a well drained bed of sandy 
loam soil outdoors; no greenhouse or 
coldtrame Is necessary. 

It can also be propagated by digging 
down alongside and detaching rooted 
suckers, which are produced freely. 

BLUE RUE 

(A.W.. Crofton) 

The plant you have been treasuring 
all these years as rosemary is not a 
rosemary at all; It Is Rue graveolens. 
the common rue, also called Herb of 
Grace. 

Rue Is an evergreen shrubby herb 
which was at one time highly valued by 
country folk for brewing rue tea as a 
blood tonic, and as a cure for croup in 
poultry. 


Hie plant h » nattre of southern 
Europe and is related to the orange, 
lemon and grapefruit. The common 
type makes a Small shrub about 18 
Inches tall, not particularly attractive, 
with dull green foliage and greeny-yel 
low blossoms, but there is a superior 
variety called Jackman's Blue Rue 
which has striking blue-green foliage. 


GLADIOLUS PLANTING 

(L.N., Metchosin) 

Moving house on May I needn't deter 
yeu from having a good display of gladi¬ 
olus, for you can plant glads after this 
date and still be assured of flowers. I 
have set out bulbs as late as mid-June 
and had them bear good spikes of 
bloom. 

It has been my experience that gladi¬ 
olus planted in late spring will usually 
overtake and pass the early April planl 
ings, as growth is much more rapid 
when the soil warms up and the chilly 
winds of April abate. 

GROUND COVER 

(B.McM., Victoria) 

Some good evergreen ground covers 
to replace grass are English Ivy, Peri¬ 
winkle (Vinca minor), and Japanese 
Spurge (Pachysandra terminals).

The visitor to Earth known 
as Agent Alpha has always 
had the worst time with his 
December reports.

Has he been away too long? 
Agent Alpha knows they are 
asking that, and as a matter 
of fact, he is thinking of them 


as “they” more and more, 
and of earthlings as “we." 

So be it. This year he will 
try to explain Christmas to 
himself, and never mind 
"them.” 

“Christmas,” he begins 
again, “has become a ritual 
within a ritual. Each Decem¬ 
ber there is the ritual of the 
tree, the presents, the Christ¬ 
mas carols, the parties, and 
(possibly) the extraordinary 
visit to church. There also 
now is the Christmas ritual of 
analyzing and debating all 
the above Christmas rituals. 

“Like old ornaments, the 
slightly battered questions 
come down from the attic; 

“Is Christmas — for maybe 
the 47th time — becoming too 
commercial?

“Or ought everybody to do¬ 
nate to charity and forget 
family and friends, including 
absolutely unpresentable 
Aunt Margaret? 

Such Christmas writings 
have become so intense, so 


unsettling that, after the min¬ 
isters and editorial writers 
are through, the psycholo¬ 
gists stand by as a routine 
media event to inform earth¬ 
lings how much the suicide 
rate has increased this 
Christmas. 

“In short. Christmas has 
become a 'problem,' like all 
the other earthling problems 
— a holiday, one is tempted to 
say, that needs a holiday 
after it. 

“What is the problem?

“Earthlings are very good 
at certain kinds of verbs: 
to buy, to sell, to produce. It's 
verbs like to love and to give 
they have trouble with.

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A large corporation, which I will not 
identify by name, has taken as its ad¬ 
vertising slogan the phrase: "Working 
For You." This is obviously a lie, like 
most of the other new slogans of bur 
time. 

The business of business is to make a 
profit. Without a profit there is no busi¬ 
ness. The company is not working for 
you or for me. It is working for itself. It 
is working to make a profit. Period. 

In the process of making a profit, the 
company may do things that please us, 
or things that annoy us. It may provide 
us with essentials or trivialities, com¬ 
forts or nuisances. But none of these is 
its aim. Its aim is to show a surplus 
every year. 

This is not a condemnation; It Is a 
statement of plain fact. There Is nothing 
inherently shameful in making a profit, 
and nothing inherently honorable, 
either. It becomes sickening only under 


the pretence that the company is pri¬ 
marily Interested in the welfare of the 
public. 

We have seen more and more of this 
institutionalized hypocrisy every year. 
Nearly every large corporation has 
come up with a theme song about its 
vast yearning to make life better for all 
of us, to protect us, serve us. and bend 
all its power to our slightest whim. 

Nobody believes this; the incessant 
refrain only induces wider and deeper 
cynicjsm among the buying public. The 
money for these ads is wasted, and the 
slogans lend themselves only to parody 
and disdain. 

The profit motive In a capitalist so¬ 
ciety is tragically misunderstood, both 
by its adherents and its opponents. Its 
adherents mistakenly imagine It to be 
the most glorious incentive for human 
effort ever known, while Its opponents 
suppose it to be the ugliest device for 


exploiting and oppressing the people 

Actually, It is quite neutral. Like the 
law, or medicine, or engineering, busi¬ 
ness is a function of society. It justifies 
itself when it performs its function effi¬ 
ciently and humanely; it disgraces it¬ 
self when it performs its function greed¬ 
ily and cruelly. “Success” cannot be its 
own justification, for the crooked law¬ 
yer and the quack doctor may be 
greater successes than their decent 
counterparts. 

There is no need for business to pe- 
tend that its ultimate concern Is the 
consumer, or the public. Its concern is 
its own survival and prosperity. If you 
have to cheat and lie and connive, you 
have a rotten business; If you tell the 
truth and do the best you can, you have 
a good one. By pretending to be better 
than its function calls for. business runs 
the risk of losing credibility for its real 
usefulness.

Then Anson Wil¬ 
liams handed a phone to me 


and said: “A girl wants to 
talk with you.” 

“You’ve got to be kidding,” 
I said. 

On the other end of the. line 
was actress Anne Gaybls who 
said: “I don't know Paul 
Newman but I know you.” 

After that, producer Jack 
Rourke called me "The poor 
man’s Paul Newman." 

The appearance of New¬ 
man. his wife Joanne Wood¬ 
ward and other big stars 
brought In pledges of more 
than *200,000 for the cause of 
Autism, one of the most baf¬ 


fling of childhood ailments. 

Noticed an amazing thing. 
Whenever Lloyd Nolaa, 
whose own son died of au¬ 
tism, spoke or when KABC 
radio personality Michael 
Jacksoa interviewed autistic 
children on the air, the 
phones stopped ringing. 

The malady is so little 
known or understood that 
viewers were fascinated 
when someone like Nolan or 
Jackson enlightened them. 

As soon as they were off 
camera, the phones started 
ringing like mad. In my four 


hours on the phones, there 
never was a pledge less than 
*10 and one fellow pledged 
*5.000. 

That explains why you can 
raise more than *200,000 in a 
seven-hour telethon. 

Autistic children are not 
usually mentally retarded. In 
fact, they are often very in-, 
teiligent but brain communi 
cation often works like a 
scrambled TV picture or stat • 
ic on the radio. 

It leads obviously to serious 
frustration on the part of the 
child and the parents, too.

Like its first cousin, the 
British bedroom farce, this 
nearly 10-year—old New 
York comedy relies heavily 
on sexual innuendo and 
seemingly wandering hus¬ 
bands.

agent who — you guessed it — 
happens to have been a pa¬ 
tient. But when the good psy¬ 
chiatrist’s wife comes home 
with his supposed best friend 
and finds hubby innocently 
entangled with the skirtless 
literary agent on the floor, 
then there is some explaining 
to do. 

It is always intriguing to sit 
Jn an audience splitting Its 
gut when someone pours 
water over some poor bloke 
and try to figure out just why 
such a sight gag or equally 
weak line is still able to crack 
them up.(Perhaps part of the 
answer ran be found in the 
Bastion's next production. 
Comedians.) Other than the 
smutty tinge to these come¬ 
dies. it's hard to distinguish 
them from anything poured 
out over the tube five years 
back. Surely freshness Is a 
prerequisite for comedy. 

But the secret to their popu¬ 
larity other than the uncom¬ 
plicated humor could well be 
their plea for the status quo of 
marriage. The supposedly 
sexually liberated are really 
lonely and immature while 
the married couple pass the 
unnecessary test of fidelity. 
It's reassuring to see the 
sanctity of the family pre¬ 
served when it said to be in 
trouble. 

It is hard to imagine any¬ 
one sitting through Freudian 
Slip totally escaping a reac¬ 
tion of one kind or another. 
Yet the expected continuous 
titter punctuated by loud 
laughter just didn't seem to 
materialize in the Bastion 
production. While director 


John Heath didn't seem to let 
any of the lines and gags 
elude him, his pacing, partic¬ 
ularly In the rousing final 
scenes, slipped away taking 
with It what could have been 
pandemonium in the audi¬ 
ence. 

The part of Dewey, father, 
husband and psychiatrist, 
should have been something 
John Krich could have 
walked away with in his 
sleep. And he was doing 
something like that with a 
part that just wasn't chal¬ 
lenging enough for him to try 
anything more Interesting 
than some standby mugging. 
Krich was at his comic best 
when in consultation with pa¬ 
tient Mr. Wellman who, in the 
hands of Brendan McKane, 
could crack up even the 
sourest of reviewers. 

Nolan Jennings managed 
to be almost convincing as 
Dewey’s trendy friend who 
utters lines like “Hey, 
dreamboat. ..” while Betty 
Phillips as Dewey’s momen¬ 
tarily doubting wife was suit¬ 
able knowing and frightfully 
understanding. Elaine Nalee 
and Carol Sinclair attracti¬ 
vely rounded out the cast and 
a special thanks must go to 
Miss Sinclair for making 
bearable the teenage daugh¬ 
ter, a role which surely has 
to rate as one of the most 
revolting ever written. 


HOGTOWN TALES . . .The 
Scribe, finding himself jn To¬ 
ronto, purported to be this 
fair dominion's entertain¬ 


ment capital, over the holi¬ 
days decided to take in a bit 
of what, it had to offer. For¬ 
tunately friends and family 
kept him pretty much occu¬ 
pied or he would have been 
downright disappointed. 

A whip through the papers 
didn't reveal anything too ex¬ 
citing except for scads of 
family type entertainment. 
Since the Scribe doesn't qual¬ 
ify as a family — some ques¬ 
tion whether he even rates as 
human — he passed up most 
of it. 

He did put in an appear¬ 
ance at his nephew's Christ¬ 
mas concert and was suit¬ 
ably proud and impressed by 
both the talented little chap 
and what is going on musi¬ 
cally in elementary schools. 
Presumably the calibre isn't 
any less here. 

The only professional show 
he took in was the Toronto 
Workshop Production's popu¬ 
lar offering. The Club. It was 
the city’s only “must see" 
according to the reviewers 
and the Scribe found himself 
later echoing the usual war 
cry of millions of theatre 
goers with “whadda they 
know?" 

The show, a multi-Obie 
winner in the New York pro¬ 
duction. is centred about a 
turn of the century men's 
club with all the usual chit 
chat, cameraderie and songs 
of the period. But the catch, 
an interesting one. is that all 
the parts are played by 
women. 

But once the irony of hear¬ 
ing chauvinistic mouthings 
from men who are in reality 
actresses wears off, there’s 
very little left to amuse or 
interest. Eve Merrimam's 
script does hint at the change 
to come later for women but 
not to any degree that makes 
the play substantial. And as a 
musical pastiche, as one re¬ 


viewer labelled it, The Club is 
sorely in need of a couple of 
good songs, . 

Perhaps the most disturb¬ 
ing thing for a starry-eyed 
reviewer into Toronto from 
the boonies is not that the 
production was badly done 
but that it was not better. It 
didn't really spark and daz¬ 
zle the way expected from a 
Toronto production. Perhaps 
all the really Imaginative 
people are on the West Coast. 

Particulalry good in the 
cast was Linda Thorson 
whom many people still can't 
forgive for not being another 
Dianna Kigg when she re¬ 
placed that actress as Pa¬ 
trick McNee's helper on The 
Avengers. 

The Scribe's only other im- 
mersipn into Tarawna cul¬ 
tural offerings was the Art 
Gallery of Ontario's Artists, 
Authors and Others, draw¬ 
ings by David Levine whose 
name you mightn't know but 
whose satirical work you've 
seen in many publications.

'Wise men are 
stmeted by reason; men oT 
understanding, by experi¬ 
ence; the most ignorant, 
by necessity; and beasts, 
by nature.* - Cicero. 

In what category does 
the average bridge player 
fit? It may well depend 
upon how he handles his 
finesses. Today 's challeng¬ 
ing game provides some¬ 
thing to think about. 

West leads the heart 
queen and declarer's game 
hinges on what he does in 
his play to the first trick. 

Suppose he focuses on 
the trump suit? He wins 
the heart king in dummy 
and leads the spade jack 
for a losing trump finesse. 
West wins and leads an¬ 
other heart and declarer 
wins his ace. Declarer 
draws another trump and 
leads a low club to dummy 
in hopes of stealing htf 10th 
trick. No such luck. West 
hops up with his club king, 
cashes a high heart and the 
diamond ace gives the de¬ 
fense Us setting trick. 

Bad luck or can declarer 
learn from the experience” 
The first hurdle is to real- 
ize-that no law compels one 
to take a finesse in the 
trump suit. Another impor¬ 
tant point is that the bid¬ 
ding can often tell declarer 
which defender might have 
the key cards. Let's see 
how these basic points ap- 
pjy to the play of today's 
hand. 

West’s vulnerable two- 
heart bid should place 
most of the cards for de¬ 
clarer and the key cards 
are the two black kings. To 
make the hand, declarer 
should win his ace of 
hearts and lead a low club 
towards dummy's queen.

PORT ALBERNI — The

Purpose of the meeting will 
be Initially to decide upon the 
delegates to be sent by bus 
and sponsored by the council 
to the day of protest to be 
organized by the B.C. Feder¬ 
ation of Labor on the opening 
day of the Legislature in Vic¬ 
toria. 

But the council plans to 
offer much more to the un¬ 
employed group. 

"We feel that there is much 
more unemployment in the 
area than the figures indi¬ 
cate, such as students who 
have graduated from the high 
school and have never yet 
been able to find gainful em¬ 
ployment," says council pre¬ 
sident Walter Behn. 

“We also feel that the full 
impact of the problems of the 
unemployed have not been 
felt by the community at 
large, and that not enough 
assistance is being offered to 
them. Let’s face it, there are 
serious problems for a family 
of four trying to live on $123 a 
week.” 

So at the same meeting, the 
council will offer to provide 
the unemployed with an of¬ 
fice from which, on volunteer 
basis, they can attempt to 
solve some of their mutual 


problems in a united way. 

"As we see it, the office 
could supply several possible 
services," says Behn. "First, 
of course, it could act as a 
clearing house for any odd 
jobs in the community which 
might help out some of the 
unemployed, and could work 
with Canada Manpower and 
other agencies in the effort to 
find full time employment. 

"We see it, too, as a place 
where the unemployed could 
organize such things as a 
clothing exchange, a service 
to provide volunteer help 
from among those who have 
nothing else to do, and a ral¬ 
lying point from which they 
Aiuld organize themselves to 
lobby for Jobs. 

“We don't know exactly 
how they would want to han¬ 
dle it, and all we're really 
doing is getting them togeth¬ 
er and letting them know that 
we are behind any effort they 
wish to make. The rest is up 
to them.” 

The council, in any case, 
made a motion to finance the 
opening of the office “for as 
long as the unemployed show 
sufficient Interest to run it.” 

“We simpjy hope that the 
offer to help will see some of 
the long-term unemployed 
grab the idea and do some¬ 
thing with it,” says Behn. 
“The problem is not just 
going to go away, and it is 
becoming more obvious 
every day that the impact of 
long-term unemployment is 
having some disastrous ef¬ 
fects on our society. 

"Perhaps this will be a 
start on minimizing some of 
these effects."

Trudeau^ swordplay

OTTAWA (CP) — 
Prime Minister Tru¬ 
deau's New Year state¬ 
ments about Quebec inde¬ 
pendence have generated 
some confusion and un¬ 
certainty in the week 
since he outlined his 
views in a television in¬ 
terview. 

Critics at home and 
abroad have rapped him 
for even discussing the 
possibility of force to 
block what he called any 
illegal move by Quebec 
to secede. Others have 
charged that he was chal¬ 
lenging the right of all 
Quebecers to determine 
their own political future. 

Trudeau has said in a 
similar context in the 
past that one of his aims

is to cause uncertainty, to 
keep Quebec separatists 
off balance. 

In his television inter¬ 
view New Year's Day, 
Trudeau made two main 
points. 

He said he would use 
force to prevent any ille¬ 
gal move to Quebec sepa¬ 
ration, saying “there 
?annot be any unilateral 
declaration of indepen¬ 
dence.” 

At the same time, he 
said: 

"If ever Quebecers by 
an overwhelming majori¬ 
ty decide they no longer 
want to be part of this 
country, then they are 


going to sit down and 
negotiate with the rest of 
the country." 

But someone other than 
himself would have to do 
the negotiating. 

Former prime minister 
John Dicfenbaker said 
Friday at a news confer¬ 
ence that the comments 
"contributed more to dis¬ 
unity than anything said 
in past years.” 

They poured ‘‘gasoline 
on the fires that can con¬ 
sume the nation.” 

Jean-Laul Champagne, 
president of the national¬ 
ist St. Jean Baptiste So¬ 
ciety in Montreal, said 
Trudeau insulted the en¬ 


tire population of Quebec 
with his remarks. 

“Trudeau always tries 
to frighten Quebecers by 
brandishing the spectre 
of the War Measures 
Act,” Champagne said. 

Both he and Clatlde 
Morin, Quebec intergo¬ 
vernmental affairs min¬ 
ister, said Trudeau’s re¬ 
marks showed that the 
prime minister did not 
respect the right of Que¬ 
becers to separate. 

“The Quebec people 
have the democratic 
right to self-determina¬ 
tion despite what Mr. 
Trudeau says,” Morin 
said. 


Trudeau had been 
asked by interviewer 
Bruce Phillips to com¬ 
ment on the hypothesis 
that Quebec Premier 
Rene Levesque might one 
day proclaim Quebec In¬ 
dependence unilaterally, 
perhaps by stopping the 
mail or taking over a 
federal airport. 

Trudeau replied that he 
did not like to speculate 
on such eventualities. 
Then he added that he 
would not be “shy about 
using the sword" if Que¬ 
bec attempted to sepa¬ 
rate illegally. 

"There cannot be any 
unilateral declaration os 
independence.”

Striking miners

Father charged in mass murder

ROCKFORD. III. (UPI) - 
Six children and their dog 
were found slain and horribly 
mutilated Saturday in their 
family’s home in a quiet, resi- 
dential neighborhood in 
Rockford. Their father was 
charged with murder. 

Rockford police, acting on 
a tip from Milwaukee, Wis., 
police, broke down the front 
door of the Simon Nelson 
home. Inside the large, 2 '4- 
storey grey stucco frame 
structure, amidst blood¬ 
stained walls and floors slick 
with blood, officers found the 
mutilated bodies of Nelson’s 
six children, David, 3, Rosie, 
5, Matt, 7, Andrew, 9, Simon, 
10, and Jennifer, 12. 

Police said Nelson, whose 


wife had left him, apparently 
killed the children Friday 
night and then went to Mil¬ 
waukee where he found his 
wife and beat her. Police 
there broke up the fight and 
asked Rockford authorities to 
check en the children, fearing 
something might be amiss. 

Winnebago County Coroner 
Peter John Seward said pre¬ 
liminary autopsies showed 
the children had been 
stabbed repeatedly and se¬ 
verely beaten around the 
head and face. He said they 
apparently were killed while 


asleep and had been dead 
eight to 12 hours^when the 
bodies were fou0d about 9 
a.m. Saturday. 

“The perpetrator knew 
what he was doing. He was 
going for vital organs,” 
Seward said. He called the 
killings “so brutal I can't 
come up with the words to 
describe It. I’ve never seen 
anything like It.” 

Reports Indicated the chil¬ 
dren had been mutilated and, 
in some cases, dismembered. 

Police said a ladder to 
enter the second storey. 


where the bodies of two of the 
children and their dog, a 
dachshund named Pretzel, 
were found in a bedroom. The 
bodies of the other four chil¬ 
dren were found in a third- 
floor, attic bedroom. 

Nelson was arrested in Mil¬ 
waukee. where police said 
extradition proceedings had 
been waived and Rockford 
authorities were returning 
home with Nelson in custody.

nice.” 

A man in a bar frequented 
by Nelson described him as a

The newspaper said it 
documented the payoffs 
with photographs that 
also will be published.

and by a state legislative 
assistant “who sold low-

‘Open ’ mortgages 
could rocket rates 


Diver lost 


TORONTO (CP) — Canadians may face 
13 -per-cent residential mortgage interest 
rates and annual mortgage renewals if the 
federal government outlaws closed mort 
gages, major money lenders said Friday. 

A closed mortgage cannot be paid off 
before its maturity date without a penalty 

Under the new bill, the homeowner will 
pay a prepayment penalty only if the gen 
eral interest rate on loans has dropped since 
the money was borrowed. 

Len Rosenberg, president of Parfor Group 
Ltd., a mortgage company, said the leg 
islation might mean a revamping of more 
gage lending, and the home-owner might not 
have the security of knowing what his inter 
est rate was 

"It means interest rateswill go up and the 
lenders will start shortening the mortgage 
term to one year," he said. “The rale was at 
13 per cent once. It could be there again." 

For a homeowner with a $50,000 mortgage 
at a 10 ' 4 -per-cent interest rate, an in 
crease to 13 per cent would raise the month¬ 
ly mortgage payments to $650 from $525. 

The government s borrowers' and deposi 
tors' protection bill would allow home¬ 


owners-to pay off new and existing mort 
gages at any time, instead of being locked 
into a five-year closed term. 

Howard Stulberg, president of the Ontario 
Mortgage Brokers Association, said one- 
year terms would be necessary to cover the 
increased costs of more frequently ne¬ 
gotiated mortgages 

"The difficulty for the borrower is that he 
is subject to changes in the interest rate 
every year," he said. 

Most mortgage companies borrow money 
on five-year terms at nine per cent inter 
est. They lend the money to prospective 
homeowners at 10'/. to I0's per cent interest. 

Jim Donahoe. vice-president of Canada 
Permanent Trust Co., said that as a re¬ 
sult of the new bill there would be a shrink¬ 
age of mortgage money. 

“If the borrowers are given the incentive 
to pay off their mortgage every time the 
rales drop, we can no longer obligate our¬ 
selves to paying our investors for five 
years.” he said. 

At present, the home owner has to pay a 
prepayment penalty to a lender if he wants 
to pay off his closed mortgage.

Rhodesia clamps censorship 


SALISBURY (AP) - Rho¬ 
desia's white-minority gov 
ernment imposed new cen¬ 
sorship regulations Saturday, 
prohibiting foreign and Rho 
desian journalists from re- 
porting anything but the offi¬ 
cial version of events in the 
black nationalist guerrilla 
war. 

The new rules, issued 
under the Emergency 
Powers-Mainlenance of Law 
and Order legislation, are the 
toughest censorship orders 
the government has issued in 
its 12-year existence. They 
were published in an official 
gazette notice 

An accompanying informa 
tion department statement 
said. ’’Regrettably there 
have recently been a number 
of breaches of the existing

security clearance proce¬ 
dures of material intended 
for publication or 
broadcast.” 

It said “military secrets .

"It 
has therefore become neces¬ 
sary to call a halt to this’ 
practice and this whole mat 
ter will now be controlled by 
the emergency powers 
regulations."

The new regulations, which

buth phases of the plan, 
they said. 

But. Sedola said in an in¬ 
terview after the meeting, 
it was his personal view 
that politics would have to 
be put aside and that 
council would have to look 
at the over-all picture of 
traffic problems in 
Nanaimo.

Canada Highway, the city 
had a right to expect cost- 
sharing, aldermen said. 

The consultants told 
council that it was diffi¬ 
cult to predict what would 
happen in city traffic be¬ 
yond 1987. Population 
shifts could occur, and 
there was insufficient 
data to answer mapy of 
the questions, they said. 

SOME SORT of bypass 
of the downtown might be 
necessary, they said, but 
first data must be collect¬ 
ed to tell the planners how 
many people were by¬ 
passing the downtown 
area, and how far that 
bypass should extend. 

A second bridge across

Unity plan 
‘self-aid’ 
for jobless 


PORT ALBERNI — The 
Port Alberni Labor Council 
will shortly undertake a pro¬ 
gram to assist the unem¬ 
ployed in the community to 
"unite to help themselves.” 

The program, announced 
this week at a meeting of the 
council, will start with a 
meeting to be called in early 
February to which all unem¬ 
ployed persons in the Alberni 
Valley will be invited. 

Purpose of the meeting will 
be initially to decide upon the 
delegates to be sent by bus 
and sponsored by the council 
to the day of protest to be 
organized by the B.C. Feder¬ 
ation of Labor on the opening 
day of the Legislature in Vic¬ 
toria. 

But the council plans to 
offer much more to the un¬ 
employed group. 

“We feel that there is much 
more unemployment in the 
area than the figures indi¬ 
cate, such as students who 
have graduated from the high 
school and have never yet 
been able to find gainful em¬ 
ployment,” says council pre¬ 
sident Walter Behn. 

“We also feel that the full 
impact of the problems of the 
unemployed have not been 
felt by the community at 
large, and that not enough 
assistance is being offered to 
them. Let's face it, there are 
serious problems for a family 
of four trying to live on $123 a 
week.” 

So at the same meeting, the 
council will offer to provide 
the unemployed with an of¬ 
fice from which, on volunteer 
basis, they can attempt to 
solve some of their mutual 
problems in a united way. 

"As we see it, the office 
could supply several possible 
services,” says Behn. “First, 
of course, it could act as a 
clearing house for any odd 
jobs in the community which 
might help out some of the 
unemployed, and could work 
with Canada Manpower and 
other agencies in the effort to 
find full time employment. 

“We see it, too, as a place 
where the unemployed could 
organize such things as a 
clothing exchange, a service 


to provide volunteer help 
from among those who have 
nothing else to do, and a ral¬ 
lying point from which they 
could organize themselves to 
lobby for jobs. 

“We don't know exactly 
how they would want to han 
die it, and all we re really 
doing is getting them togeth¬ 
er and letting them know that 
we are behind any effort they 
wish to make. The rest is up 
to them.” ■ 

The council, in any case, 
made a motion to finance the 
opening of the office "for as 
long as the unemployed show 
sufficient interest to run it." 

“We simply hope that the 
offer to help will see some of 
the long-term unemployed 
grab the idea and do some¬ 
thing with it,” says Behn. 
“The problem is not just 
going to go away, and it is 
becoming more obvious 
every day that the impact of 
long-term unemployment is 
having some disastrous ef¬ 
fects on pur society. 

“Perhaps this will be a 
start on minimizing some of 
these effects.”

The phase one solution 
suggested for that inter¬ 
section is to have two 
lanes turning left off 
Stewart onto Terminal, 
and then two lanes left off 
Terminal onto Comox, 
going toward the down¬ 
town area. 

A TRAFFIC signal 
would be necessary father 
north on Terminal, at 
Stewart, to allow the two 
left turn lanes. 

Also required would be 
an extra lane southbound 
on the bridge, to make 
room for the extra left 
turn lane. 

The problem area of 
Terminal at Campbell 
Street had already been 
solved, city council was 
told. The highways de¬ 
partment would extend 
the median on Terminal 
south, so that only right 
turns could be made off 
Campbell onto Terminal. 

The intersection of Wal¬ 
lace Street at Albert pre¬ 
sented problems because 
it was in reality an Inter¬ 
section of four streets — 
Wallace, Albert, Com¬ 
mercial and Victoria 
Crescent. 


THE CONSULTANTS 
suggested new traffic is¬ 
lands and stop signs to 
more clearly define this 
intersection. 

A similar problem ex¬ 
isted at the Front-Church 
streets Intersection, 
where new traffic islands 
and a redefining of what 
motorists could and could 
not do was needed. 

The intersection of Vic¬ 
toria Crescent and Espla¬ 
nade has long been recog¬ 
nized as a problem, with 
city council experiment¬ 
ing with various combina¬ 
tions of no-lcft-turns to 
keep traffic flowing. 

The consultants have 
suggested allowing left 
turns from Victoria Cres¬ 
cent to Esplanade, but 
prohibiting left turns 
from Esplanade onto Ter¬ 
minal, a few feet beyond 
the Victoria Crescent-Es¬ 
planade intersection. 

The consultants also 
suggested changes in one¬ 
way streets in the down¬ 
town core, to change traf¬ 
fic patterns. 

UNDER THIS plan. 
Chapel would become 
one-way south, with Skin¬ 
ner remaining one-way 
north. 

The phase one changes 
were estimated to cost 
about $ 80 , 600 . 

The consultants told the 
council that their recom¬ 
mendations were based 
on ideal traffic solutions 
to the problems, and 
might not be the ideal so¬ 
lutions from a political 
point of view. Some park¬ 
ing spaces would have to 
be eliminated to carry out

planners, identified areas 
that presented problems 
In traffic capacity, acci¬ 
dent rate, or other fac¬ 
tors, such as visibility. 

Solutions to those prob¬ 
lems would drastically 
alter the traffic pattern in 
some parts of downtown 
Nanaimo. 

The stage two solutions, 
which the report said 
would be riecessary by 
1982. would create two 
parallel one-way streets 
through the downtown 
area, including the Trans- 
Canada Highway. 

The one-way streets 
would run from the inter 
section of Comox and Ter 
minal Avenue, at the end 
of the George Pearson 
bridge, south to either Es¬ 
planade or Milton Street. 

TERMINAL would be 
come one way north, and 
Wallace-Victorla Cres¬ 
cent and Victoria Road 
one way south. 

An alternate plan would 
have Haliburton become 
the south portion of the 
one-way grid. 

The one-way system for 
the highway would re¬ 
quire intersection 
changes at Terminal and 
Comox, Comox and Wal¬ 
lace, Wallace and Albert, 
and Victoria 
Road-Esplanade. 

Cost of the phase two 
changes could be as high 
as $272,000, depending on 
how far south the one-way 
system extended. 

DeLeuw Cather repre¬ 
sentatives told city coun¬ 
cil that the changes were 
necessary, whether or not 
a bypass was built around 
the city, because the 
problems were ones of 
downtown traffic 
circulation.

Bitterness

The Christmas card ar 
rived as usual. But this time 
the message was slightly dif¬ 
ferent. 

“Merry Christmas ... ha, 
ha, ha." 

“I didn’t think it was very 
funny,” the B.C. Telephone 
Co. operator said of the card 
sent her by a supervisor. 

Nor did company supervi¬ 
sors say it was very funny a 
couple of weeks earlier when 
complaining of prank phone 
calls someone was making to 
their wives. 

Just two small examples of 
the bitterness that has been 
building up on both sides in 
the 45-day-old B.C. Tel lock¬ 
out-strike — bitterness that is 
threatening future relations, 
personal friendships, and 


which in some instances has 
pitted neighbor against 
neighbor. 

It is the kind of bad vibra 
tions that evolve in a labor 
dispute that leaves one side 
walking the picketline end¬ 
lessly, while the other — the 
bosses — man the equipment 
and keep the services flow¬ 
ing. 

Earlier in the dispute, a 
TWU official told the Colonist 
he thought it would take six 
months for the bad feelings to 
wear off after everyone is 
back on the job. On Friday he 
changed his mind. 

“I’m afraid now it’s going 
to take a lot longer than that. 
A lot longer. Maybe never.” 

As the days wear on, the 
combatants dig in deeper and 
the feelings of one man for 
another grow worse.

"Resentment. . . you ask if 
there’s resentment?" says 
Richard Belfit, who is spokes¬ 
man for the Telecommunica¬ 
tions Workers Union lockout 
committee in Victoria. 

“There Is tremendous re 
sentment. It is the kind of 
resentment our people feel 
for the people (management) 
who have put us out on the 
street. These are the people 
who some of us have worked 
wlth.fpr 20 years, people 
we’vfc known socially, people 
who are happily doing our 
jobs and collecting overtime. 
"It is certainly going to af¬ 
fect my attitude to them in 
the future.” 

Belfit, like others in the 
union, believes he has been 
forced out by a company that 


wants to take a vital para¬ 
graph out of the last collec¬ 
tive agreement — one that 
guaranteed any work con¬ 
tracted out would be returned 
if the B.C. Tel employees 
faced layoffs. 

“We weren't asking for 
anything more. We were just 
trying to maintain the status 
quo and they forced us out.” 

The company, of course, 
takes a different view. It 
says it has guaranteed that 
no Jobs will be lost through 
the contracting out of work, 
and It maintains the 10.000 
TWU members are on the 
street simply because of the 
political ambitions of the 
union's leadership. 

In addition, the company 
supervisors manning the 


and doing repair work, say 
they have had rough mo¬ 
ments at the hands of pickets. 
They are pursued night and 
day by flying picket squads 
and they say they are subject 
to vicious phone calls. At one 
point there were complaints 
that someone called the 
wives of some supervisors 
and reported that their hus¬ 
bands had been injured. 
And these days they also find 
themselves facing pickets 
who stand outside their 
homes with signs labelling 
them “scabs." 


•On the other hand, the 
union members feel badly 
about the publicity that has 
come their way as a result of 
numerous incidents of van¬ 
dalism — generally cases of 


cable cutting. They say they 
don’t know who is responsible 
and add that they would in no 
way condone such action. 
Privately, some say they be¬ 
lieve at least part of the dam ; 
age must have been done by 
union members. But they 
claim any crowd of 10,000 ik 
going tp have a handful of 
persons who will act irre¬ 
sponsibly. They also main¬ 
tain that much of the damage 
may be the work of„“the 
. kind of goons wbo have noth¬ 
ing to do with this dispute, but 
who will take advantage of a 
situation to get their kicks.” 

In smaller cities, like Nan¬ 
aimo, union members and su¬ 
pervisors are sometimes 
neighbors. 

“It’s a bad scene,” a TWU 


spokesman in Nanaimo said 
Friday. “One neighbor was 
going to make the usual visit 
to the house of another this 
year until the husband in the 
second house — one of our 
members — said: ‘I won't Idt 
him in this house.’ ” 

The unwanted neighbor 
was a supervisor. 

As picketing activity in¬ 
creases, the situation gets 
worse. 

“We’re keeping up to them 
everywhere with our flying 
picket squads,” said a TWU 
spokesman in Victoria. “The 
feelings are real bad. Words 
are starting to fly. People 
are starting to threaten to 
drag other people down 
alleys and punch them out.”

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City renews 
taxation 
attempts 

The city of Victoria is beginning another skirmish in 
the long battle to collect property taxes from the 
University of Victoria for a university-owned building 
downtown. , 

The property is the Central Building in the 600-block 
View Street which is rented to numerous commercial 
tenants, including radio station C-FAX. 

The west half of the building was bequeathed to the 
university by the late T.S. McPherson. 

The problem is that according to the Municipal Act, 
the Public Schools Act, the Vancouver charter and the 
Taxation Act, property vested in a university is 
exempt from taxation. 

Five years ago, the city waged and finally lost a 
lengthy court battle over the issue. The city had main¬ 
tained that commercial property shouldn’t be subject 
to the exemption. 

But the Supreme Court of Canada ruled that all 
university-owned property was covered by the ex¬ 
emption previlege, regardless of use. 

Now the city is asking the provincial government to 
change legislation, leaving only university property 
used for academic purposes in the tax-exempt catego¬ 
ry.

JOURNEY TO YESTERDAY 







... with Katherine Wharf 


An afternoon spent chatting 
with Katherine Wharf is, indeed, 
like taking a trip into the past, 
not on one road only, but with 
many side journeys along the way 
as names, dates and events are 
remembered, as friends and ac¬ 
quaintances once again live in 
memory — for Mrs. Wharf's is 
phenomenal for one of any age 
and she is an unbelievable 80 . 

She was born in Yarmouth, Nova Scotia, the 
daughter of Capt. and Mrs. James A. Davis. Davis 
arrived in Victoria in 1898 and the family followed 
two years later, travelling by train to Vancouver. 
B.C., and from there to Victoria on ihe old 
t ha l iner 

★ ★ ★ 

tapt. Davis was employed by the Dunsmuir 
family who were then living at Burleith, on the 
Gorge. The Davis family moved into a house on 
Hose Street, then called First Street and she 
remembers watching the chain gangs from the 
prison shuffling past the house and she saw, too, the 
trains on the V & S. railway which ran right past 
their house. 

(’apt. Graham Cox, another deepsea captain, 
lived at that time on the corner of Rose and Kings 
Roads. The Catterall family lived nearby and they 
were the contractors who built Hatley Park for the 
Dunsmuirs in 1913. Oddly enough, Katherine s 
mother, born in 1865, had met Capt. Cox in Hong 
Kong many years before. She was sailing at that 
time with her father, Capt. Norman Hatfield. 

The Davis family stayed with the Coxs' while 
iheir home was being made ready. Capt. Davis was 
First Officer on the Thistle and the Lome owned by 
the Dunsmuirs and was also at times on the City of 
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Nanaimo and Katherine recalls travelling on that 
ship to Comox with her father to bring back dozens 
of boxes of butter from the Comox creamery. The 
City ot Nanaimo was a passenger boat, with Capt. 
Foote in charge. 

★ ★ ★ 

When the family moved to Kings Road 
Katherine went to the Hillside school which was 
situated between what was Third Street, now Wark. 
and Fourth which is now Quadra, and her first 
leat her was Miss Lucas. She next attended North

* Ward and at this time her father was ill so they 
moved up to the corner of Market and Wark 

At the time the Dunsmuirs sold the mines to the 
Canadian Collieries they owned several ships 
one, the steel-hulled Baroda, which was used to con¬ 
vey coal to the Dunsmuir s yacht, the Dolaura 

Capt. Davis took up his quarters on the Baroda 
and the children would go down on weekends to the 
ship which was tied up in Esquimau Harbor op¬ 
posite Todd s cannery. 

★ ★ ★ 

One incident she tells us was ot the time when 
the Baroda s cargo of coat was beginning to burn 
Capt. Davis notified the office but apparently thfey 
were not very concerned. At that time a boatload of 
Methodist missionaries came aboard to preach the 
gospel and Capt. Davis wondered, says his 
daughter, what they would have said had he told 
them that Hell fire was burning beneath them! 

The company towed the ship to Cole Island and 
there sank it. Capt. Davis was next put in charge ot 
the other Dunsmuir ships, the Potter, the Oregon 
and the Two Brothers, all three-masted wooden 
sailing ships, and the company suggested that he 
take his family aboard so her mother and two young 
brothers moved on to the Potter, all except 
Katherine who boarded in town with the Dingland 
lamily on Blanshard Street and her sister who. at 
17, was learning the trade of book binding with the 
Colonist. 

★ ★ ★ 

Katherine’s young brother had now to attend 
Craigflower school so she, perforce, had to move to 
the Potter in order to take him to school. This was 
in 1911. 

Each morning her father rowed them over to 
the rocks on the Stewart farm in Esquimau Harbor 
and from there they walked down past the Four 
Mile House to the school, meeting on the way the 
Gouge children. 

Mrs. Harding was their teacher and there were 
60 pupils. Mrs. Harding s father was Dr. Pope who 
had a private school at Hillside and Rock Bay and 
Muriel and Kathleen Dunsmuir attended it 

The following year Katherine went to high 
school at Fort and Fernwood and she went back to 
live with the Longlands. Gradually the Dunsmuir 
fleet was sold. Two went north and were converted 
into floating canneries.

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In the meantime the James Griffiths Company 
(if Seattle had salvaged the Baroda and recon¬ 
ditioned her into a barge to carry ore from Anyox to 
Tacoma, Washington, and they asked Capt. Davis 
to sail her and Mrs. Davis and her youngest son 
lived aboard her once more. 

★ * ★ 

In 1913 Katherine went to Nanaimo to help a 
Inend, Mrs. Eby. with her baby. Mr. Eby was 
manager of David Spencer, Ltd., in Nanaimo. This 
was the summer of the miners' strike and 
Katherine remembers the Scotties being called out 
to keep order. 

Returning to Victoria she worked for a time 
with Skene Lowe, a well-known photographer who 
had his studio in the old building above Cross's 
meat market of today. 

In 1915 Katherine Wharf, on her 18th birthday, 
married George Wharf who was, at that time, 
steward on the Dunsmuir's yacht, the Dolaura 
They had met on the dock at Esquimau the year 
before and soon became engaged.

George had bought a house on Obed Avenue and 
they were married in the living room by the Rev 
Mr. Kevworth of the Esquimalt Methodist church 
The minister and his wife arrived by horse and bug 
gv and the horse was tied to a B.C. Electric pole 
outside the house. 

George was bom in Surrey, England, and it is 
interesting to note that at the age of 13 he was page 
boy to Lady Fitzgerald, sitting outside the coach 
beside the coachman. He was so small, smiles 
Katherine, that he was called Tich. 

He had been in the Royal navy for 12 years, a 
CPO at the age of 24. a captain’s steward, and had 
tiecn sent from Portsmouth by the navy to join HMS 
Shearwater, commanded by Capt. Vivian and 
stationed at Esquimalt. George had been with Capt 
Vivian in the old country so the move was a happy 
one.

When his 12-year stint was up he decided to 
slay in Canada and so walked straight into a berth 
on the Dolaura. When war broke out in 1914 he 
joined the R.C.N. The Shearwater was still in Es¬ 
quimau and George was immediately sent to vic¬ 
tualler for sea duty. He was on naval duty for four 
voars and eight months while Katherine stayed 
home and cared for her young brother. 

In 1917 Capt. Davis, at the age of 55. died 
alioard the Baroda at Anyox. 

Oorge Wharf was on HMCS Niobe in the har¬ 
bour of Halifax when the great explosion occurred 
Every bit of the top structure of Niobe was swept 
off. Forty men were sent by pinnace to the fire and 
were never heard of again. George went ashore by 
way of a hawser and worked with the first aid poo 
pie. For 10 long days Katherine never knew if he 
were alive or dead. 



George got his discharge in April 1919 
Katherine had gone to Halifax the year before and 
they returned to Victoria together. In June he was 
asked to go back as steward on the Dolaura which 
was to go to New York. The Dunsmuirs had sold her 
to the president of the Armour Packing company. 

Back in Victoria. George was now 34 and there

was no work to be found. Applying at the Harbour 
Marine shipyards be waited for word from them 
When none was forthcoming he went to the shipyard 
and. being refused admittance, climbed the fence 
and went to the office and he started work that day 
at (our o'clock in the afternoon.

in the house on Obed Avenue. Katherine was at¬ 
tended by Dr. Tomalin. whom she recollects, 
always wore a white dress shirt and a white bow tie. 

When Norman was a year old George went to 
work as a porter at the Hudson's Bay Company, for 
*18 a week. Jobs were hard to find and he was 
thankful for anything. Eventually he worked in the 
order room for the grocery department and later in 
draperies and he remained with the company for 31 
years. 

In 1923 the Hudson's Bay Company Beaver Club 
took over Craigflower farm house — it was never 
called a manor, insists Mrs. Wharf — and George

was asked to caretake it at $20 a month over his 
store salary and this was a blessing. 

While they lived at Craigflower It was 
renovated by the lands department. They tore out 
the partitions and made a dance floor and card 
rooms and there was an upstairs apartment for the 
Wharfs. Nineteen brick pillars were placed beneath 
the building, says Katherine, and it required 40 gal¬ 
lons of white enamel for the exterior after all the 
whitewash was scraped off. George bicycled to the 
Bay every day to his work. 

Katherine recalls one very tedious task which 
she undertook. Each window in the farmhouse had 
24 small panes, around 480 in all. divided by half¬ 
inch wooden strips and all these she painted, a sum¬ 
mer's work. 

★ * ★ 

Cyril, their second son. was born while they 
were at Craigflower. At the end of two years they 
returned to their own house on Obed Avenue and in 
1927 their third son. Milton, arrived, born in their 
own house. 

The years passed and along came the Second 
World War and once again Katherine Wharf lived 
through the anxious years. “I think I’ve seen 
enough of war,” she quietly remarks. Her eldest 
son. Norman, joined the Scottish when he was 17. 
transferred to the pay corps and again to the RCAF. 
attached to the RAF. in Britain. 

He was shot down over the north of Holland in 
May 1943 and was taken prisoner by the Germans, 
two terrible years in German hospitals, after which 
he was exchanged, being so badly burned as to be of 
mi use to the enemy. 

Cyril joined the army and served throughout 
the Italian campaign. Milton, thankfully, was too 
voting for the services but went over to work with 
the Fraser flood volunteers. 

Norman retired last year after 37 years with 
the Provincial government. Cyril Is foreman at the 
dockyard and Milton is sales manager for Highland 
Business Machines in Nanaimo. 

Katherine lost her husband eight years ago and 
she stayed on in their home on Obed Avenue for five 
years. Three years ago she sold it and moved into 
an apartment. She now has six grandchildren and 
two great-grandchildren. 

★ * ★ 

Katherine Wharf always loved the regattas, 
held every year at the Gorge. In 1914 she won a 
handsome trophy in an obstacle race, from Tillicum 
bridge to Selkirk Water and back. An obstacle race, 
she says, is one in which you start with a "dead’’ 
engine. ' 

In 1957 she presented the cup to the Victoria In¬ 
board and Outboard Association. 

Among Katherine’s treasures are several honor 
rolls, one of which, dated June 1908. was an award 
for deportment in Div. Six. of North Ward school. 
Another states that Katherine Davis, a pupil of 
Craigflower public school had passed into high 
school in July 1912. 

One* very happy memory is the celebrating of 
her golden wedding in 1955 when she and George 
stood together in the same spot in their house as 
when they had been married 50 years before. 

Katherine Wharf has grown beautiful in grow¬ 
ing old. Her voice is that of a ypung woman and her 
dark eyes are youthful still. Many of the years have 
been hard ones and she has never known what it is 
to be idle and bored It is women such as Katherine 
whom we should honor.

The Quinsam River 


The Quinsam River starts among the lakes of central Vancouver Island and 
finishes up some 24 miles away when it joins the Campbell River near its mouth 
It is truly a fisherman's river, from its remote beginnings to its end on the 
outskirts of civilization, and anglers of all types, from experienced sportsmen to 
H» year-old boys, are to be found along its banks at all seasons of the year. 

The Quinsam is a spawning river, and every fall the coho fight their way up¬ 
stream to spawn and die after three years of ocean life. Some of the coho that 
t .une back this year were raised in the Quinsam River Salmon Hatchery, l'.a 
miles upstream from the river's mouth, and were released as yearlings in 1974. 
They were the first to be released from this hatchery — about a million of them — 
and the staff was watching with close attention to see how many returned. 

(>nly hikers ever see the almost inaccessible beginnings of the Quinsam. but 
hundreds of people are familiar with the lower reaches, below the hatchery, 
where the l iver runs along the edge of the Quinsam Campsite in Elk Falls Park. 


Sixty-six individual sites have been cut out of the thick brush of the alder flats that 
border die river, most of these sites are so secluded that campers have the im¬ 
pression they are alone in the forest. 

In early spring the ground here is carpeted w ith pink lilies and yellow violets, 
and in May these are followed by a host of other, less spectacular flowers 

Forest-dwelling birds are heard (though seldom seen* in the trees, herons 
stand motionless on the riverbank, seagulls fly upstream and down, and uc- 
- casionally a little water-ouzel can be seen doing hiis erratic dance in and out of the 
water, running and dipping in his own peculiar fashion 

Fishermen, botanists, bird-watchers, hikers, campers, artists, 
photographers they all come to the Quinsam for their own reasons, and so do 
scores of people who tall into none of these categories. Anyone who enjoys the out 
door* will find pleasure in the sights and sounds encountered along the beautiful 
Quinsam River

SEAGULLS FLY up and down river. 
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In his recently published biographical study of the life and 
times of Judge Begbie (The Man for a New Country; Gray's 
Publishing) author David Williams notes how the pioneer judge was 
often irked by recalcitrant juries. In line with this he briefly men¬ 
tioned the case of Sam Greer. So let us explore Sam's problem at 
greater length. 

SAM GREER 

...the fighting Irishman 


In the first place he Has an 
Irishman (an Orangeman to 
hoot) thus probably born to con¬ 
flict. Which is why, in the 1890s, 
he managed to keep Vancouver 
agog as he battled not only the 
B.C. government, the Supreme 
Court, but also the CPR along 
with a host of engineers, bailiffs, 
sheriffs and policemen. 

Mind you, Sam didn't always win; but right or 
wrong (and here public opinion was divided) one 
can't help a sneaking regard for his spirit. 

Of one thing we re certain; whether he faced a 
judge and jury or a steel gang for sheer obstructive 
talent few men in our legal history matched up to 
Mr. Greer. 

Maybe his independent viewpoint was exhibited 
in his Barkerville days; for he too was one of those 
who tried their luck on Williams Creek in the 1860s 
Later he could boast that he had, made four return 
trips on foot over the 400-mile Cariboo road before 
eventually settling in the Fraser Valley. 

There, for a time, he was with the B.C. Provin 
rial Police (first policeman in Chilliwack) until 
later farming on the rim of Sumas Lake; before the 
reclamation scheme drained it away. 

It was in the 1880s he finally moved to a piece of 
bushland at English Bay, half of it fronting the 
beach, the south half facing False Creek. "Bought it 
from a couple of Indians for $125,'' Sam later aver¬ 
red, when the title was questioned. 

He was a bit vague about the exact acreage, 
which fluctuated between 40 and 80 acres, 
sometimes as high as 160. 

Once, during one of his spells of litigation. 
Judge Begbie, studying his map in court, 
remarked: "160 acres? Why, this map shows 
something like 1,600 !’* 

So. you have your choice. Maybe the Indians 
took Sam in. For later it was proved they had no 
title. Though Sam, on the other hand swore that In¬ 
dian Agent Tieman at New Westminster approved 
the deal. TTien some smart Alec had the temerity to 
suggest the Indians never existed, and another said 
Sam forged their names to the deed! 

★ ★ ★ 

On account of this Sam was tossed in jail, 
though many of his friends adopted the attitude of 
forgive and forget, mainly because a lot of high- 
powered land grabbing was going on at the time (as 
the CPR neared Port Moody) and Sam was con¬ 
sidered one of the "little fellows. " 

With sentiments such as this being bandied 
around, it wasn't long before Sam's case entered 
the political arena. For, at his trial Judge G. A 
Walkem, in addition to accusing him of being ‘craf¬ 
ty" and "unscrupulous" charged that Sam was 
merely trying to provoke a vote of no confidence in 
the legislature and thus bring abbut the govern¬ 
ment’s downfall. 

Which shows that early judges were not only 
free-spoken, but could credit Sam with more than 
his due. 

Anyway, though the jury said "not guilty ”. Sam 
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abandoned his English Bay stump ranch. Perhaps 
just as well for later he would have lost it in a big¬ 
ger squeeze when the Hastings Mill people claimed 
it as part of their 36.000-acre timber limit and 
kicked off all the squatters. 

From this you can see that Sam didn’t have the 
chips to stay in a game of this calibre. But still, 
with an eye for a nice piece of beach property he 
picked himself seven acres (more or less!) fronting 
on what is now Kitsilano beach. 

In this sylvan setting he built a house for his 
wife and young family and put up a bam. With the 
bush at his back, the blue waters of English Bay 
lapping the golden strand at his front door, there 
seemed no reason why Sam’s happiness shouldn t 
be complete. Except for another history-making 
decision which would have nasty side effects for 
Sam. 

Seems that the combined government and 
private land grants that enticed the railway down 
Rurrard Inlet included, for the purpose of a spur 
line, the south shore of False Creek.

Sam, who swore he had legally acquired his 
homestead. was to find that the government had 
included it in the railway grant. Sam. unaware of 
all this, joined the cheering throng that heralded the 
arrival of Vancouver’s first trans-Canada train 
which in turn touched off a sky-rocketing land 
boom, doubling the town's population in six months. 

Soon the railway's spur line was pushing along 
the south side of False Creek in anticipation of 
additional wharves at the end of Point Grey. But 
right smack in the path of the progressing steel was 
Sam’s tidewater homestead. 

First thing he knew of the advance was a string 
of telegraph poles right across his property So. 
keeping in mind the Red Hand of O’Neill, with his 
trusty double-bitted axe Sam cut them down. With 
menacing looks and breathing legal action a work 
crew replaced them. Sam cut them down again! 

Judge Begbie remarked in one of the famous 
court actions that Sam had cut them down a dozen 
times. Which, if true, inclines one to the idea that 
he had some color of right especially as the 
company was inclined to come to terms had not 
Sam’s price been too high. 

The government, of course, claimed his 
property was part of the railway grant, to which 
Sam replied that he was there before the grant was 
made: for proof he produced some sort of 
conveyance from one Bob Preston. 

The rail extension halted while the legal battle 
went on and not only was the matter aired in the 
provincial house but finally a special royal 
commission sifted the pros and cons to come up 
with an answer; Sam had to let the railway through 

"Over my dead body!" Sam grated through his 
clenched teeth and proceeded to put up trespass 
notices! 

Which was about the time Henry J. Cambie. the 
( PR’s chief engineer, with the law on his side, gave 
the word to lay steel through Sam’s front yard. 

Early next morning, on the track already laid 
appeared a diamond-stacked, wood-burning 
locomotive hauling a flat car loaded with ties and 
rails. On top reclined a score or more track 
workers. 


At Sam s fence the locomotive stopped and 
crew started tossing ties to the ground. Enraged. 
Sam picked up a sledge hammer and stepping 
forward punched a hole in one of the engine's 
cylinders! The resultant cloud of steam effectually 
hid his retreat. 

Although the locomotive was able to back 
away, another was in its place the next morning 
This time Cambie was in the cab. 

Henry, known as a man of smooth and cautious 
approach, swung down from the cab, then noticed a 
queer obstruction at Sam's fence. A sort of fort that 
Sam had constructed overnight from railroad ties: 
furthermore. Sam was inside with a couple of 
rifles! 

Ignoring the ominous gun-muzzle poking 
through a loophole, Cambie strode on. "Stay where 
you are! " bellowed Sam. Nearer drew Cambie, and 
Sam added the sharp query: "What d'ye want 0 " 
Cambie said he was ready to talk fair 
remuneration, so Sam listened. 

"Of course,” said Cambie, "we ll first have to 
make a survey to see where your boundaries are. 
Sam thought this fair, and gave his consent. 

In quick time a survey crew started their work, 
squinting through instruments, jotting data in 
notebooks. It was then Sam got the queer feeling 
they were'nt concerning themselves with boun¬ 
daries: they were surveying the right of way! Sens¬ 
ing he had been tricked, back came the old bel 
ligerency. Dashing into his house he re appeared 
with a rifle and his warning shot in the air was 
enough for the surveyors. They fled! 

^*Next move being up to the company they drop¬ 
ped the smooth approach and tried something 
stronger. Next morning, heading for Sam’s abode, 
came Sheriff Tom Armstrong of New Westminster, 
accompanied by a deputy called Calbick. As soon as 
Sam glimpsed the pair he ran into his house and 
bolted the door. 

Now it was Sir Edward Coke, the Elizabethan 
Attorney-General who voiced the legal axiom "For 
a man’s house is his castle, one s home is the safest 
refuge for everyone.” Coke having been dead three 
centuries Sam hadn't the pleasure of knowing him; 
but instinct must have told him there was 
something in what Sir Edward said.

A minute later the sheriff, an eviction order in 
his pocket, was rat-tatting at Sam's door. No sooner 
had he knocked than a shotgun blast came through 
the panels, peppering Armstrong who fell back in 
I he arms of Calbick who led him from the scene. 

Sam s situation, as you can imagine, was 
deteriorating; but it was to get worse. The worst 
c ame a few hours later when Sgt. Haywood of the 
Vancouver City police banged at Sam s door. 

Who is it?" yelled Sam from within. 

Sgt. Haywood, city police. I've got a warrant 
for your arrest.” 

What’s the charge?” fenced Sam. 

Shooting with intent to murder!” snapped 
Haywood. 

For a moment Sam cogitated, then demanded 
the warrant be read. Out loud. As this didn't seem 
unreasonable Haywood obliged. When he had 
tinished Sam flung open the door. 

Haywood not only picked up Sam, but also three 
old guns i two of them loaded) lying on the kitchen 
table. 

Normally, with Sam committed for trial you 
would imagine it was the end of the railway's 
problem. But then Sam wasn't a normal man, nor 
was this a normal situation.

There were repercussions to Begbie s harsh at ¬ 
titude to the jury and the accused, and the 


Ferry Mills was quick to spring Sam (on $ 2 .(HKi 
bail i in order to proceed with a writ of error, but it 
wasn't-till the next spring that he had opportunity ot 
pointing out to the Bench (Justices Drake. Walkern 
and Crease» what errors occurred in convicting his 
client. 

Soule, as Mills pointed out, had to do with 
choosing and swearing in the jurors; another was 
the fact that the Chief Justice had wandered in to 
the jury room (while the jury considered its ver 
diet) to add something to his charge, which was out 
of hearing of prosecution and defence counsel, as 
well as the accused. 

"A trial from the reading of the indictment to 
the passing of sentence" declared Mills "should be* 
in open court." 

Three more months elapsed before the judicial * 
trio gave their judgment, which was to the effect 
that there were no errors in the trial, the writ was - 
quashed, and sentence should be carried out 

Back to the pen went Sam. but he liadn i 


languished there long when either public con 
science or a lucky trend caught up with him 
Anyway it was peculiar that just about then 
Premier John Hobson s government ordered 
sweeping changes in the I.and and Mineral Acts 
changes aimed at stopping the barefaced exploita 
tion and land grabbing then current. 

Hard to imagine there could have been 
anything of benefit to Sam in the new legislation, he 
having been legally convicted 

However, just before Christmas he found there 
was a Santa Claus. Though he had only served a tewr 
months of his sentence, one frosty morning the 
warden got a large, imposing-looking document 
from Ottawa, signed by Lord Stanley, the 
Governor-General. It was a full pardon for Sam 
He strode from the prison gate in Decembct 
1892 with the same rugged stride that had taken him 
up and down the Cariboo road. What he did in the in 
tervening couple of months we don't know, but on 
Keb. 26. 1893, a brief city news item in a Vancouver 
paper said: "Sam's back on his property 

However. 12 years later the railway company 
was in full possession, for they subdivided the land 
and offered it to the public. It was beach properlv 
that offered fine residential possibilities but. to sup 
port the sales campaign it needed a fitting name 
Greer's Beach was one suggestion, but it met 
with stony silence.

THREE THRIFTY MEALS ._ 
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you nervous, there are some 
things to consider before * you 
decide to become a vegetarian . . . 
today's meat prices are the 
housewife's dilemma .. . . meal is 
probably the biggest single item 
in your food budget. With 
economy and nutrition on our 
minds, what to have for dinner 
becomes the $64 question. 

We know that nutrition and flavor are not 
related to the price of meat, so we must plan some 
menus using the less-expensive cuts of meat 

Meat dishes that can be considered 
gourmet do not necessarily have to use beet 
tenderloin. Actually there is more flavor in the 

less-tender cuts. 

Marinades and meat tenderizers break down 
fibres and bring out hidden flavors. Eye appeal is 
important in the presentation of food, so is imagina¬ 
tion and love. 

Because less than a quarter of a side ol beet is 
tender you can sec why these particular cuts are ex¬ 
pensive. They are tender because they come from 
the least-exercised parts of the animal. But pound 
lor pound the less-tender cuts (which represents 78 
per cent of the animal) are just as nutritious 

Time was when the less-tender cuts required 


Treat each side. Cut beef into one half nu ll 
cubes. Chop and add three onions and six Tbsp. 
cooking oil. Cook beef, onions and oil in a skillet un 
til beef looses its redness and can be pierced with a 
fork. Divide mixture into three equal parts and 
proceed to make the following recipe variations as 
follows. You can make up one recipe now and 
freeze the other two-thirds beef for later. 


CHUCK WAGON MAC . . . into one third ol the 
beef mixture In a skillet add one 13 ounce) can 
tomato sauce, one Tbsp. chili powder, one 
clove garlic crushed, one (10 ounce) package 
frozen corn, one-and-a-quartcr cups water, 
one-and-a-halt cups uncooked elbow macaroni 
and one-half tsp. meat tenderizer.

tenderness of expensive meat. Now we know that 
marinades and meat tenderizers do the trick. 

You can make your own marinade with oil, 
wine, vinegar or lemon juice, together with season¬ 
ings and herbs of your choice OH use a splendid 
packaged marinade (just add water) or that fine in¬ 
stant meat tenderizer that comes in a bottle with 
directions for using. 


This month when budgets need to be cut 
alter the Christmas spending is a line time to 
economize on your meat bill, and this doesn't 
mean serving less-attractive meals. 


We arc going to show you today how to make 
three economy meals made from one foui-und-a- 
half to five-pound beef chuck blade roast. 

All three recipes start the same way . after 
removing the bone (which can be used for soup) and 
dividing the meat into three and preparing it with 
nature’s meat tenderizers. 

The meat is cut in small cubes, treated with 
tenderizer then cooked with onion in oil and used in 
the three following recipes. What better way to 
make a start on reducing the January meat budget 
To prepare the meat . . take the piece of beel 
chuck that has been boned, trim off any excess fat. 

Now prepare ail surfaces of the meat, one side 
at a time, with meat tenderizer (the instant bottled 
variety) . . . thoroughly moisten meat with water, 
spinkle evenly and generously like salt over entire 
meat surface Use no salt. 


To insure penetration and retain meal 
juices, pierce deeply with a fork at half-inch in¬ 
tervals. 


Heat to boiling, stirring, Reduce heat, cover 
and simmer 20 to 25 minutes or until macaroni is 
tender. Top with one-quarter cup grated Cheddar 
cheese, cover and heat a few minutes until cheese 
is melted.

Heat until bubbly over medium heat, stirring 
constantly. Place one can refrigerated buttermilk 
biscuits, cut in half, around edges and in centre of 
>killet Reduce heat, cover and simmer 15 minutes 
or until biscuits are cooked in the centre. They will 
be like dumplings. Makes five to six helpings 
ROUND-UP STEW (for third version) ., . stir 
one-third beef and onion mixture in skillet, add 
three carrots diced, two ribs celery diced and 
one small can mushroom stems and pieces, one 
beef bouillon cube, one-half cup EACH red 
wine and water, pinch of pepper and rosemary, 
three I'bsp. ketchup and one-half tsp. meat 
(enderizer, and four tsp. dry instant mashed 
potato flakes. 

Heat to boiling, stirring. Reduce heat, cover 
and simmer 10 to 15 minutes stirring occasionally. 
Meanwhile, prepare three cups (six servings) 
mashed potatoes (make your own or use 
packaged). Stir one 10-ounce package frozen peas, 
thawed, into skillet. Pipe or spoon mashed potatoes 


BRIDE’S CORNER 

TO AVOID WASTE . .. 

Add leftover cooked fish, chicken, meat or cheese to a tossed salad, a casserole, an omelet 
or a sandwich spread. 

Dry stale bread or crusts in the oven then roll or grind if into crumbs. Use for breading meat 
or vegetables, or as a topping for casseroles-. 

Keep leftover soup by freezing it in an ice cube tray When frozen, remove cubes and store 
thorn in plastic bags. Thaw and heat when needed 

Use sour milk in chocolate cakes, muffins, baking soda biscuits and hot cakes. 

Use small quantities of jelly left in jars to glaze ham. pork or luncheon meat. 

Meat tenderizer is a pure food product . contains only the vegetable enzyme of the papaya 
melon, vegetable oil, salt, sugar and tri-calcium phosphate 


in ring around edge of skillet. Cover and heat 
through about five to seven minutes. Makes five to 
six servings. 

For economy’s sake we use the one chuck steak 
divided into three, but you can buy your meat 
separately in one-pound portions of round steak 
You can use the seasoned or unseasoned instant 
meat tenderizer. 

Stuffed flank steak is another economy family 
meal, it is lean and flavorful. 

FATHER S FAVORITE FLANK STEAK . 
one Hank steak, onc-and-a-balf to two-pounds, 
one cup chopped mushrooms, one-half cup 
finely-chopped onion, one Tbsp. chopped 
parsley, four slices bacon, chopped, two Tbsp. 
salad oil, one (15-ounee) can tomato sauce, one 
beef cube, one tsp. prepared mustard, one-hall 
tsp. Worcestershire sauce, one-quarter cup 
water and a good dash of seasoned pepper. 
Score the steak in a diamond pattern on both sides. 


use packaged tenderizing marinade or the bottled 
instant meat tenderizer as directed. Cook chopped 
bacon with onion, parsley and mushrooms just until 
onion is soft but not browned. Spread on prepared 
steak. Roll up tightly like a jelly roll. Fasten with a 
string every few inches. In skillet brown the roll on 
all sides in oil. To the pan add the tomato sauce, 
water, bouillon cube, prepared mustard, 
Worcestershire sauce and pepper. Cover and sim¬ 
mer until fork tender, about an hour. To serve slice 
crosswise, spoon sauce over. 

It is well to know your best buys” when food 
budgets must be balanced.. Watch for specials in 
flunk steak, top and bottom round steak, eye of the 
round, rump roast, chuck steak, short ribs and 
stewing beef. These, besides having more protein, 
less fat and therefore fewer calories. Heart, liver, 
kidney and chicken wings are also good buys. Never 
take the family into the secrets of food economy 
it it tastes and looks good no apologies are 
necessarv.

Victoria Boyhood Pals 
Write Historic Books 


The dock goes full circle 
here, for Taylor's grandfather, 
(apt. Michael O'Keefe, and 
\\ hilelev’s father, t'.apl. W '. II. 

Vt hiteley, Newfoundlanders both, 
were seafaring colleagues out of 
Port of Victoria before the turn of 
the century, sealing in Behring 
Strait and off the coast of Japan. 

W illiam Taylor was born in Victoria, attended 
si laiuis College, and first went to sea out of Seattle 
in Ss Border King, in service between Puget Sound 
and British Columbia ports, mostly carrying 
newsprint from Powell River 

Earlier he had shipped aboard the famous 
While Pass sternwheelers on the Yukon River 
between White Horse and Dawson, where he had 
lived as a youngster with his parents 

lie sailed the Atlantic and the Mediterranean 
’returned to Seattle, and. for some years, was 
purser on vessels running to Alaska 

He then went shorcside in Seattle as an ex 
eeutivc of the Alaska Steamship Company 

One of the joys of living in Port Angeles, he 
mvs is that he can look across the salt waters to his 
f anadian birthplace 

Albert Whiteley. for long in federal government 
service, was some years back. Canadian consul in 
Seattle 

Taylor and Whitelev were boyhood pals at Foul 
Max when, that plac e was a summer camping 
ground lor Victorians - a long way out from the 
hustle and the bustle of the city 

For anyone who loves Newfoundland, and 
Labrador, Whiteley’s history of the Whiteley tamilv 
is a must He pictures the hardy Newfoundlanders 
in their out ports, so vividly you can almost smell 
the salt cod 

Mv Newfoundlander grandmother O Keefe 
always said salt cod to her was better than turkey 
Whiteley writes: In the first half of the 19th 
century there were no churches, schools, hospitals, 
doctors, nurses, government officials or law- 
enforcing agencies ol any kind along the entire 
I/iwer North Shore 

The people who settled there were entirely on 
their own. which undoubtedly contributed to the 
development of the attitude of unlimited hospitality 
which was an outstanding feature of the coast 

In IH7.‘i. I)r N ‘Lavoie, successor to Dr P. 
Fortin wrote in thdTanadian Fisheries report, the 
hospitality of the inhabitants of the coast was 
proverbial. Ten strangers might remain fora whole 
week in a house, and no one would hint that their 
stay was becoming rather lengthy ' 

A .1 Packard described the typical noon time 

SiMdav. January X. 1978 
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meal nf^t Paul River in lfifiO. as follows Ac¬ 
cepting our hostess s kind invitation to take dinner 
we all sat down to a characteristic midday meal 

It consisted of dough balls, swimming in a deep 
pot of grease, with lumps of salt pork, without even 
potatoes, or any dessert: nor did there seem to be 
any fresh fish 

The stapk^s are bread and salt pork, the lux 
uries, game and fish: the delicacies an occasional 
mess of potatoes, brought down the St. Lawrence 
once a year in Fortin's trading schooner 

This branch of the Whiteley. family was 
originally from Kngland and went to Boston before 
settling in Newfoundland. 

Albert Whiteley’s grandfather Whiteley was 
calk'd ‘Bossy’. 

It was he who started the Whiteley cod fishery 
and who “got the idea of making a cod trap with 
which invention his name has since been con¬ 
nected.

The Whiteleys were business and political 
powers in old “Newfie". 

The Whiteley family linked Newfoundland and 
the British Columbia coast 

Two of the sons — Capt. William, called 
Brown", because as a small boy he was always 
whistling “John Brown’s Body —", and Capt Jack 
came to live in Victoria. 

Two of the daughters. Lydia Ann. Mrs. John .1 
Kent. Frances Emily. Mrs Hiram Robertson lived 
in Vancouver. 

Dr Russell B Robertson, much loved phvsi 
nan and surgeon of Victoria some years ago. was a 
son of the Hiram Robertsons. 

In due course, left a widow, another Whiteley 
daughter. Louise Alice, Mrs James Vey. took up 
residence in Victoria 

Capt Jack Whiteley was married in Victoria in 
1895 to Johanna A. Giesellman. He went each sum¬ 
mer to the Whiteley fishery in Labrador 

The Jack Whiteley home was on Vancouver 
Street, and then they moved to Island View Beach 
where he died in 1945 

Capt. W H. Whiteley was married at Port 
Simpson in 1899 to Caroline A. Strvckerof Hespeler 
Ontario. 

The William Whiteley house was for years on 
Yates Street hill, where Capt. Whiteley died in 1922 
The Albert Whiteley history is a very nice piece 
of Newfoundland, and Canadian history, filled with 
arresting passages, and is illustrated with family 
pictures and homesteads. 

Mr Taylor's work on the Union Steamship 
Company came about in somewhat unusual manner 
a sort of “find". 

He writes in his introduction “The chronicle 
here presented was first come upon by me in Mrs 
B Moon's West End bookshop. Vancouver, in 1962 
“Although there were no prefatory remarks to 
establish the circumstances of its compilation, the 
briefest of inspect ions made apparent that it was an 
authoritative work, and later perusal confirmed 
this assessment." 

Mr. Taylor traced down Jessie M. (Choate) Van 
der Burg, then living in Penticton, and she wrote to 
him: "I was born in Ifigersoll. Ont.. in 1890. the 
daughter of Alexander Choate, who came from 
United Empire Loyalist stock My Mother’s people 
came from Ireland 

“Eventually I came to live in Victoria, and in 
1928 I went to New York to take a course in 
librarian science at the Pratt Institute 

“In 1942 my husband and I returned to Van 
couver from a sojourn in the bush, and the late Mi 
E. S. Robinson, then librarian at Vancouver Public 
Library, asked me if I would take on the job of get 
ting together a history of the Union Steamship Com 
pany. 

"I was delighted to do so. and spent several 
months searching records and the early minute 
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Old Homes and Families 
By James K. Nesbitt 


hooks of the company for information regarding the 
various ships. 

"I think I got them all. I used as source 
material newspaper accounts, some periodical 
literature — I worked in the company's boardroom 
which looked out onto the wharf where the ships 
were tied up. 

"1 made two trips up the coast on the old Ven¬ 
ture to verify some details regarding the geography 
of that coast. 

"I was married in 1940 to Williarti Van der 
llurg. a Hollander, who had lived in Canada for 20 

years. 

■We made our first home up in the mountains. 
100 miles north of Vancouver, where we lived in a 
log cabin, and tramped seven miles to the post of¬ 
fice on snow shoes in the winter. 

"We came back to Vancouver — and came to 
Penticton in 1950, and once again I found myself 
working in a library. I shall retire for good at the 
end of this year (1963) and devote myself to my 
long-suffering husband, my garden and my dog.” 

Mr. Taylor sums up: "Jessie Van der Burg's 
account has a special value, since she had access to 
source material of the early period not previously 
examined and, so far as 1 am able to determine, 
now lost forever, except as it here appears It is a 
solid record...”

Vancouver News-Advertiser s account of the 
launching of Ss. Comox in 1891: " — another onward 
stride — the launching of the Comox, first of three 
new steamers that have been built at the Union 
Steamship Co.’s shipyard at Coal Harbor... . 

“ ... men began to knock away the supports and 
the vessel started off and glided smoothly and 
gracefully into the water, amidst the cheers of the 
spectators, while the company’s steamers 
Skidegate and Leonora blew their whistles loudly. 

‘ From the bow of the steamer hung the 
traditional bottle of champagne, to which were at¬ 
tached a number of red, white and blue streamers 
on which were printed the name of the steamer in 
gold letters. 

“These were presented to Miss Beatrice Ab¬ 
bott. who christened the steamer. 

\Thls was an entirely new idea, and the 
streamers looked very pretty, while they may be 
kept aVspiementos of the event. 

“As the steamer began to move. Miss Abbott 
broke the bottle across the bow and made the fol¬ 
lowing speech: T have much pleasure in naming 
this steamer the Comox, and wish her, and the 
Union Steamship Company, to whom she belongs, 
every success. 

• i feel very much honored at being asked to 
christen the first steel ship ever built in British 
Columbia.* 

• The party then adjourned (for) luncheon 
The Comox is the first steel vessel ever built 

in British Columbia, besides being the first ever 
built north of San Francisco. 

“Her sides are partly plated between the main 
and upper decks, into which are fitted portholes and 
hinged doors. 

• This is a new. and. at the same time, capital 
arrangement, as it will afford plenty of light and 
ventilation in summer, and a shelter in winter. 

‘ There will be, on the upper deck, night cabins 
with double berths, as well as a dining room and 
social hall and pilot house. She will also have a com¬ 
fortable smoking room." 

In his unique and artistic compilation of the 
Van der Burg manuscript. Mr. Taylor has included,

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DURING I8WK-1898s Angus Fraser contracted to log the fine stands of Douglas fir and cedar covering Henry 
March's land, toting strings of logs to lakeshore with a five-yoke oxen team 

March Family 
of Cowichan Lake 


On a dreary November day in 
1887 Henry March trudged 18 
mile** over the newly con§trueted 
wagon road from Duncan to the 
foot of Cowichan Lake, arriving 
unannounced at the home of 
I rank Green, later to be known as 
Greendale. 

Henry March was born in 
Itochdale, Lancashire, England. 

He was young when he arrived at Lake 
Cowichan — 19 years of age to he exact, healthy and 
possessed with an inborn fortitude and courage 
beyond his years. 

Henry made himself known, then unfolded his 
story Of his own free will and accord he had left the 
surety of a college education and a good home in 
Kngland. He was certain that the legal profession 
was not for him — greener pastures beckoned. 

He sailed for Canada, spent one year at the 
Guelph (Ontario) agricultural college before turn- 
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ing westward to California’s goldfields, and even¬ 
tually to land in British Columbia at Great 
Cowichan I^ake. a term commonly used by early ex 
plorers and adopted from the local Indian tribe 
Henry March was seeking land, following in the 
footsteps of more than two score of prospective set 
tiers who landed at Cowichan Lake during the IR87 
1888 period. He was destined to stay.,but many lett 
the lake discouraged. 

Frank Green offered to assist Henry March in 
his search for land — thus was established a close 
friendship which endured for more than 60 years 
Henry had only a few dollars in his pocket and t 
grubstake but he. and three other landscekers ob¬ 
tained the use of an Indian dugout canoe 


They explored both shores of the eastern por 
tion of Cowichan Lake. Paddling westwards along 
the southern shoreline they came to two rivers, one 
especially, where groups of giant cedars grew 
ranging up to 13 feet in diameter. 

Continuing westward they came to a hay 
Looking northward they saw where the lake nar¬ 
rowed perceptibly, resting his paddle momentarily 
Henry cupped his hands and shouted a big hello' 
when the opposing tree-clad mountain peaks echoed 
and re-echoed his call until it became fainter and 
fainter and finally died. 

Henry filed on 160 acres of prime, heavily 
forested land although a man by the name of Angus 


Fraser had. in previous years, logged off small 
areas adjoining the beach They walked over the 
tell-tale skid road where small timbers were half 
sunk in the ground, cross-wise to the skid road, over 
which yokes of oxen had skidded out strings of logs 
to the^akefront 

During subsequent years Henry increased his 
land holdings to 600 acres, but later reduced to 400 
acres. When I first came to know Henry during the 
late 1930s, over a cup of tea or luncheon, he would 
recount some of his early trials and tribulations 

“My first log cabin, a one-room affair. I built on 
the edge of a heavy growth of standing green 
limber, adjoining log slashing and debris. Since I 
had no money to buy a cook stove. I left a hole in the 
roof in order to let the smoke out. built a small fire 
on the cabin's dirt floor, where I cooked my meals 
during bad weather Of course, when the weather 
was fine I cooked outside. 

But I rued the day when I started a fire in the 
logging slash. Fanned by a light wind the fire (ip 
preached and burned my cabin, but I saved my few 
belongings I had to build myself another cabin — a 
better one 

Visiting groups of native Indians belonging to 
the Nitinat Band passed through on their way to 
visit blood relations on the reserve near Duncan, or 
else camped on the shore of Cowichan take near 
my home Selecting huge straight-grained cedar 
trees, they fashioned into fine dugout canoes, later 
to be floated down the Cowichan River, during low 
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Lac king in experience Henry could in no way 
anticipate the back-breaking labor and expense in¬ 
volved. 

Henry knew that his land and the Cowichan 
Lake watershed supported the finest stands of 
Douglas Fir and cedar found on Vancouver Island, 
or anywhere else for that matter. Henry worked 
like a Trojan during those early years, ably assisted 
by an understanding, sympathetic wife, Edith. 

Henry made a contract with Angus Fraser to 
log his timberland. Fraser constructed tote roads to 
facilitate the movement of strings of logs dogged 
and chained together, hauled by his live-yoke ox 
team to the lakeshore. 

Nearby, Fraser built his primitive campsite, a 
single building serving as sleeping quarters, 
kitchen and dining room, and as well a simple 
shelter for the oxen. 


Trees bordering the lakefront were hand- 
logged. that is, felled, trimmed, topped and 
laboriously moved with the aid of a Gilchrist jack 
and peavey into the lake. 

Booms of logs were released at the foot of 
• 'owichan Lake, after marking, then driven down 
the tortuous sandbar infested rapids and waterfalls 
of the Cowichan River by experienced river 
drivers, during high water, to be floated across 
Cowichan Bay (saltwater) to the Genoa Bay saw¬ 
mill. 

Henry cleared land steadily. He cultivated a 
large garden plot and built a six-foot-high fence to 
guard against marauding, high jumping deer. Wild 
game was plentiful and sometimes deer meat 
replenished the larder, or elk or migrating geese or 
ducks. 

Henry bought poultry, pigs, a cow and finally a 
yoke of oxen. Every few days he paddled his canoe 
seven miles to and from the store at the foot of 
Cowichan Lake, where he traded butter, eggs and 
vegetables for essentials such as flour, tea, sugar, 
beans and salt sow-belly. Since there was no road 
connecting his farm to the foot of Cowichan take he 
made a raft and actually transported machinery 
and animals to and fro by water. 


During 1896 Edith became pregnant, and when 
her time came they delayed until it was loo late to 
get her to the doctor. Henry became mid-wife to 
their first born son, Jack, born in their log cabin 
farm home. Two years later a second son, Charles, 
was born in the town of Duncan. Edith, his mother, 
brought him home, travelling seven miles from the 
tool of ('owichan Lake in an Indian dugout canoe, 
when he was only a few days old. 

Eventually Henry bought a small steam donkey 
which was of great assistance and speeded up land 
clearing. Around 1908 Henry undertook the

settled on shore of Cowichan Lake in 1887 and carved prosperous 408-acre farm from 
forest w ilderness. 


laborious task of clearing a pathway, eight miles in 
length from his farm to the foot of the lake through 
willow, salmon berry* and salal brush, using his 
cross-cut saw to saw through many obstructing 
windfall trees. 

Henry was appointed a justice of the peace. He 
bought a new gas propelled boat — a larger one. 

The next big project Henry undertook was in- 
"talling a telephone to connect with the home of 
tawrence Ashburnham, two miles distant (now 
Honeymoon Bay area)/ The line was extended to 
I ho foot of the lake, but storms, heavy winds and 
lulling trees oftentimes put the line out of order 

Ashburnham and family landed at Cowichan 
I-ike in 1913, built themselves a fine home and a 
large log barn (the barn still stands), but 
Ashburnham was a man of means. He made no 
pretence at farming. 


With assistance Henry's pathway to the fool of 
I he lake was enlarged to the width of a passable 
wagon road. Full of potholes, to be sure, the road 
wound like a snake over hill and hollow, avoiding 
giant trees towering overhead, where the noonday 
sun filtered through like the aisles and pillars of a 
cathedral. The work was done with several 
neighbors assisting, in lieu of paying government 
luxes. 

When Jac k and Charles attained school age 
they were sent to Duncan to attend Schrimshire 
Boys’ School, Maple Bay Hoad, where they ob¬ 
tained a primary education. During summer and 
winter holidays they returned home to the farm. 

Henry and his two growing sons continued 
building, cultivating land and planting hay 


meadows, blowing out and burning stumps. Henry 
had switched from oxen to horses and his son. 
Charles, had learned to shoe horses. 

The telephone proved to be a blessing in 
emergencies such as when Doreen Ashburnham. 11. 
and Anthony Farrar, nine, were attacked by a lone 
cougar. The girl fought off the cougar, but the boy 
was badly mauled. In answer to a phone call the 
doctor arrived in his model T Ford and saved the in¬ 
jured boy. 


When Charles was alerted, he responded with 
his cougar hounds and gun. Aided by the hounds he 
tracked and treed the cougar, shot and killed it. The 
cougar proved to be old, somewhat feeble and 
hungry, hence its inability to hunt. 

Charles loved hunting cougars: ho had been ap¬ 
pointed a government cougar hunter and over the 
years he collected bounty on many a predatory 
cougar killed. Cougars preyed continuously on 
livestock, or dogs. 

When the First World War was declared, Jack 
enlisted. He served four years overseas without so 
much as a scratch. He returned safely, loo, only to 
lose his life in an unfortunate logging accident on 
ihe home farm, while working with his partner, 
Carl Swanson. 

Henry and Charles carried on their expanding 
farm operation. At one time they had a flock ot 
sheep, but wolves or cougars took their toll. The 
March family preferred dairy cows or beef cattle, 
and added a piggery. 
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Like most areas of the 
province, the Alberni Valley has 
known its share of colorful events 
and characters. 

Some of its pioneers have 
hecn larger than life, others have 
been haunted by tragedy — all 
have been interesting. 

One of the most unforgettable, in the mind of 
the late Charles Taylor, was Robert de Beaux. Ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Taylor, who, at the time of his death 
in 1964. was one of the last of the original pioneers 
ol the Alberni Valley, the valley experienced a 
small-scale mining boom in 1895-96. Among those 
who were attracted by the strike was the hand¬ 
some, middle-aged Robert de Beaux. 

Quite aware of the fact that gold did not have to 
come from the ground, de Beaux opened a 
roadhouse. Constructed of logs, its comfortable 
beds and plain, if wholesome, meals soon attracted 
a lair-sized clientele. 

The proprietor, a native of Alsace-Lorraine, 
doubled as host and cook, although his talents in the 
latter field were limited to preparing rice, beans 
and porridge. 

Nevertheless, de Beaux prospered, and Mr 
Taylor recalled, with a chuckle, his passion for 
putting up notices and writing letters. 

" The trouble with poor Bob was . Che l hadn't 
too much formal education ... If he'd left the big 
words alone he'd have been all right, but he kept us¬ 
ing those big words which had a totally different 
meaning to that which he intended. He made some 
mightv strange mistakes. 1 got a great kick out of 
old Bob 


When the mining boom subsided. Bob opened 
Alberni s first general store. As before, his 
reasonable prices — and mis-spelled advertising 
notices - attracted a steady clientele, although 
there were the inevitable slack periods. Once, Mi 
Taylor found him, hunched over his desk, studying 
his invoices. For an hour, he checked and re- 
checked the bills, then turned to Mr. Taylor and 
said: "After checking everything very, very 
cautiously. 1 find I’ve only lost $1.49." 

I nfortunately, with the outbreak of the First 
World War. de Beaux was interned. With the end of 
the war, he returned to his homeland and became 
quite wealthy before he was killed in an automobile 
accident. 

Alberni s second business venture, according to 
Mr. Taylor, was the shoemaking shop of Robert 
Parkinson. Middle-aged when he arrived in the val 
ley in 1885. Parkinson, who had spent his life at his 
trade in Ix>ndon, settled on what was to be named 
Shoemaker Bay. on the west side of Alberni Har- 
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bor. His living quarters were spartan, to say the 
least: a cabin. 19-feet square, with only a converted 
oil drum for cooking purposes, a bunk, table anti 
workbench. 

From the beginning, despite his out-of-the-way 
location, he attracted a faithful clientele, Mr. 
Taylor explaining that Parkinson's work was so 
good that some of his boots outlived him. Besides, 
his living expenses were small enough, the 
shoemaker supplementing his diet with fish from 
the bay or a duck shot from his front doorstep. 

Nevertheless, his profit margin must have been 
small indeed. His standard fee for a pair of sturdy 
workboots, all hand-stitched of fine leather, and 
with hobnailed soles, was $5. This likely was the 
reason for his steady stream of customers, despite 
the fact that they had to follow a blazed trail 
through the forest to his cabin. For, as Mr. Taylor 
said. Parkinson's craftsmanship was excellent. 

When Parkinson wanted to go to town, he was 
faced with the same problem, as there was no 
bridge spanning the river. He would wait for high

lido, when he would follow' a slough across some 
flats until lie was a short distance from the river, 
when he would put a small wheelbarrow in his 
canoe. He would then paddle to the head of the 
slough, place the canoe into the wheelbarrow, cross 
the isthmus to the river, reverse the procedure, and 
paddle into town. But he seems to have tired of the 
routine, or perhaps, the isolation, as, when Alberni 
became a village, he moved into town. 

After building a small house on Front Street. 
Parkinson continued in business until his death in 
1901. Despite his small income, he had been able to 
set some money aside, some of which he be¬ 
queathed to a woman who had cared for him in his 
final illness; the balance, a few hundred dollars, 
was left to the Anglican Church. He further 
stipulated that his home be used by "any destitute, 
deserving man.” In fact, it served as the 
Anchorage, an old man s home, for half a century, 
until it was torn down in recent years. 

Another early-day Alberni character was Nels 
Weiner, who settled on Sproat l^ike about 1910. Like 
Parkinson. Weiner was “industrious and an all¬ 
round handyman. He built a strong, comfortable 
house and cleared a few acres of land. After he had 
been there two or three years, his wife died. Things 
never were the same for Nels after that." 


A second marriage soon fed to a separation, 
when Weiner began keeping to himself, and earning 
a living by carving rifle stocks and fancy 
vvoodenware. One night, several settlers living 
around the lake were disturbed by a series of explo¬ 
sions near the Weiner place. 

"Next morning," Mr. Taylor recounted, ’ they 
found his home had been blown to pieces, and all the 
outbuildings were burned to th ? ground. Although 


they even searched an old well on the place, nothing 
was ever seen of Weiner again, and many believe he 
blew himself up with the house." 

Great Central Lake was the home of another 
pioneer, Joe Drinkwater, who became widely 
known lor his floating Ark hotel. Popular as a 
resort, the aptly-named. 16-room Ark was built on a 
raft of logs by its proprietor, who also carved every 
piece of its furniture from cedar. 

Known as a fine hunter, broadaxe man and 
woodsman, Drinkwater, who hailed from northern 
Ontario, was also something of a character. He 
operated the resort for some time, then sold it to 
become a trapper. 

* ★ ★ 

This in mind, he proceeded to the head of the 
lake. The weeks passed without a sign of the 
veteran woodsman and a search party was 
organized. They found his little cabin. Nearby, his 
boat was pulled up on the beach. A few yards into 
the bush, they found his body, partially consumed 
by animals. From traces of blood in his cabin, and 
some bandages, they could only surmise that the 
veteran outdoonjman had injured himself and was 
on his way to town for help when he died. 

Tragedy also overtook an old prospector named 
Archie McLaughlin. A native of Nova Scotia 
and a very fine one, too" — he had prospected in 
the China Creek area for some time. 

“W^l. one spring, he went hunting bear with a 
woodsman named Dan Clarke. They went to the 
head of Central Lake and over a little divide to 
Klsie Lake. McLaughlin was no hunter; 1 imagine 
he just went along for the sport. 

"One night, while camped at Elsie Lake. 
McUiughlin was taken violently ill. Apparently he 
had had the spells before. Clarke later told me that 
he thought McUiiighlin had cancer of the stomach 
The pain grew worse, and McLaughlin asked Clarke 
if he would get some medicine that was in his cabin, 
hack in town. He said with the medicine the pain 
would pass and he’d be fine again." 


After making Mcl^aughlin as comfortable as he 
could. Clarke headed back to Alberni. Driven by the 
need to bring back help as fast as possible, he ap¬ 
parently over exerted himself and, according to 
Mr. Taylor, was never the same man again. 

Whatever, the next day. he was heading back to 
the camp with his young nephew, Willie Clarke 
But. upon arrival, they found McLaughlin dead 
They dug a grave, wrapped him in his blankets and. 
after filling in the grave, covered it with short logs 
so as to keep out the animals. 

Some years passed before Mclaughlin's kin 
learned of his death and made arrangements to 
recover the body. Because of the isolation ol the 
gravesitc, they decided to float the body out in a 
specially constructed coffin. Made to resemble a 
barrel, it was complete with hoops and staves and 
was caulked so that it would be waterproof.

Fishermen are always searching for ways to 
better their equipment and make fishing more fun 
Here are five proven ideas from Mercury out¬ 
boards' outdoor recreation department that will be 
helpful to any angler. 

1 A quick way to secure the free end of a 
monofilament fishing line on a bait casting rod is to 
loosen one of the knurled nuts on the level-wind 
reel, throw a fast turn of line around the screw and 
tighten the nut. It'll hold tight and be ready for ty¬ 
ing on a new lure when needed. Saves line, too. 
since you don't have to tie in a larg loop which is 
later cut and discarded. 

2. Many boats have live wells with a self- 
draiiiing feature to circulate fresh water. That's 
line until you move the boat, and then all the water 
will be siphoned out of the well. l£nd this problem 
by whittling a cork plug to fill the drain hole. Push 
it in place when you’re ready to move to a new- 
spot ; pull it out when the boat is not moving. Leave 
the plug in the live well and it'll never be lost. 

3. Small jars of fingernail polish can make a 
difference in your fishing luck. Carried in a tackle 
box, various colors of nail polish can be applied to a 
lure to change its appearance and make it more ap- # 
pealing to fish. The Mercury fishing staff has a 
selection of silver, red, white and several other 
shades which they frequently use. Nail polish dries 
quickly, can be painted on again if its chips away, 
.ind is easily removed when not wanted. 

4. Small boat fishermen are often forgetful and 
start running while a stringer of fish is still over the 
side. The result is bruised and often dead fish, and 
sometimes a lost stringer. You can cure the 
memory lapse by tying an extra length of cord to 
the end of the stringer and then attaching the line to 
lie tiller handle of your outboard motor. You'll be 
reminded of the stringer each time you touch the 
tiller handle. 

5 . If you like to keep a variety of lures handy in 
a small boat, cut a 12-inch-square piece of 
rubber-backed, all-weather carpet and glue it to 
the inside hull near your seat. The construction ot 
most all-weather carpet makes it possible to push 
hooks into the fabric and remove them without dif¬ 
ficulty.

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debris; the second was Dan Clarke who, perhaps 
because of superstition, perhaps because of his 
ordeal in attempting to get help for McLaughlin, 
refused to guide a party to the gravesite. 

instead, his newphew, Willie, who had accom¬ 
panied him to the fatal campsite, only to find that 
McLaughlin had died in the meantime, volunteered 
to show the way to the grave. But, because of the 
time of the year, and snow, he was unable to find it 
and for several years, McLaughlin's intended coffin 
waited in an Alberni warehouse. 

McLaughlin's grave remained undisturbed, its 
exact location unknown, for 30 years. Finally a sur¬ 
vey party camped on a small point on Elsie Lake 
While levelling the ground to erect their tent, they 
uncovered Clarke's barricade of short logs and 
realized that they had at last found McLaughlin's 
resting place. Their Indian packers, refusing to 
make camp with a dead man,’’ deserted that 
night 

Mr. Taylor, however, who was camped just 
across the river, was more than willing to have a 
look. Because the original cross had rotted away he 
• lit a slab of cedar and inscribed McLaughlin's 


name and the year of death. Some years later, the 
gravesite was rediscovered by a timber crew. 

Now, sighed Mr. Taylor, “Archie lies under 
about 30 leet of water since they dammed the lake 
lor power." 

Old Jim" was another early-day Alberni Val¬ 
ley character, Mr. Taylor remembering him as be¬ 
ing a jolly kind of fellow, (and) quite a singer too. 
He built a small place way back in the bush. He 
would work the roads in the summer, then spend 
thu winter isolated in his cabin 

Well he did this for years, then one winter lie 
got to acting tunny. 

Being .done too much, I guess. He came in 
to town one day, all spruced up. He said that his 
father was connected with some ocean liner, had 
died, and left him a big estate all a delusion, of 
course. Well, he went out to Vancouver. The next 
we heard, the police had put him in Essondale " 
Released months later, Jim returned to 
Alberni. The last anyone saw of him, he was near 
his old cabin Then he disappeared, never to be seen 
again, Mr. Taylor having surmised that he was 
“probably a victim of his own delusions." 
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.Most people dale the “new 
morality” from the moment a few 
years ago, when their daughter 
came home with a sad specimen 
and announced that henceforth 
they would be occupying the 
main bedroom, while her 
benighted parents would have to 
move into the basement. 

Such arrangements are indeed fairly new, but 
the arguments put forward in support of them have 
been circulating for some time. Even so, it may 
come as rather a surprise to learn that, so far as 
Victoria is concerned, they are celebrating their 
centenary. 

It was late in August, 1877, when they were first 
brought vividly to the attention of the young provin 
cial capital. Stem old Sir James Douglas had died a 
tew weeks earlier, and apparently it was a case dr 
when the cat’s away, the mice will play. 

It was soon plain, however, that Mrs. Henry 
I^ike was no mouse. An advertisement in The 
Colonist had drawn attention to a forthcoming 
public lecture by her on the liberty of man, woman 
and child, and when she rose to speak on the last 
Sunday evening in August, the hall was well filled 

It was soon apparent that her lecture was likely 
to cause widespread discussion in the days ahead 

She began by declaring that “principles are 
born, not made” and went on to say that “the 
liberty of man, for which I am to speak tonight 
«emprises the right to think right and the right to 
think wrong. No one has a right to impugn the 
motive or destroy the character of his fellow, 
because that one holds a conviction with which he is 
not in sympathy. There is no limit to a man s 
liberty, so long as he does not infringe upon the 
liberty of his fellows.” 

All this seemed well within the mainstream ol 
19th-century liberal thought, but Mrs. Lake was 
soon launching into deeper waters. She vigorously 
attacked the recent prosecution in England of An¬ 
nie Bcsant and C'harles Bradlaugh for publishing a 
lMK»k which advocated birth control. 

Mrs Lake, according to the report in The 
Colonist, characterized the action of the English 
nation as mean and cowardly, in not permitting a 
noble man and woman, having the good of humanity 
at heart, to do what their consciences dictated. She 
c laimed for woman, in a state of liberty, the right 
to her person, her property, and her pursuits, ol 
which, she said, the present marriage system 
deprived her She called the marriage law a relic ol 
barbarism ' 

★ * ★ 

.Mrs Lake went on to advocate an even wider 
iange ol reforms. “She admitted that with a new 
social order, there must come a new industrial and 
religious one also; and this is what we need, if the 
attitude of the utnegsy millions today has any 
significance ** 

She demanded for children a welcome into 
society, no matter under what conditions they were 
born, and denounced the habit of regarding 
motherhood as a shame, unless it had been sanc¬ 
tioned by the church 

She accused Mrs. Grundy of destroying the 
lives and happiness of thousands of young women, 
who had been guilty of no crime save that of obey 
ing God’s law. In closing, she made a plea for more 
toleration of others' opinions, as the first step 
toward hastening the liberty of man, woman and 
child.'' 

A few days later The Colonist reacted with an 
editorial at least as forthright as Mrs. Lake's lec¬ 
ture. The paper declared: The nasty book of Mrs 
Bcsant and Charles Bradlaugh was held up to ad¬ 
miration; the still more nasty doctrine of free* love 
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was openly proclaimed; and false steps by young 
girls which involve consequences of a grave 
character were condoned' by saying ‘they have 
obeyed God’s law.’ In plain English, the passions 
which men and women are commanded to curb 
should, according to Mrs. Lake, be encouraged and 
indulged. 

To hear the animal called Man discoursing on 
such topics would be bad enough; but for a pretty, 
well-dressed, intellectual and highly respectable- 
looking woman such as Mrs. Lake to stand up 
before a mixed audience and openly advocate the 
dex trine of free love is trying to one’s preconceived 
ideas of womanly modesty, and shakes his con 
fidence in the angelic attributes of the softer sex

A plump, distinguished looking man. partial to 
i rock coats and top hats, he was no stranger to un¬ 
usual ideas. When spiritualism became all the rage 
in Victoria, he had organized seances, and on a 
memorable occasion 18 people had been present in 
his darkened drawing-room when a visitor from tlx* 
spirit world iiad cordially shaken the hand of a 
reporter from The Colonist. 


The vistas opened up by Mrs. Lake at once at¬ 
tracted him, though whether the enthusiasm for 
free love and birth control which he now 
proclaimed in a letter to The Colonist had any con¬ 
nection with the fact that he was a widower with 
five c hildren is now too late to determine. 

At all events. Eell informed readers of the 
paper that he fully supported Mrs. Lake, and felt 
strong sympathy lor what you term the nasty- 
doctrine of free love.’ ’ 

He even suggested that the editor of the paper 
in his heart of hearts agreed with him. and 
declared: When the time arrives that you, Mr. 
Editor, dare to be a free man and act up to the 
highest instincts of your nature, you will write and 
ac t different. But, sir, you are like thousands, a 
slave to their surroundings and time; and time only 
will lead you to see beauty instead of nastiness in 
these glorious truths set forth in Mrs. Lake's lec¬ 
ture* ''

I'he Colonist more in sorrow than in anger, re¬ 
joined that: Mr. Kell would seem from his letter 
to confound love with a passion of different 
charac ter. The paper explained his aberration by- 
saying that he had “the tenderest heart and softest 
head ot any man in the province.” 

At this point Mrs l,ake re-entered the fray. By 
tins time she had retreated to the comparative 
safety of Port Townsend, from where she wrote to 
the paper in uncompromising terms. “1 hold that 
mankind arc industrially, religiously and socially 
enslaved. I arrive at this conclusion when I see the 
tailing masses sweating under a heavy load ol 
poverty, while the non-producers roll in luxury and 
live in ease. I reiterate here what I affirmed at 
Central Hall, fhat where love is absent in the con¬ 
jugal relation, there is no virtue, and I unhesitating¬ 
ly aver that nine-tenths of mankind, judged by this 
standard, are living in adultery in the marriage 
relation. I believe in and advocate a purity which is 
deeper than external forms, and I demand the same 
purity in man that I desire in woman. Free love 
alone w ill ensure this, since affection can never be 
coerced. " 

Once again The Colonist felt obliged to chide, 
declaring sadly that in these enlighlned days the 
tree lovers improve on the Pharisee, and thank 
their familiar spirits or their gods that they are a 
good deal worse than other men and women.”

And there the matter rested. No more was 
heard from Mrs. luike. perhaps because a more 
Jamous prophet was soon in the news. Brigham 
Young. Moses of the Mormons, died in distant Utah, 
apparently from eating too much green corn and 
cucumbers. He. too, had loqg championed a new 
morality, though of a somewhat different sort from 
i hut advocated by Mrs. Lake. His models were ap¬ 
parently the patriarchs of the Old Testament, for 
The Colonist reported that “17 wives and about W) 
children mourn lor the dead prophet 

James Kell continued to appear Irom time to 
time in the news. He was elected mayor in 
1887 and again the next year, and served on both the 
hospital and school boards. On his death in 1890, his 
hearse was followed by 70 carriages, and it was 
agreed that he had been a model citizen. 

Meanwhile, the new morality continued to 
splash sporadically against the ramparts of respec¬ 
tability. but without much visible effect. The spirit 
ol the stern Sir James was apparently still too 
strong for it. 

Yet was he, really, the most appropriate sym¬ 
bol ot all that was proper'.’ Over the lea tables it had 
often bee n whispered, and quite correctly, that he 
and his beloved Amelia tone day to become Lady 
Douglas) had had six of their 18 children (and 
buried five of them) before their marriage was 
solemnized by a clergyman. 

But this, of course, was long, long before the 
days of Mrs. Lake and her admirers — so long, in¬ 
deed, as to make the new morality, when it finally 
ijrrivcd. as it does periodically, actually seem new. 
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
